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SECRETARY GARRISON AND ARMY IDEALS. 

The pride which Secretary of War Garrison feels in 
the Army is strongly reflected in the lofty tone of the 
sentiments he expresses in his annual report, which is 
summarized in another column of this issue, when he 
departs from the consideration of routine matters of his 
Department and comes to talk of the Army as a whole 
and of its place in the framework of the nation. It was, 
of course, inevitable that so broad-minded a man as Mr. 
Garrison would be strongly impressed by the spirit of de- 
votion to duty and to the highest ideals of the soldier 
and the citizen which is daily exhibited by the officers 
and men of the Army to those who are permitted to enter 
into such close relations with them as marked the early 
days of the Secretary’s incumbency, when in March he 
personally visited the flooded districts in the Middle West 
and beheld with what precision of detail, and with what 
accuracy of judgment and forecast the officers of the 
Army performed the arduous work of relieving the dis- 
tressed people of the devastated regions. Then not long 
afterwards he “swung around the circle” of the Army 
posts and saw the officers and men in their customary 
relations in time of peace. He thus studied the Army 
in two of its most important phases—that where danger 
and distress make their appeal and the other where the 
ordinary routine of garrison life presents the problems of 
administration in time of peace. 

After referring in his report to the more intimate as- 
sociation of the Army and the National Guard which has 
grown out of the laws designed to prepare amalgamation 
of these two into one homogeneous body of troops in 
time of war, and which tends to disseminate among the 
people a better understanding of the Regular Army and 
its work, Secretary Garrison says: “But much remains 
to be done not so much to popularize the Army as to fix 
it at its proper place in the estimation of the people.” 
Then the report rapidly reviews the things accomplished 
by the Army since the period of the Spanish-American 
War, the successful discharge of varied public duties in 
the conduct of the military governments of Cuba, Porto 
Rico and the Philippines, the results in the domain of 
sanitary reform. ‘Most of these duties were quite out- 
side the scope of military duties,’ we are told, “at least 
as commonly understood, and often involving the solu- 
tion of complex, difficult and intricate problems requir- 
ing a high order of intelligence and skill, a broad spirit 
of humanity and the exercise of self-restraint and foer- 
bearance in most trying circumstances. It is a record 
of which the Army and the country are justly proud. 
But the results have been accomplished with so little of 
noise or display, and with such smoothness of execution 
that the public largely has accepted these achievements 
in the same spirit that the Army itself has—as part of 
the day’s work.” 

Secretary Garrison thus comments on the work of 
Army officers in arousing a public spirit able to appreci- 
ate the military needs of the nation: “For some years 
the General Staff, the Army War College, and officers 
generally throughout the Service have been working with 
great earnestness, intelligence, and enthusiasm for the 
establishment of a definite national military policy, the 
spread of military knowledge among the people, and the 
creation of a military reserve force, to the end that there 
shall be in all the walks of civil life an increasingly 
larger number of men with a sufficient military training 
to make them better prepared for the service of their 
country should the call ever need to be made.” 

To Secretary Garrison has not occurred the absurd 


idea that all this tends to cause war. To him it means 
just the opposite. On this subject he speaks with a 
lucidity that might impress even the most fatuous of the 
“peace” brethren: “The purpose and effect of this have 
been not to invite war or to encourage it, but rather to 
prevent or postpone it. It has been but the natural and 
effective operation of loyalty and patriotism on the part 
of those whose lives are devoted with rare singleness of 
mind to the national service. As a peaceful and un- 
military people, we are but dimly impressed with the 
fact that just as agriculture and commerce are the foun- 
dations of our great national prosperity, so with equal 
truth are our military and naval forces its bulwark and 
defense. 

“While I believe there is a world-wide and growing 
sentiment for the settlement without bloodshed of all 
disputes between nations, I recognize the fact that the 
time has not yet come when a nation can wisely disarm 
or slacken its efforts for preparedness in case of war. 
The Army is not a luxury—it is a public necessity. A 
nation that is opulent, enterprising, and unarmed as of 
old still invites aggression, if not disaster. I hope to see 
in time of peace a growing sentiment of increased pride 


in our Army—as the trained and efficient organization . 


to which we instinctively turn for help in times of great 
national calamity and which has done such conspicuous 
public service in the improvement of our great water- 
ways and the building of the Panama Canal—a pride 
that will make the uniform of officer and enlisted man 
respected always and everywhere, and not an object of 
curiosity or invidious discrimination.” 

Another appeal to the people to understand the Army 
better is found in that part of the report which deals 
with the flood relief work. There Secretary Garrison 
adverts to the popular tendency to overlook the fact that 
the Army is one of the great forces making for the 
achievement of our national destiny. A brief descrip- 
tion of this magnificent relief work only faintly pictures 
the character of this humane service and the promptness 
and effectiveness with which it was done. “We are 
prone,” he says, “to think of our Regular Army in terms 
of war only, and not as a national first aid in calamity. 
Incidents such as these illustrate its power and useful- 
ness in quite the opposite direction and bring to our 
minds a new sense of our obligation to the men who 
thus devote themselves to the national service. We are 
likely to forget it is our Army, composed of our own 
people and an integral part of the body politic. I fear 
we too often think of it carelessly, as a thing of infre- 
quent utility, of pomp and pageantry, instead of what it 
really is, a tremendous silent influence for the preserva- 
tion of peace and order, and an organized power of price- 
less value whenever its services are needed.” 

In the formation of character among the young men 
of the land, Secretary Garrison also finds a powerful in- 
fluence for good in military training. The student mili- 
tary camps he describes as inaugurating a great educa- 
tive work that will be of reciprocal benefit to the Gov- 
ernment and to the splendid young men who are re- 
sponding to this appeal to spend a certain number of 
their summer days in learning the military art under 
conditions simulating those of field service. ‘The bene- 
fit of these student camps to the nation,” Secretary Gar- 
rison says, “is that they foster a patriotic spirit, with- 
out which a nation soon loses its virility and falls into 
decay. They spread more thorough knowledge of military 
history, policy, and needs, all necessary to the complete 
education of a well-equipped citizen in order that he 
may himself form correct opinions on military topics.” 
In the complete form of the highest military education, 
that of West Point, he finds undeniable testimony to the 
value of such training in the young man who receives his 
education there, for whether this youth returns to civil 
life or remains in the Service, he is to Mr. Garrison “a 
national asset of increased and peculiar value because 
of the training he has received.” 

No public-spirited citizen can read this clear-visioned 
report without realizing that the War Department has 
as its head a man who has caught the true Army spirit, 
such a spirit as George Washington must have had when 
he warned against the insidious weaknesses of peace 
and the necessity of being prepared to fight as the best 
preventive of war. Secretary Garrison’s report is an 
appeal to the American people to estimate at its true 
value this military establishment which more than a 
hundred years of national life have slowly built up and 
around which are entwined memories of some of the 
greatest achievements of the nation. It frankly says to 
every American, “If you could know this Army as I 
know it, you would have for it the same admiration that 
I have.”

Among the officers of the Army in 1912 the constantly 
non-effective rate was lower in 1912 than in 1911, as was 
the admission ratio, but the death rate was higher. 
Taking the mean strength of the officers at 4,216, there 
were 2,516 admissions and twenty-four deaths, with 
105.08 the constantly non-effective from all causes, equal 
to ratios of 596.78, 5.12 and 24.92, respectively, as com- 
pared with ratios of 596.92, 4.43 and 26.91 per 1,000 
in 1911. The principal causes of admission in the order 
of their importance were bronchitis, diseases of the 
pharynx, influenza, diarrhcea and enteritis, diseases of 
the nose, diseases of the stomach (cancer excepted) and 
dengue. In 1912 twenty-two officers were retired on 
account of disability, a rate for disability retirement 
of 4.69 a thousand, against 6.64 for 1911. The discharge 





rate for disability among enlisted men for the same year 
was 13.43. In officers’ retirement for disability organic 
diseases of the heart led the list with four cases, the next 
being deafness, of which there were three cases. Of 
the grades, captains led by a wide margin, there being 
ten of that rank, the next being lieutenants colonels, of 
whom there were four. As to age, the five-year period, 
50 to 54, was first with six cases, the next being 40-44 
and 45-49, each of which had four cases. A study of 
the age tables of the officers in the Service when taken 
in quinquennial groups shows officers twenty-four years 
and under number 288; 25 to 29, 951; 30 to 34, 960; 
35 to 39, 1,064; 40 to 44, 630; 45 to 49, 368; 50 to 
54, 215; 55 to 59, 142; and 60 and over, 72. The 
Medical Department cannot but congratulate itself on 
the fact that the rate for discharge for disability among 
enlisted men in 1912 was the lowest of all the years 
sinee the Spanish-American War. In 1911 the rate was 
13.85, while in 1912 it was 13.43 per one thousand of 
strength. The rate for 1867 was an even 13, and the 
lowest rate from 1894 to 1898, inclusive, was that for 
1895, when it was the lowest on record for the Army— 
9.15 per thousand. The highest rate in any year for 
discharge for disability was in 1849, when it was 76.7, 
Of the diseases causing the highest discharge rate in 
1912 mental alienation was first, with tuberculosis 
second. The death rate for disease was the lowest in 
1912 in the history of the Army, being 2.37, the next 
lowest Leing the 2.44 of 1910. Tuberculosis was the first 
of diseases with fatal issue, the second being organic 
diseases of the heart, while, what may seem strange to 
some, measles was third. 
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Without waiting for legislation by which non-commis- 
sioned officers of the U.S. Army may receive warrants 
in the Army at large, instead of with their organizations 
as at present, the War Department will endeavor to 
relieve sergeants who have served three or more years 
on a foreign post. So far as possible sergeants will be 
placed on a foreign service roster like commissioned 
officers. It is realized that considerable trouble will 
be experienced in transferring sergeants from one or- 
ganization to another, but it is thought that this can 
be arranged so that one-third of the sergeants on duty 
at foreign posts can be relieved every year. Sergeants 
now on duty with the Militia and on other detached 
services will be ordered to foreign posts. Then there 
will be a call for volunteers among the sergeants through- 
out the Army, so that a sufficient number can be obtained 
to relieve those on foreign service. It will be the general 
policy of the War Department to keep as many efficient 
sergeants in the Army as possible. This is in harmony 
with the recommendations of the Secretary for a shorter 
term of enlistment and reserves. It is realized that 
there is more use for veteran non-coms. under a_ short 
term of enlistment and reserves than under the three-year 
or the four-year enlistment period policy. Commissioned 
officers of the Army will be expected to co-operate with 
the War Department in carrying out this policy. While 
there is no authority for issuing warrants to non-com- 
missioned officers in the Army at large instead of in their 
organizations, it is proposed to adopt a policy which 
will virtually result in this. 


— 
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That the importance of being properly shod has not 
been fully grasped by the officers or men of the Army may 
be fairly inferred from the experience of an officer who 
during the last twelve months has been recommended 
for action by a retiring board. He was ordered to one 
of the general hospitals on account of a painful foot. 
Although there had been considerable correspondence 
about this officer’s case and he had been advised as to 
the kind of shoes that would probably be suitable for 
him, yet when he reported at the hospital it was found 
he was wearing shoes that did not fit him and were 
entirely unsuitable for any human foot. Discussing the 
subject of shoes in his annual report Surgeon General 
Torney, U.S.A., calls attention to the excellent book 
embodying the experience of the board at Leavenworth 
on the selection of a proper shoe. This book has been 
prepared by Major E. L. Munson, Med. Corps, president 
of the board. The Surgeon General advises all officers 
and non-coms. who are concerned in the fitting of shoes 
to read this volume. 'The issue of the new style of shoes 
recommended by the Leavenworth board has just begun 
cn account of the exhaustion of the old supply. This 
sew shoe cannot fairly be considered by itself alone, 
since its actual utility depends upon construction, supply 
and fii. The fitting must be supervised by officers, who 
must instruct themselves accordingly. In the case of 
the cilice. we have mentioned above, who did not know 
that he himself was suffering from wrong shoes, it is 
appavent that the soldiers whose feet had been entrusted 
to his supervision would have been liable to fare badly.

Steps will soon be taken for a reduction in the en- 
listed strength at the recruiting barracks of the Army. 
This will be started by relieving one company at 
Columbus Barracks, Ohio, and another at Jefferson Bar- 
racks, Mo. Later part of the troops at Fort McDowell, 
Cal., and Fort Slocum, N.Y., will be relieved. Secretary 
Garrison in looking over the estimates is convinced that 
the recruiting service is too expensive. He sees no 


reason why such large forces should be kept at the re- 
cruiting barracks, and intends to reduce them to a 
minimum. 
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Some details concerning the fight with Moros on Oct. 
24, 1913, at Mt. Talipao, Jolo, P.I., in which Capt. 
Harry McElderry, P.S., and four men were killed in 
ambush and nine men wounded, are at hand. The ex- 
pedition against the hostile Moros left Jolo during a 
heavy rainstorm at eleven o’clock on the night of Oct. 
24, commanded by Major George C. Shaw, P.S. (Cap- 
tain, U.S.A.), and consisted of the 13th Company, under 
Captain McElderry; the 16th, under Capt. H. R. King; 
the mountain gun battery, under Lieut. J. W. Strohm; 
the 24th, under Capt. S. M. Neisser, and the 31st, under 
Lieut. H. W. Cantus. For two days the entrenched 
Moros had been sending chailenges to the troops, 
insolently calling upon our soldiers to come and dislodge 
them. At daylight the Scouts were in position and the 
mountain guns placed, and the bombardment began at 
once. Charges of shrapnel were fired into the crater, 
and then the advance of the Infantry began. Lieutenant 
Cantus with the 31st Company was on the left, Captain 
King with the 16th occupied the center, and Captain 
McElderry with the 13th the right. As Mt. Talipao 
is bare of vegetation the troops were under fire almost 
from the beginning of the advance. After a difficult 
climb the first line of rifle pits was taken by a flank 
movement, and the troops then worked along these pits 
to a position under the main cotta. The final charge 
was then made, after repulsing several sorties made by 
the Moros, and the cotta taken after a hand-to-hand 
fight. After the main cotta was captured there were 
still several smaller rifle pits to clean out of Moro out- 
laws, who were delivering a scattered fire from them. 
It was in an attempt to flank these remaining pits that 
the 13th Company, under Captain McElderry, ran into 
an ambush, a score of Moros having been in hiding in 
the tall grass. Three Scouts were killed instantly, and 
five, including McElderry, were wounded. The rifle pits 
were finally taken, although it is reported that many 
Moros escaped with their rifles. We mentioned the fight 
briefly in our issue of Nov. 1. 





Among recent publications of the Carnegie Institute 
is “The Subanu: Studies of a Sub-Visayan Mountain 
Folk of Mindanao, P.I.,” by Lieut. Col. John P. Finley, 
Inf., U.S.A., and William Churchill. From the catalogue 
of the Institute we take this description of the work: 
“In Part I. of this work Col. John Park Finley, U.S.A., 
has furnished a record of the present stage of this 
mountain tribe of Mindanao, a race hitherto practically 
untouched by even such culture as the Moros of the 
coast possess. Since Lieut. Francis Zavier gave them 
up in despair they have remained in unmixed savagery, 
until now they are being brought within the civilizing 
efforts of American endeavor. This record is as com- 
plete as could be obtained by ten years of administrative 
contact with this shy and rude folk. In collating the 
linguistic material collected in the intervals of campaigns 
by the military author Mr. Churchill has established 
the ethnic position of the race as archetypal in reference 
to the more widely extended Visayan culture. This 
theme ieads naturally to a careful discussion of the 
Malayo-Polynesian speech family and the employment of 
this important collection of new data to accomplish its 
demolition, thus clearing the way for-a free study of the 
respective language units which hitherto have been 
ebscured Ly an untenable association.”

The proposal of Yale University authorities to place 
an inscription, which makes no distinction between those 
who fought for the Union and those who fought against 
it, upon the memorial about to be erected by the univer- 
sity was bitterly attacked by the members of the New 
York Commandery of the Military Order of the Loyal 
Legion of the U.S. who dined at Delmonico’s, in New 
York city, on Dec. 3. They passed a resolution the final 
clause of which reads: “Resolved, That the Commandery 
deprecates the action of a great institution of learning 
which will tend to ‘weaken loyalty’ among the youth 
of our land by teaching them that those who attempted 
to destroy the Union were actuated by the same ‘high 
devotion’ as those who saved the Union, and thereby 
tend to destroy the distinction between treason and 
patriotism.” 











The first meeting of the committee appointed by the 
Council of the Naval Academy Graduates’ Association 
to erect a window in the chapel at the Naval Academy 
as a memorial to Admiral Farragut was held in the 
Army and Navy Club in Washington on Dec. 2. The 
committee consists of Rear Admiral J. C. Watson, Capt. 
John H. Gibbons, Superintendent of the Naval Academy, 
ex officio, Senator John W. Weeks, Capt. A. W. Grant, 
Comdr. S. S. Robinson, Comdr. C. T. Jewell and Pro- 
fessor of Mathematics D. M. Garrison. Admiral Watson 
was elected chairman of the committee and Commander 
Jewell as secretary-treasurer. It was decided to ask 
at once for designs and bids from the various makers 
of stained glass. The window is to be erected by sub- 
scriptions collected among the graduates of the Academy. 
This aciion is in accordance with a resolution adopted 
at the last annual meeting of the Graduates’ Associution. 
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A resolution asking for the building of four battle- 
ships a year until the United States has forty-eight 
first class all big gun ships was passed by the direc- 
tors of the Navy League of the United States, at their 
annual meeting in the Waldorf Hotel, New York city, 
on Dee. 5. Rear Admiral Richard Wainwright, U.S.N.; 
Herbert L. Satterlee, former Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy; Commodore A. V. Wadhams, U.S.N.; Henry W. 
Ward, Robert W. Neeser, Louis A. Osborne, W. R. Ad- 
dicks, Clarence Braine, Louis C. Hay and A. H. Dadmun 
‘ were present. Gen. Horace Porter presided. It was 
announced after the meeting that the Navy League has 
now a membership of 7,000 and lectures sent out by the 
Teague are doing all possible to gain new members, par- 
ticularly in the West, and to interest people in the Navy.

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Considerable interest is manifested in the experiments 
conducted by Capt. A. M. Miller, 11th U.S. Cav., at 
Fort Oglethorpe. in firing small arms while mounted. 
Unofficial reports indicate that on firing to the right 
the record with a rifle is two per cent. better than with 
a pistol; but on firing to the left the record with the 
rifle is thirty-five per cent. better than that made with 
the pistol. The experiments were conducted with 
twenty-eight men, and were for the purpose of deter- 


mining the comparative effectiveness of rifle and pistol 
fire of mounted troops.

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ARMY AND NATIONAL GUARD RIFLE PRACTICE 


Just now there is a great deal of misinformation being 
printed in statements and in communications from 
National Guard officers in reference to Circular No. 8, 
Division of Militia Affairs, 1913. In criticising the 
Secretary of War for issuing the circular, which he did 
in carrying out the provisions of the Dick law, a number 
of National Guard officers have attacked the Regular 
Army. In these communications they have displayed a 
surprising lack of knowledge of conditions in the Regular 
Service. While it is to be regretted that National Guard 
officers should seek to belittle the Regular Army or to 
prove that it is inferior to the Organized Militia, the 
discussion is developing into a campaign of education. 
It has afforded those acquainted with conditions in the 


Army an opportunity to correct erroneous impressions 
which exist in the Organized Militia. 

In this class of communications will fall the letter 
of Brig. Gen. P. C. Townsend, brigade commander of 
the National Guard of Texas, in the ARMY AND NAVY 
JOURNAL of Nov. 29. In comparing target practice in 
the National Guard of Texas and the Regular Army 
General Townsend says: “General Mills states that it is 
disappointing to note that in 1912 less than sixty per 
cent. of the Militia had target practice. As I understand 
it, all men in the Army are required to have target 
practice, with the incentive of additional pay upon 
certain qualifications. In Texas we have a company of 
Militia that has to go fifty-three miles and then hike 
one mile to get to the range, at the expense of each 
enlisted man. Yet this company made an excellent 
record in 1912. Can any three regiments in the Army 
show as many expert riflemen at Camp Perry in the past 
three years as did the three regiments from Texas?” 

These remarks: are misleading. The actual facts are 
that in 1911 the entire National Guard of Texas, com- 
posed of three regiments of Infantry, one squadron of 
Cavalry and one company of Coast Artillery, qualified 
fifty officers and men as experts, nine as sharpshooters 
and 203 as marksmen. In 1912 the figures were 72, 28 
and 304, respectively. In the, same years, selecting 
regiments of the Regular Army promiscuously, the 1st 
Infantry qualified in 1911 79, 226 and 120 men in the 
same grades; and in 1912, 26, 196 and 143 men. The 
830th Infantry in 1911 qualified fifty-seven officers and 
men as experts, 293 as sharpshooters and 120 as marks- 
men. In 1912 the figures for this regiment were 74, 255 
and 120. In other words, single regiments in the Regular 
Army qualify far more men in the various grades than 
are qualified in the entire National Guard of Texas 
with over three times the number of men. In 1911, 
out of a total of 3,208 officers and men in the Texas 
National Guard reported as required to fire the pre- 
scribed course in marksmanship, 2,719 did not fire at 
all or else fired and failed to qualify as third class or 
better. 

But aside from the great disproportion in the above 
figures, General Townsend still makes a mistake in con- 
fusing the requirements in marksmanship in the National 
Guard and the Regular Army. The course in rifle firing 
and the requirements for qualification in the two Services 
are entirely different. The Regular Army fires a much 
longer, more thorough and difficult course, and qualifica- 
tion in the various grades requires a much higher order 
of marksmanship than does similar qualification in the 
Organized Militia. General Townsend’s remark in regard 
to the relative showing of regiments from Texas and 
the Regular Army in the number of expert riflemen at 
Camp Perry is without point, but lest there be mis- 
understanding it may be noted that Texas selects one 
team of fifteen shooting members from three regiments 
of Infantry and one squadron of Cavalry, while the 
Regular Infantry selects one team of fifteen members 
from approximately twenty-one regiments. Naturally 
the regimental representation in the Texas team will 
be larger than in the Infantry team. A very fair 
conclusion as to the way in which target practice and 
other forms of military instruction in the state of Texas 
are conducted can be arrived at by examining the manner 
in which their allotment of Federal funds is expended. 
In 1913 the state expended $61,281.64 of their Federal 
allotment. Of this $12,000 in round numbers was spent 
on the state rifle team of eighteen members, only three 
of whom were enlisted men or rifle bearers. Thus one- 
fifth of the entire state allotment was spent on this 
team of fifteen officers and three men. Payments were 
made from Federal funds to members of it as follows: 
One brigadier general. 104 days, $1,733.68 ; one brigadier 
general, 41 days, $683.33; one major, 84 days, $700; 
six captains, each 85 days (average), $3,393.34; five 
first lieutenants, each 77 days (average), $2,127.83; 
one second lieutenant, 95 days, $448.67; three sergeants, 
each 49 days (average), $147. In addition $637.25 was 
paid for entrance fees in matches at Camp Perry. These 
expenditures do not include the transportation of the 
team from Texas to Camp Perry and return, nor the 
subsistence of the enlisted men. In looking into the ex- 
penditure for rifle camps of instruction we find that 
$3,582.56 was spent for three of these camps, but that 
in examining the personnel present at these camps we 
again find the rifle bearers sadly lacking. Of personnel 
present at the three camps there were: Majors, 5; 
captains, Z8; first lieutenants, 16; second lieutenants, 
6; enlisted men, 21. It would, therefore, seem that the 
poliev of this state is to devote most of the instruction 
in rifle practice to the officers, leaving the enlisted men, 
those who have- to carry and use the rifle in action and 
on whom the fighting efficiency of the organization 
depends. almost entirely without instruction. 

In this connection it is refreshing to turn to the 
record of that part of the Regular Army within the 
continental limits of the United States in 1911 and 
1912, in which we find the following qualifications. In 
1911. of experts, sharpshooters and marksmen: Enlisted 
men, 759, 4,939. 3.470: officers. 146, 293, 70. In 1912: 
Enlisted men, 768, 6.406, 4,183; officers, 246, 344, 75. 
In comparing the attention given to target practice and 
other forms of instruction we find that the state-of 
Texas expended approximately $15,500 on rifle teams 
and rifle camps of instruction in which a number of 
officers and at the greatest only twenty-four enlisted 
men drew pay from Federal funds; and expended 
$19,378.17 on a camp of instruction for twelve days in 
which three regiments of Infantry and one squadron 
of Cavalry participated. Aside from $4,406.69 spent 
for repairs to target ranges and $3,910.25 for civilian 
laborers on target ranges, we can find no funds expended 
to bring the rifle bearers to that state of efficiency where 
they could be compared with troops of the Regular Army. 
From a careful scanning of the above figures it would 
appear that the state of Texas in 1913 expended prac- 





tically one-fourth of its entire Federal allotment on the 
rifle practice of fifteen officers and three enlisted men. 
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REPORT OF SECRETARY OF WAR. 


As a result of his extended visit to Army posts Secre- 
tary of War Lindley M. Garrison in his annual report 
says that he deems it “much wiser at the present time 
to get along with what we have than to ask for neces- 
sary appropriations to build larger posts for the housing 
of larger units of the Service.” With the accommoda- 


tions and resources now available, the Secretary says, - 


he will “endeavor so to station the Army as to have 
not less than a regiment at a post, or so that the 
different units of a regiment shall be so close together 
as to make them for all practical purposes as utilizable 
as if stationed at one post.” 

Secretary Garrison feels that the broad scope and 
extent of the War Department’s activities make it im- 
possible for anyone to get more than a bird’s eye view 
of affairs in a few months, and he has therefore limited 
his first report to the discussion of matters of pressing 
importance. He divides it into four parts—the Army, 
insular possessions, the Panama Canal, and civil affairs. 

At the close of the last fiscal year, June 30, 1913, the 
actual strength of the Regular Army was 4,665 officers 
and 75,321 enlisted men, not including the 3,419 enlisted 
men of the Hospital Corps and the 3,047 enlisted men 
of the Q.M. Corps. This total was an increase from 
June 30, 1912, of 195 officers and a decrease of 2,514 
enlisted men. On June 30 last the Philippine Scouts, 
with a total of 180 officers and 5,403 enlisted men, 
showed no change in the number of officers, but a 
decrease of seventy-seven men. Compared with the 
authorized strength, there were 9,489 vacancies in the 
enlisted strength of the Army, not allowing for the 
emergency provision for 4,770 men to provide for an 
accumulation of unassigned recruits. Taking the aggre- 
gate strength of the Army, 58,306 were in the United 
States proper, 10,743 in the Philippines, 1,207 in China, 
886 on the Isthmus of Panama, 6,689 in Hawaii and 
1,105 in Alaska. Of the 4,665 officers, 1,227, including 
sixty-six chaplains, were general officers or officers of 
the staff corps and departments, and 3,438 belonged to 
the line. Line officers to the number of 821, or 23.88 
per cent., were absent from their commands, and 162 
general and staff officers, or 13.20 per cent., were absent. 
The percentages the years before were, respectively, 
27.01 and 10.10. Of the 983 officers absent from their 
commands. 750 were on detached service, and of these 
latter all but 103 were line officers, and 512 of the 647, 
or about 79 per cent., were captains and lieutenants, as 
compared with a percentage of 83.1 in 1912 

In the last fiseal year 327 second lieutenants have 
been appointed in the Army—187 from the Military 
Academy, 28 from enlisted men and 112 from civil life. 
‘These appointments Jeft only two vacancies in the line 
of the Army, both in the Coast Artillery Corps. In the 
year seventy-three officers were placed on the retired 
list. One hundred retired officers were under assignment 
to duty at the close of the fiscal year; thirty-eight were 
on recruiting service, thirty were instructors at educa- 
tional institutions, and twenty-two were detailed with 
the state Militia. Of the applicants for enlistment only 
about twenty per cent. were accepted, a smaller _per- 
centage than the previous year, which convinces the 
Secretary that there is ‘a continued maintenance of the 
existing standards of care of selection.” 

Desertions showed an increase, the total being 4,451, 
or 4.15 per cent. of the whole number of enlistment 
contracts during the year. This percentage, though 
larger than for the three preceding years, is yet smaller 
than for any other years since 1901. The regiments 
serving in the United States with the lowest percentages 
of desertions were the 9th and 10th Cavalry, colored, 
and the 5th Infantry. The regiments with the highest 
percentages of desertions were the 20th and 21st In- 
fantry, the 2d Cavalry and the 4th Field Artillery. Of 
the white troops 4.83 per cent. and of the colored troops 
1.23 per cent. were reported as deserters, as compared 
with 4.15 per cent. for the entire Army. While not 
assuming to say the last word as to the cause of deser- 
tion, Secretary Garrison is convinced that “a close and 
sympathetic relationship between the officer and his men 
will surely tend to lessen desertion.” The Secretary 
says he is “personally devoting as much time as possible 
to the enlisted man and all that concerns him.” He 
extends the assurance that if he can find the cause or 
causes of desertion he will do all in his power to apply 
the proper remedy, but whether he finds the ultimate 
cause or not, he will “at all times endeavor to impress 
upon the Army the importance of cultivating that fine 
bond between officers and their men which is based upon 
mutual feelings of respect and comprehension.” 

In the matter of G.O. 56, dated Sept. 17, 1913, relative 
to the differentiation in incarceration between those 
guilty of purely military offenses and those worthy of 
penitentiary imprisonment, the report says: “It will 
result that such prisoners as are restored to the colors 
will go back, not stigmatized as men who have worn 
stripes or as convicts who have done penal servitude, 
but as men who have been subjected to a special and 
rigid régime of military instruction and training, the 
purpose of which is to supply them with new standards 
of conduct and to enable them to render efficient service 
from the moment of rejoining. It is an essential part 
of the scheme that the conduct of the men so restored 
shall be carefully watched and reported upon after their 
return to the Service.” This system will be extended 
or circumscribed as experience may suggest. 


BORDER PATROL PRAISED. 


Referring to the border work of the U.S. troops in 
cennection with the troubles in Mexico, the Secretary 
says that the conduct of the Regular soldiers under the 
trving conditions and the exercise of good judgment and 
self-restraint on the part of the commanding officers 
are highly creditable. About 6.700 officers and enlisted 
men comprise the U.S. force doing duty on the border. 
The problem of supplying troops in the field in such a 
way as to relieve quartermasters with troops from de- 
tailed paper work has been worked out satisfactorily 
by the Chief of the Q.M. Corps. Reviewing the health 
of the Army as set forth in the report of the Surgeon 
General, U.S.A... given in our last issue, Secretary 
Garrison says that the figures for 1913 will be even 
more gratifying than those of 1912. The work of the 
Army in alleviating the distress in the spring floods 
and in other calamities, such as forest fires, etc., is 
discussed at considerable length. The aid furnished by 
the Army was so promptly contributed and so intelli- 
gently applied as to call from the Secretary a finely 
worded tribute, which appears elsewhere in this issue 
in the editorial reference to his report. 

The success of the Army camps for college students 
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inspires the Secretary of War to speak of them in the 
strongest commendatory language. The Secretary records 
the appreciation by his Department of the hearty co- 
operation this plan of student military camps received 
from leading educators, and he expresses the belief that 
“a great educative work has been inaugurated that will 
be of reciprocal advantage to the Government and to the 
splendid body of young men who are responding so 
earnestly. It is extremely gratifying to know that the 
plan appeals so strongly to the judgment of men of wide 
experience in training young men and inspiring them 
with ideas of useful citizenship.” 


THE PRESENT ENLISTMENT LAW. 


As to the present enlistment contract, the Secretary 
says that his visit to the Army posts and interviews 
with officers and men convinced him that the men are 
dissatisfied with the present contract. One trouble with 
the present law undoubtedly, in the view of the Secre- 
tary, is that it “does not offer as great a financial in- 
ducement to the man who enlists so as to pass into the 
reserve as it does to the one who does not so enlist, 
particularly during the first six years of his service.” 
It is the opinion of the report that the way to obtain 
a reserve, if one is obtainable at all, is by a law that 
will permit the Department, when satisfied of the profi- 
ciency of the soldier, to give him an honorable discharge 
with no other obligation on his part, as far as the rest 
of his enlistment is concerned, than to return to the 
colors in case of actual war. 

The vacancies at West Point excite interesting com- 
ment. Believing that “a graduate of the Military 
Academy, whether he continues in the Army or returns 
to civil life, becomes a national asset of increased and 
peculiar value because of the training he has received,” 
Mr. Garrison holds that it is owing to the country and 
“to the hundreds of eager boys throughout the country 
who are seeking but cannot get appointments to the 
Academy to devise some plan that will keep these places 
always filled. There should be a waiting list, instead of 
a list of vacancies.” There should be possible the widest 
competition in every state, “so that any boy morally 
and physically qualified may take the mental examina- 
tion with the condition that if no candidate from the 
particular Congressional district in which a vacancy 
exists should qualify, the candidate who passed highest 
from some other district where there was no vacancy 
should receive the appointment.” However, the report 
hastens to say that the Department is not wedded to that 
or any other particular plan, being ready to welcome 
any method that Congressional wisdom may devise that 
will keep the quota at West Point filled to the limit 
with fit young men. Respecting the complaint that the 
mental examinations for admission aré unnecessarily 
severe, the report says that there are frequent cases 
where the cramming process undergone at a preparatory 
school enables a boy to pass without being able to main- 
tain himself after admission. A better test suggested 
is found in the educational preparation required for 
entrance into collegiate institutions of the first rank. 
Accordingly a rule has been adopted to accept the certifi- 
cates of these institutions in lieu of mental examination, 
but this will not interfere with the boy who has not this 
certificate. 


LIMITED SELECTION FAVORED. 


Where promotion up to the grade of colonel takes 
place by virtue of causes outside the conduct of an 
officer and merely by the passage of time, Secretary 
Garrison is of the belief that as officers grow older the 
effect of this system is progressively_deadening to ambi- 
tion, the loss of initiative being apparent in many cases. 
Therefore he concludes that some method of selection, 
perhaps to a limited extent, would add an enormous 
impulse with respect to alertness, enterprise and vigor. 
The time is ripe, he says, for Congress to take up the 
matter. The detail system is working so well that it 
should not be curtailed, says the report. 

In view of the urgency of other matters, the Secretary 
of War deems it wise to ask for no large appropriation 
for military aeronautics this year. The experiments in 
other countries are likely to bring definite results, from 
which this country can profit when in a situation to 
expend money for this purpose. ; 

The consolidation of the departments to make the 
Q.M. Corps is justifying itself steadily. An actual 
saving of $47,039 a vear for clerical hire in the office 
of the Chief of the Corps is one economy that has fol- 
lowed consolidation. General Bell reports that the con- 
solidated work of the three departments is now being 
done by the office force of the department Q.M. for 
$3,650 less than the cost of operation of the single 
office of the department Q.M. before the consolidation. 

Scientific shop management has continued in the 
Ordnance Department witl. success. The total amount 
paid out in premiums’ during seventeen months ended 
May 31 last was more than $22,000, all this above the 
regular wages. ‘The cash awards for suggestions _by 
employees begun during the year has had stimulating 
effect. The report suggests that the law providing com- 
pensation for employees absent because of injuries could 
be improved, making the payment for time lost begin 
coneurrently with loss of time and making it less than 
the full wage. 7 ; 

The National Guard shows but slight progress in the 
year in target practice. The report deplores “the present 
tendency to develop rifle teams composed chiefly of 
commissioned officers at the expense of target practice 
for the enlisted man as being opposed to the Federal 
policy,” and recommends that it be discontinued. _ Garri- 
son schools have proved too costly for the Militia, and 
it is recommended that the moneys formerly so devoted 
be spent for other Service schools open to the Guard. 
Legislation providing for an increase of officers of the 
Regular Army to provide more inspector-instructors for 
the Guard is necessary. The present law cannot be 
carried out, as it would require a detail of 187 officers, 
an excess of 100 over the present detail. 


CITIZENSHIP FOR PORTO RICANS. 


The report confines its remarks on the’ Philippines 
largely to the financial aspects of the situation there. 
The same may be said of the observations on Porto Rico, 
except that the suggestion is made that the idea of the 
independence of Porto Rico is dismissed as idle, but 
the desire for American citizenship should be met by 
granting this on the individual application of the Porto 
Rican, and at the same time the natives should have a 
larger share in the central government of the island. 
In the comment on the Panama Canal is a quotation 
from the report of Colonel Goethals, the Chief Engineer, 
stating that the predictions of the geologist of the 
Isthmian, Canal Commission in the last. annual report 
that “the end of the slide activity is now well.in sight” 
were not realized, in view of the destructive slide of last 
January and other movements since. Despite the 
erroneous impression that turning water into the Culebra 
Cut on Oct, 10 last markeé the completion of the canal, 


the date for the completion of the canal is still set as 
originally announced for Jan. 1, 1915. 

The report is not in favor of beginning the editing 
of the Revolutionary War records until the collection 
has been made as nearly complete as possible. 

The reductions in the estimates of 1909, 1910 and 
1911, Secretary Garrison says, now place him in the 
position of either not asking for what the Army needs 
or of seeming to ask for more than his predecessors, 
therefore the estimates he has submitted represent the 
minimum amount he -believes will be required for the 
Military Establishment. The estimates submitted in 
December, 1912, for the support of the Regular Military 
Establishment during the fiscal year 1914 were $3,721,- 
022 greater than the appropriations for the fiscal. year 
1913. The similar estimates which the Secretary has 
submitted for the fiscal year 1915 were $5,820,503 
greater than the appropriations for the current fiscal 
year (1914), the increase consisting in round numbers 
of $4,500,000 more for pay, subsistence and regular 
supplies of the Army, horses for Cavalry, Artillery, 
Engineers, etc., barracks and quarters, military post 
exchanges, clothing. and camp and garrison equipage, 
military aeronautics, ordnance stores and_ supplies, 
ammunition and automatic machine rifles. The sum of 
$1,549,083 is asked for to replace ordnance stores and 
supplies destroyed by the’ fire at Benecia Arsenal in 
October, 1912. All these increases, with some exceptions, 
are made necessary by an increase in the enlisted 
strength of the Army, incident to the garrisoning of 
Oahu and the Canal Zone, and by an increase in the cost 
of the ration. The constantly increasing cost of materials 
and supplies furnished the Army also appreciably affects 
the estimates. 

Some provision for the retirement of civil service 
employees is demanded “if the civil service is to be 
administered on better business principles.” 


REPORT OF THE ADJUTANT GENERAL, U.S.A. 


The losses of the Regular Army for the last fiscal 
year, according to the annual report of Brig. Gen. 
George Andrews, The Adjutant General, U.S.A., were 
168 officers and 25,349 enlisted men. Of the officers 
twenty-two were killed in action or died of wounds, dis- 
ease, etc.; 67 resigned or were discharged, six were dis- 
missed and 73 retired. There were 398 enlisted men 





‘killed in action or who died of wounds, disease, ete. ; 


12,095 were discharged on expiration of term of service ; 
8,063 were discharged for disability, sentence of court- 
martial or by order; 4,451 deserted, and 342 retired. 
There were ten enlisted men wounded in the year. The 
Philippine Scouts lost eleven officers and 599 enlisted 
men. Two of the officers and forty of the men were 


killed in action or died of wounds, disease, etc. The 
wounded numbered two officers and thirty-four enlisted 
men. ; 

One June 30, 1913, the largest Cavalry regiment was 
the 4th Cavalry, with 44 officers and 1,200 enlisted men, 
the second being the 7th with 48 and 1,199, and the third 
being the 8th, with 47 and 1,185. These were the only 
Cavalry regiments having more than a thousand enlisted 
men each. In tne Field Artillery the largest was the 
1st Field Artillery, with 40° officers and 859 enlisted 
men, the 2d being the sixth with 40 officers and 827 
men; the only commands with more than 800 men. The 
largest Infantry regiment was the -24th Infantry (col- 
ored), with 50 officers and 1,796 enlisted men, but close 
up were the 13th with 48 officers and 1,789 men, the 
15th with 49 officers and 1,775 men, and the 8th with 
50 officers and 1,766 men. These were the only regi- 
ments with more than 1,300 men. The smallest regi- 
ments of Infantry were the 16th and 18th, which were 
tied at 704 officers and men. 

The authorized strength of the Regular Army includ- 
ing the Scouts on June 30, 1912, was 92,133 officers and 
enlisted men; on June 30, 1913, it was 295,485. The actual 
strength was 87,965 in 1912 and 85,569 in 1913. There 
was an increase in the authorized enlisted strength at 
the end of the last fiscal year, this increase amounting 
to 3,401, but the actual enlisted strength fell from 
83,315 in 1912 to 80,724 in 1913. 

Of retired officers on duty thirty-eight were on recruit- 
ing service, twenty-two with the Militia, and thirty were 
at colleges. Only two retired officers were military at- 
tachés. Of the sixty-six advancements in grade in the 
year the Cavalry had thirty, the Infantry twenty-six, 
the Coast Artillery eight and the Field Artillery two. 
Line officers to the number of 647 were on detached duty. 
The distinguished educational institutions for the year 
on account of the proficiency of students in military 
studies were ten in number. 


ENLISTMENT AND DESERTION. 


From the table of desertion rates given in the report 
it is seen that the rate of 4.15 in 1913 with the total of 
4,451 cases is a decided increase from the 3.00 of 1912 
and is the highest since 1909. The highest rate of any 
year since and including 1894 was the 7.43 of 1906. The 
Field Artillery led in percentage of desertion, having 
6.11, the next being the Engineers with 4.68, closely fol- 
lowed by the Cavalry with 4.53. The Infantry was the 
lowest of all the branches of the Service, with only 3.95. 
The rates in the three regiments having the lowest figure 
of desertion were as follows: 10th Cavalry, 1.99; 9th 
Cavalry, 2.43, and the 5th Infantry, 2.56. The first two 
organizations are colored. The 10th Cavalry was one of 
the two regiments having the lowest percentage of de- 
sertion in 1910, 1911 and 1912, its percentages for those 
years being respectively 1.52, 0.78 and 1.52. In the last 
fiscal year the 6th Field Artillery had the lowest deser- 
tion rate in that arm serving in the United States, or 
5.31. The percentages in the regiments having the high- 
est rates were 12.97 for the 20th Infantry; 12.60 for the 
21st Infantry; 11.94 for the 2d Cavalry, and 10.01 for 
the 4th Field Artillery. Of the white troops 4.33 per 
cent. and of the colored troops 1.23 were reported as de- 
serters as compared with the rate of 4.15 for the entire 
Army. Of the 2,227 deserters returned to military con- 
trol in the year, 813 surrendered and 1,404 were arrested. 
Of the deserters tried by G.C.M., 539 were retained in 
the Service and 1,225 were dishonorably discharged. Pur- 
suant to the Act of Aug. 22, 1912, rights of citizenship 
Leste restored to 311 deserters and sixteen were re-en- 
isted. 

During the last fiscal year there were 25,086 enlist- 
ments and re-enlistments, of which 17,798 were original. 
That care is taken in weeding out the morally, physically 
and mentally unfit is seen in the fact that of the total 
of 123,664 applicants for enlistment 98,927 were re- 
jected. The value of the depot examinations is shown 
by the 3,469 applicants who were accepted at stations 
and subsequently rejected at depots and depot posts. Of 


the men enlisting and re-enlisting in 1913, a total of 
25,086, the native white numbered 18,802, and the for- 
eign white, 3,365. As the seven-year enlistment period 
of enlistment did not go into effect until November, 1912, 
the falling off: in enlistments. during the eight months 
preceding could not be ascribed to that law. The rela- 
tive number of re-enlistments in 1913 was smaller than 
during either of the two preceding fiscal years. The sight 
of the recruiting: flag-‘and station as before led all meth- 
ods of advertising. In target practice there was a 
marked improvement in sharpshooter and marksmen 
grades for 1912. The data for 1913 were not available 
for the report. The finger-print identification continued 
to be of marked value in preventing fraudulent enlist- 
ment, and General Andrews says this means of identifica- 
tion has doubtless prevented criminals from attempting 
to enter the Army. The magnitude of the record sys- 
tem in the A.G.O. is shown by the fact that it has on 
file, counting the medical cards, 58,735,729 index-record 
cards prepared up to the close of the last fiscal year. 


REPORT CHIEF OF ORDNANCE, U.S.A. 


In the matter of the cost of maintenance of ordnance 
equipment, according to the annual report of Brig. Gen. 
William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A., Company 
H of the Engineers, which was No. 1 on the list for 
the two preceding years, has dropped to No. 5 in the 
order of cost of maintenance, and Companies D, G and 
C are Nos. 1, 2 and 3, respectively. In the Signal Corps 
all the companies virtually retain the position of last 
year. In the Cavalry the 9th Regiment retains first 
place fur the second consecutive year, while the 4th 
and 8th Regiments drop from second and fourth to third 
and fourteenth places, respectively. ‘I'he 7th Regiment 
goes to the bottom. Among the troops, H of tne Yth 
and D of the Sth advance from second to first, and 
M of the 9th retains third place. In the field Artillery 
each regiment retains its position, except the Sd and 
ist, which exchange places. ‘I'he first tive batteries 
belong to the 4th Kegiment. In the Coast Artitiery tne 
3ith Company retains tirst place. In the iuiautry tne 
2oth Regiment advances from second to first, aud the 
22d Regiment falls from first to fourth place. ‘he tyth 
drops from fifth to tenth. A comparison ot the ugures 
With those of last year shows an increase in the average 
cost per organization of Signal Corps, Coast Arusuery 
Corps, Porto Rico Regiment and the Philippine scouts 
lur the three-year period, and a decrease m tie tun- 
gineers, Cavalry, Kield Artillery and infantry. By 
regiments there is a decrease of $921.16 for ihe Fieid 
Artillery and a slight increase for the other regiments. 

‘The fiscal statement of 1913, compared with that of 
1912, shows that the amount of the appropriations was 
increased from $7,588,158 to $10,034,125, an increase 
of three and one-half millions; the disbursements de- 
creased from $10,764,514 to $10,204,516. ‘Che amount 
received from transfers to the executive department and 
the National Guard fell from $2,481,770 to $1,859,223. 
‘he amount available for disbursements at the close of 
the fiscal year increased from 914,967,752 to $16,574,174, 
an increase of more than two and a half millions. The 
Kock Island Arsenal was first in the size of the dis- 
bursements made at arsenals, the total there being 
$2,845,769, the next being Frankford with $1,928,515. 
‘hese were the only arsenals where the disbursements 
were more than a million. Only two items in the total 
list of disbursements for 1913 passed the million mark. 
‘These were the $1,857,898 for armament of fortitications 
and $1,362,977 for replacing ordnance and ordnance 
stores in 1912 and 191%. For the field artillery for the 
National Guard there was disbursed for the period 
1911-1913 the sum of $440,984, while for the equipment 
of the Coast Artillery armories of the National Guard 
was expended $151,262. For the armament of the 
fortifications of the canal was spent $695,103, and for 
fortifications in insular possessions $759,242. 

Figures of the cash awards paid for meritorious sug- 
gestions from employees received from Oct. 1, 1912, to - 
June 30, 1913, show an even dozen of such suggestions, 
for which the amount paid was $148.46, or an average 
of $12.37 a suggestion. General Crozier, while appreciat- 
ing the Justice of safeguarding employees in the matter 
of injuries, believes it is not fair to lift the entire burden 
from them and place it on employment, hence he suggests 
changes in the liability act. Hereafter horse equipments 
issued to officers serving at posts will be issued on 
memorandum receipt by post ordnance officers. Simplifi- 
cations in other returns are also mentioned in the report. 
Shortages in arms and equipments are noted in these 
instances: The Cavalry is short a large number of horse 
equipments; in Field Artillery, of the 264 batteries 
requisite for the mobile Army of 450,000 men in case 
of war, there is equipment for only 188 batteries. 


AMMUNITION AND EQUIPMENT. 


The amount of ammunition on hand for field guns is 
far short. of that considered desirable, and no permanent 
ammunition trains have been provided. Manufacture 
of the automatic pistol has begun at the Springfield 
Armory. This arm, cal. .45, model 1911, has been issued 
to practically the entire Army outside the Philippines. 
Issues of the new Cavalry sword and scabbard will be 
made to the Cavalry in the near future. Infantry equip-— 
ment, model 1910, has been issued to fourteen regiments, 
and certain Engineer troops. Modifications in the new 
Cavalry equipment based on the test made by troops 
of the 11th Cavalry have been completed and a limited 
quantity of this modified equipment has been ordered 
made. Action will be taken in the coming year for 
adopting a range finder for the Infantry and Cavalry 
to replace the Weldon. The Ellis self-scoring electric 
targets have given satisfactory results and will be 
installed at Fort William McKinley, P.1., Fort Sam 
Houston and Fort Sill. 

Results achieved in overcoming erosion show that the 
accuracy life of a 14-inch 2,150-feet-per-second gun will 
be approximately four times that of the 12-inch 2,500- 
feet-per-second gun it was designed to supersede. The 
responsibility for the fatal accident at Fort Moultrie 
in May, 1913, will be determined by the I.G. Depart- 
ment. Three sergeants and two corporals of the gun 
detachment appear to have known of the protruding 
firing pin, and it does not appear that the officers con- 
cerned were as keen as they might have been after the 
report of trouble with the mechanism. A searchlight 
for illuminating the interior of cannon by which photo- 
graphs can be made of the bores to show defects has 
been issued. Unless the provision of law is repealed 
touching the obligatory working of the Army powder 
factory, private manufacturers will cease to manufacture 
powder, and will thus throw the Department upon its 
own resources, an undesirable condition for several 
reasons which General Crozier enumerates, also calling 
attention to the recent abolition of the government 
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powder monopoly in France as the result of disastrous 
experience. Private manufacturers, says the report, 
should receive a fair share of the work at a reasonable 
price to be fixed by Congress. In the year the govern- 
ment powder factory at Picatinny manufactured approxi- 
mately 415,000 pounds of cannon powder and 133,000 
pounds of caliber .30. The factory cost of the cannon 
powder was reduced from 36 to 35 cents a pound. Since 
the factory was put into operation in June, 1908, the 
saving in the cost of powder has been $440,000, con- 
sidering the contract price that would otherwise have 
had to be paid. The capacity of the factory is now 
about 9,000 pounds per day of twenty-four hours. — : 

The new model extractor issued to the Service is 
expected to remove the former objections to the auto- 
matic machine rifles, cal. .30. One battery of new 
83-inch mountain howitzer matériel will be issued soon 
to the 4th Field Artillery for a service test. This 
organization also is testing the full equipment of moun- 
tain artillery. ‘The armament of fortifications has been 
satisfactorily maintained during the year. The older 
designs of seacoast matériel should be modified, as the 
small cost of the changes would be more than offset by 
the fact that the carriages would be made almost equal 
in efficiency to the latest models. The costs of artillery 
ammunition show generally a slight reduction from the 
preceding year. The improved method in the manufac- 
ture of shrapnel, which promises a large saving, was 
advanced and made successful by Major W. J. Hawkins, 
Ord. Dept. Several pages of the report are devoted to 
the discussion of the practical results of the adoption 
of the Taylor system of scientific shop management as 
part of arsenal administration by the department. The 
points brought out by General Crozier have been pre- 
sented in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL on previous 
occasions. “The employees of the arsenals,” says the 
report, “have learned from experience that no part of 
the Taylor system that has been introduced contains any 
element to their disadvantage.” 


REPORT OF CHIEF OF ENGINEERS. 

The annual report for fiscal year ending June 30, 
1913, of Brig. Gen. William H. Bixby, U.S.A., as Chief 
of Engineers of the Army, is dated Aug. 11, 1915, the 
date of General Bixby’s voluntary retirement. The re- 
port, made public on Dec. 8, shows that the number of 
officers holding commissions in the Corps at the end of 
the fiscal year was 201, a net increase during the year 
of seven. In the year the Corps lost three of its officers 
—Capt. Charles T. Leeds, retired on account of disabil- 
ity; Lieut. Col. Graham D. Fitch, retired upon his own 
request; and Capt. Edward M. Adams, retired as a 
major, on Feb. 27, 1913. There were added by appoint- 
ment from civil life, one probational second lieutenant ; 
and nine second lieutenants, graduates of the Military 
Academy. 

Out of a total of 201 officers only 72, approximately 
36 per cent., were on duty wholly under the control of 
the Chief of Engineers; 38, or 19 per cent., were per- 
forming duty under control of the Chief, but at the same 
time performing other duties under various other 
branches of the Government; while 77, or 358 per cent., 
were on duty entirely detached from control of the Chief 
of Engineers; in addition four were on leave of absence, 
and nine on graduation leave. Fifty officers were en- 
gaged on non-military duty exclusively, 92 on military 
duty exclusively, while 44 were performing both military 
and non-military duty, which shows the diversified char- 
acter of the duties assigned to Army engineers. _ The 
authorized strength of the Corps is now 224 officers. 
Since the assignment of graduates in the fiscal year 
there remain 23 vacancies in grade of second licutenant, 
which may be filled from civil life. 

The enlisted force consists of one band and three bat- 
talions, each consisting of one sergeant major, one quar- 
termaster sergeant, and four companies, each of maxi- 
mum authorized strength of 164 enlisted men. Two bat- 
talions and one company were stationed within the con- 
tinental limits, headquarters and three companies of the 
3d Battalion being on foreign service. To give the mo- 
bile Army within the States its proper complement of 
Engineers, steps should be taken to provide as soon as 
possible, first, a mounted battalion of Engineers for the 
Cavalry division, and, second, the three additional com- 
panies required for the three divisional and one field 
Army battalions, providing at the same time for the re- 
organization of the existing Engineer battalions into 
battalions of three companies each. It is recommended 
that effort be made to secure the legislation necessary. 

General Bixby calls attention to the recommendations 
in the annual reports for the past five years regarding 
the establishment of certain higher grades of non-com- 
missioned officers, comparable to those in certain other 
branches of the Service, and this recommendation is re- 
newed. The highly technical nature of certain duties 
should be provided for by adequate rank and compensa- 
tion. 





1914-15. 


Estimates submitted of appropriations required for 
1914-15 for fortifications in the United States are as fol- 
lows: Gun and mortar batteries—construction, $250,000 ; 
modernizing older emplacements, $175,000. Electrical in- 
stallations at seacoast fortifications, $60,000;  search- 
lights for harbor defenses, $200,000; preservation and re- 
pair of fortifications, $200,000; plans for fortifications, 
$5.000; supplies for seacoast defenses, $40,000; sea walls 
and embankments, $40,000; preservation and repair of 
torpedo structures, $30,000; casemates, galleries, etc., 
for submarine mines, $35,000. Total, $1,035,000. 

Estimates of appropriations required for 1914-15 for 
fortifications in the insular possessions are as follows: 
For seacoast batteries, Philippine Islands, $300,000. For 
maintenance of fortifications—Hawaiian Islands, $1,500; 
Philippine Islands, $7,000. For maintenance of torpedo 
structures—Hawaiian Islands, $2,000; PhHippine Isl- 
ands, $1,000. For electrical and other supplies—Ha- 
waiian Islands, $1,000; Philippine Islands, $3,000. For 
land defenses, Hawaiian Islands, $457,000. For reserve 
equipment—Hawaiian Islands, $50,000; Philippine Isl- 
ands, $100,000. Total, $922,500. 


RIVER AND HARBOR WORK. 


FORTIFICATIONS ESTIMATES FOR 


Turning to river and harbor work, to which nearly 
1,400 of the more than 1.500 pages of this report are 
devoted, the Chief of Engineers makes estimates aggre- 
gating $41,483,895, to be applied to 261 river and har- 
bor projects during the year ending June 30, 1915. This 
is $9,634,994 less than the amount appropriated by Con- 
gress for river and harbor works for the fiscal year of 
1914. The total includes more than $9,000,000 for the 


Mississippi River, almost $9,000,000 for the Ohio, more 
than $2,000,000 for the Missouri, almost $2,000,000 for 
the Columbia, and $1,000,000 for the Delaware River, 
for the improvement and maintenance of these great 
waterways. 

In closing the Chief of Engineers makes acknowledge- 
ment of the loyal and efficient support and assistance he 
has received from the civilian employees in his office, and 
takes the opportunity to express the hope that some pro- 
vision will speedily be made for their financial relief 
when they become superannuated in the public service, 
to which many of them have devoted the best years of 
their lives. The salaries of the office clerks, practically 
unchanged for fifty years, ass too small to permit such 
accumulation as will provide for their support when they 
become incapacitated for active duty. 
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REPORT OF THE SURGEON GENERAL, U.S.N. 


Very flattering is the health of the Navy as shown 
by the figures in the annual report of Surg. Gen. Charles 
F. Stokes. In the calendar year 1912 there were 48,742 
admissions and readmissions from all causes with a rate 
per thousand of 787.46 as. against 50,960 and 829.98 
respectively in 1911. In sick days also there was was 
a marked gain, the total of 1912 being 584,889, with a 
rate of 9,449.39 compared with 605,063 and 9,854 in 
1911. The death total was the same as in 1911, namely 
253, but the rate of 4.08 was lower than that of 1911, 
which was 4.12. Taking the average of the period 1901- 
1910 the rate of admissions and readmissions was 897.35 ; 
of sick days, 10,871.12, and of deaths, 5.38. There was 
an increase in the number of admissions in the class of 
animal parasitic infections, due to the increased interest 
in hookworm disease and the greater number of examina- 
tions for the parasite. A decrease was noted in the 
number of cases of denguis, which the report says causes 
“more damage to the Navy personnel than any other of 
the tropical diseases.” The improvement is ascribed to 
the better control of mosquito-breeding places. 

The full inoculation of the entire Navy personnel 
against typhoid fever is completed, but the results did 
not show in full in 1912 when the vaccination was still 
going on. However, there was a marked falling off in 
1912 from previous years. There were 222 -yphoid ad- 
missions in 1911 and only fifty-seven in 1912, and fifteen 
deaths in 1911 and only two in 1912. The total sick 
days from typhoid in 1911 were 14,024, and in 1912 only 
5,234. The report directs particular attention to the 
fact that no typhoid appeared among the men of any of 
the expeditionary forces in the field, “a fact of the great- 
est military importance.” The surgeon of the Atlantic 
Fleet reports that vaccination has practically eradicated 
typhoid from the fleet and that “this serious menace to 
the health of the Navy seems to have passed away.” Ships 
have spent long periods of time in ports where typhoid 
was prevalent without a single case appearing on board 
and in the Naval Academy, where, in past years, cases 
have developed among midshipmen returning from home 
after the holidays there was none in 1912, all having re- 
ceived the inoculation. The Surgeon General fears that 
over confidence in the inoculation may result in neglect 
of the sanitary precautions against typhoid, and he warns 
against any relaxation. 

From the Philadelphia Navy Yard and the Naval Acad- 
emy come complaints that night soil is used as a fer- 
tilizer in districts whence comes the garden truck con- 
sumed at those places. As lettuce, celery and radishes 
are eaten uncooked, the danger of such fertilization is 
manifest. Tfforts to correct the practice have been made, 
but little progress is reported. The best method of pre- 
venting malaria is not yet determined. Five-grain doses 
of quinine as a prophylactic are not always successful. 
Salvarsan has been used in a few cases with encouraging 
results. Tuberculosis showed a gratifying reduction in 
the year. Admissions caused by diseases of the nervous 
system declined from 1,015 in 1911 to 809 in 1912, men- 
tal diseases were about the same as in 1911 and epilepsy 
showed an increase from 87 to 101. The Surgeon Gen- 
eral comments on the fact that the feeble-minded are 
increasing much more rapidly throughout the world than 
is the population as a whole. Hence there is increasing 
need of greater care in the determination of the subtler 
forms of mental weakness and the importance of the 
medical examiner’s duties in the cases of enlistments is 
more than ever emphasized. The Binet-Simon tests 
within certain limits have been employed with value at 
one recruiting office. The increase of appendicitis and 
tonsilitis accounts for the larger number of diseases of 
the digestive system over 1911. The acute digestive dis- 
turbances usually associated with unsatisfactory quality 
of food show a notable reduction, especially at the Naval 
Academy, where there were TO7 cases with 1,432 sick 
days in 1911 and only 298 cases with 689 sick days in 
1912, a change due perhaps entirely to the better quality 
of milk, which is now supplied by the Academy dairy. 
The present system of venereal prophylaxis is not pro- 
ducing the beneficial results hoped for and the packet 
system is suggested. 

The report says that recent changes in the uniform of 
officers and men have no relation to efficiency or sanitary 
value and remedying of these defects is recommended. 
The chief petty officer’s white coat should be so altered 
that it can be worn without starched collar and shirt 
like the coats of warrant and commissioned officers. The 
substitution of khaki for white uniform for both officers 
and men is suggested as a result of reports of officers 
accompanying shore expeditions where the blue was too 
warm for tropical wear and the white soiled too easily, 
besides furnishing an excellent target for the enemy. The 
white hat affording no protection to the eyes or back of 
the neck is bad for summer wear. The present officers’ 
cap also is criticized as giving too little protection against 
the sun and being easily blown off. The need is manifest 
to the Surgeon General for reorganizing the Medical 
Corps so as to offer adequate inducements for capable 
young men to enter it. 





RECOMMENDATIONS BY THE SURGEON GENERAL, 

The following are the principal recommendations made 
in the report: 

The detail of a properly qualified medical officer as in- 
spector general of the Medical Department, to serve 
under the aid for inspections. 

That arrangements be made, as at the New York 
Yard, to continue the use of heads and baths on ships in 
drydock. 

Erection of sanitary barracks provided with means for 
recreation at navy yards for the accommodation of the 
crews of ships undergoing extensive repairs. 

Substitution of a sanitary unit system of barracks for 
receiving ships. 

p The appointment of a board for the study of the sub- 
ject of clothing and uniforms, and that a representative 


of the Medical Corps be assigned to this duty for the pur- 
pose of discussing the hygienic features of the question. 

The appointment of a board for the study of the sub- 
ject of illumination on board ship and elsewhere, and 
that a representative of the Medical Corps be assigned 
to this duty for the purpose of discussing hygienic fea- 
tures of the questions. 

The appointment of a board for the study of crews’ 
heads, and that a representative of the Medical Corps be 
assigned to this duty for the purpose of discussing the 
sanitary features of the subject. 

Abolition of prison ships. 

Construction, on accepted plans, of a hospital ship for 
each fleet. 

That specially designed transports be provided for ex- 
peditionary forces. 

That the tours of duty of ships in Central American 
waters be shortened. 

Assignment of medical officers of the fleet to brief 
periods of duty on the hospital ship. 

That a higher physical standard be required of those 
enlisting as, or changing rate to, coal passer. 

That garbage incinerators be installed on all ships. 

That laundries for the crews’ clothing be installed on 
ships when practicable. 

Strict regulations of sanitary conditions of ships’ 
barber shops. 

That first-aid instruction by line officers be performed 
more systematically. 

That a preparation for prevention of venereal disease 
be placed on sale in the canteens. 

That crews of Naval Auxiliary Service vessels be in- 
spected frequently for vaccination and receive instruc- 
tion in first aid. 

That the sale of drugs in canteens be abolished. 

That the conditions under which painting and chip- 
ping are done shall be strictly regulated so as to prevent 
lead poisoning. 

That two per cent. of the crew of ships be assigned 
permanently to the surgeon’s division during battle drill. 

Compulsory use of identification tags by all officers 
and men during battle drill. 

That all persons on ships be required to spend as much 
time as possible in the open air each day. 

That marine guards be stationed at all naval hospitals. 

That the monthly physical exercise for officers be 
abolished. 

That before men are transferred to ships from train- 
ing stations or receiving ships they be isolated for a 
period long enough to prevent the spread of infectious 
diseases. 

That a special study be made of methods for determin- 
ing the mental and temperamental fitness of officers and 
men. , 

Forfeiture of pay by all persons on the sick list with 
disease of venereal origin. 

That the attendance of medical officers on special 
courses of instruction be authorized. 

That a further effort be made to improve the sanitary 
conditions surrounding navy yards, particularly that at 
Philadelphia. 

That steps be taken toward the ultimate abandonment 
of the naval hospital, Las Animas. 

That a definite uniform be assigned for medical officers 
on duty with marine expeditions. 

That substitution of khaki for white uniforms of offi- 
cers and men be considered.

REPORT CHIEF BUREAU YARDS AND DOCKS. 


Making a plea for two drydocks of maximum size at 
each of the principal navy yards, Civil Engr. Homer R. 
Stanford, U.S.N., Chief of the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks, illustrates the value of this suggestion by the 
demands made by the U.S.S. Arkansas upon drydock No. 
4 at the New York Navy Yard, where she held the dock 
out of use for other purposes for a protracted period, 
thereby preventing the carrying out of routine schedules. 
“From a military point of view,’ says the report, “the 
desirability of several large docks at each yard cannot 
be questioned.” 

Attention is invited to the status of the assistant civil 
engineers of the Navy as regards rank and pay. In- 
creased rank can now come only by promotion to the full 
grade of civil engineer as vacancies occur in that grade. 
Of the last eighteen assistant civil engineers, thirteen 
were appointed from the Naval Academy. ‘These men 
receive their commissions with the rank of ensign three 
or four years after graduation at a time when their 
classmates in the line have been promoted to lieutenant, 
junior grade. The report cites the case of a graduate of 
Annapolis of 1908. He was commissioned an assistant 
civil engineer with the rank of ensign in 1911. Under 
normal conditions he will retain that rank until 1920, 
and will be passed by every officer on the active list be- 
low him to-day and by every graduate of the classes of 
1914, 1915, and 1916. It is recommended that the law 
be changed to provide promotion with their running 
mates in the line. 

The value of the work performed by the Bureau in 
the year aggregated $6,511,043, divided as follows: Public 
works, $4,153,755; maintenance of yards and stations, 
$1,517,906; repairs and preservation of navy yards and 
stations, $814,126; contingent, $25,254. With the addi- 
tion of work of other bureaus supervised the total value 
of the work under the direction of the Bureau was $7,- 
532,314. At Pearl Harbor work has been in progress on 
a coaling station with an ultimate storage capacity of 
200,000 tons and fuel-oil storage tanks with an aggregate 
capacity of about 33,000 tons are being installed. Tank 
storage built or building aggregates, for fuel oil, twenty- 
one tanks with a total capacity of .90, tons, and, for 
gasoline, seven tanks with a total capacity of 630,000 
gallons. The sites of these tanks are Boston, Melville, 
R.I., Norfolk, Charleston, Key West, Guantanamo and 
Pearl Harbor.

THE REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE. 


An earnest plea that Congress have more regard for 
the needs of the Revenue Cutter Service and that it pro- 
vide more vessels to render aid on the high seas, the 
Great Lakes and the Ohio and Mississippi Rivers, is 
made by Capt. E. P. Bertholf, commandant of the Serv- 
ice, in his annual report to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, William G. McAdoo. 

In support of his argument that Congress treat the 
Revenue Cutter Service in a more liberal spirit Captain 
Bertholf set forth in detail some of the things done in 
the last fiscal year in saving lives and property en- 
dangered by shipwreck and disaster. By its efforts he 
reported 327 lives were saved, 2,755 persons on board 
vessels in distress were assisted, 264 were cared for on 
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the cutters and vessels, valued at $10,607,710, were as- 
sisted in time of need. In the year officers of the Serv- 
ice boarded and examined papers of 25,079 ships and 
dealt with 879 violations of the laws.’ The cutters re- 
moved or destroyed thirty-one derelicts and recovered 
and returned to owners others valued at $18,900. 

All this was done for $2,471,532, about $3,000 less 
than Congress appropriated, although twenty-five cruis- 
ing cutters and eighteen harbor vessels were employed. 
Figured on a monetary basis, the Service saved about 
$4.30 for every dollar expended. The all-important work 
of saving lives, destroying menacing derelicts and en- 
forcing laws cannot be computed in dollars. 

The report urged the replacing of the cutters Perry, 
Woodbury, Manhattan and Winona with modern vessels, 
estimated.to cost about $925,000 in all. Construction of 
three light-draft cutters, each with four powerful motor 
lifeboats equipped with all sorts of life-saving appliances, 
is suggested for use on the Ohio and Mississippi Rivers. 
These cutters would follow the crest of the flood down 
the rivers, carrying assistance to sufferers as they went. 
The estimated cost of the three is $240,000.

REPORT OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 


The effect of the Act of Congress permitting the re- 
enlistment of certain classes of deserters, and those whose 
eonduct had not been honest and faithful, who under the 
old law were barred from enlistment, is discussed in- 
structively by Brig. Gen. E. H. Crowder, Judge Advo- 
cate General, U.S.A., in his annual report. Under au- 
thority of this new law which is of date of Aug. 22, 1912, 
the J.A.G. recommended for re-enlistment twenty-two 
men convicted of the following offenses: Desertion, 16; 


disobedience of orders, 2; fraudulent enlistment, 2; tres- 
pass and assault, 2. Of the 16 desertions thus favored only 
six availed themselves of the authority granted to re- 
enlist and of the six one has since deserted. The report 
trusts that Congress will enact legislation to prevent 
the fraudulent enlistment of recent years perpetrated by 
the delinquent for the purpose of receiving free trans- 
portation to the recruiting depots from the recruiting 
stations. Efforts have been made to prosecute such 
men, but some courts have refused to convict on the 
ground that the penal clause invoked for their punish- 
ment is indefinite; hence the necessity for new legisla- 
tion. Delays between the arrest of a soldier and his 
entry upon the execution of his sentence were again 
made the subject of investigation as in 1912. Little im- 
provement is noted in the year; where one department 
has made an advance, another has fallen back. To lessen 
these delays, the J.A.G. has made changes in the Manual 
for Courts-Martial so as to authorize depositions to be 
sent directly to a post commander where the witnesses 
reside near or at the post, thus avoiding loss of time in 
sending these depositions through the regular channels. 

The total number of summary courts-martial in 1913 
was 39,820, an increase of 2,408 over 1912. The num- 
ber of trials by these courts was 46 per cent. of the 
average enlisted strength, as against 45 per cent. in 
1912, 43 in 1911, 57 in 1910, 64 in 1909 and 69 in 1908. 
“The fact that there has been a marked reduction in 
trials since 1908, and that the percentage has remained 
for three consecutive years under fifty per cent.,’”’ says 
the report, “indicates that the Service is relying more 
upon the authorized company discipline.” In 1911 the 
War Department announced disciplinary punishment and 
forfeiture for inexperienced soldiers who deserted early 
in their enlistment and showed a disposition to atone 
for their misconduct. The figures of those retained in 
the Service for two years before and two years after 
that change indicate the effect of the modification in 
treatment of deserters. For 1910 and 1911 the num- 
bers retained were respectively 38 and 14; for 1912 and 
1913 the number retained rose to 98 and 163 respec- 
tively; by percentages to the total number of soldiers 
tried and convicted of desertion, the rates were three 
and two in the former instances and ten and thirteen in 
the latter. ‘Whether this percentage will increase for 
future years,” says General Crowder, “depends, of 
course, on the record of service of the deserters who have 
been retained.” 

The number of general courts-martial in 1913 was 
5,209, of which cases thirty-three were of officers, seven 
of cadets, 5,121 of enlisted men and forty-eight of gen- 
eral prisoners. The relation of this total to other years 
is shown by the percentages to the average enlisted 
strength of the Army. In 1913, the percentage was 5.8; 
in 1912, 5.2; in 1911, 5.00; in 1910, 6.98; in 1909, 7.4; 
in 1908, 6.2 and in 1907, 6.00.

PAY OF AIDS IN THE NAVY. 


Two decisions have just been rendered by the Court of 
Claims involving questions of considerable importance to 
officers who have served as aids to rear admirals in the 
Navy since the passage of the new Pay law of 1908. 

Lieut. Comdr. Needham L. Jones, U.S.N., was aid to 
Rear Admiral Seaton Schroeder, a rear admiral of the 
upper nine. The Act of 1908 provides additional pay to 
officers so serving, aids to rear admirals in the nine lower 
numbers each to receive $150 additional per annum, and 
aids to all other rear admirals, $200 additional. Navy 
Regulations fix the rank of officers so serving, provid- 
ing that a rear admiral ordered to command a division 
may nominate. a line officer not above the rank of lieu- 
tenant commander to serve as aid and a line officer not 
above the rank of lieutenant to serve as flag lieutenant. 

The Treasury officers held that no officer above the 
rank of lieutenant could draw additional pay for such 
service for the reason that in the Army an aid to a gen- 
eral officer may not be above the rank of captain, cor- 
responding to lieutenant in the Navy. The Court of 
Claims holds that this objection is far-fetched and un- 
tenable. In the opinion delivered by Judge Barney, the 
court says: 

The only question, then, reserved for decision is whether 
the claimant was properly appointed and qualified as such aid. 
It is argued for the defendant that as he held the rank of 
lieutenant commander during such service he cannot recover 
such additional pay, because at that time officers of corre- 
sponding rank in the Army were not qualified to act as aid to 
majors general. This argument is deduced from the rule of 
assimilation under the Navy personnel act to which attention 
has hereinbefore been called. There would perhaps be con- 
clusive force in this argument were it not for the fact that the 
Navy Regulations prescribe the rank of naval officers who 
may be assigned to duty as aids to rear admirals, and, as will 
be seen, the claimant comes within such regulations. The 
statute provides that the Secretary of the Navy, with the ap- 
proval of the President, can make necessary regulations for 
the Navy (R.S., Sec. 1547), and when the law provides for 
additional pay of aids to admirals it would seem both proper 
and necessary for the regulations to provide under what cir- 
cumstances such aids should be appointed and what should be 
their rank. There is no other branch of the Government 
service interested in the rank of officers to be detailed for 
such service, and there is no law prohibiting the Secretary of 
the Navy, with the approval of the President, from determin- 
ing that matter. When such regulations are promulgated they 
have the force of law. (Gratiot v. United States, 4 How. 80; 
ex parte Reed, 100 U.S. 13, 22.) 

The court therefore allows the additional pay of aid at 
the rate of $200 a year, as claimed. 

Lieut. Ralston S. Holmes, U.S.N., claimed additional 
pay of $200 a year while serving as aid to Rear Admiral 
Uriel Sebree who was, at the time, a rear admiral of the 
lower nine. He also claimed $200 a year on the ground 
that although $150 was fixed by the Act of 1908, yet, 
that act also provided against the reduction of the pay of 
any officer, and, as Lieutenant Holmes had been receiv- 
ing additional pay at the rate of $200 a year, immedi- 
ately prior to the passage of the Act of 1908, he should 
continue to receive pay at the same rate thereafter. The 
court allows him at the rate of $150 but not at $200, 
the full rate claimed. : 

Messrs. King and King, who argued these cases in the 
Court of Claims, have also prepared for hearing two 
other cases involving some other phases of aids’ pay— 
the case of Max M. Frucht claiming pay as aid to the 
rear admiral commandant of the Pensacola Navy Yard 
and also serving as captain and engineer officer of the 
yard. Also the case of Commander, afterward Captain 
and Rear Admiral, Clifford H. West, for similar duty as 
aid to the commandant of the New York Navy Yard. 
The latter case was sometime since decided adversely to 
the officer, but the coming hearing will be on motion for 
new trial.

ALASKAN RAILWAYS AND NAVY COAL. 


With the Senate and House Territorial Committees 
agreed that a Federal railway should be constructed in 
Alaska, it is considered possible that such a railway 
may soon be authorized by Congress. If so, it may prove 
the entering wedge toward government owned public 
utilities. The question of coal supply for the Navy is 
discussed in connection with the project in a report to 
the House by Mr. Houston, from the Committee on 
Territories. The Senate is expected to take up the 
question soon, and Senator Pitman, in charge of the 
Senate bill for the purpose, has expressed the opinion 
that the majority of the upper house are in favor of 
the measure. 

The House bill to authorize government aid to the 
building of railroads in Alaska which the House Com- 
mittee report favorably is H.R. 1739, Mr. Wickersham, 
amended to incorporate features of two other bills for 
the same purpose, H.R. 1806, Mr. Lafferty, and H.R. 
2145, Mr. Anderson. It empowers the President to adopt 
a name to designate railroads acquired or operated, to 
employ agents necessary to carry out the purposes of 
the act, and also authorizes him: ‘To detail and require 
any officer or officers in the Engineer Corps of the Army 
or Navy, or any official in the civil list of the U.S., to 
perform service under this act without additional pay, 
but upon allowance of actual subsistence and traveling 
expenses.” , ; 

The President is to designate routes for a railroad 
to connect one or more open harbors on the southern 
coast of Alaska with the navigable waters in the interior, 
and with ‘coal fields yielding coal sufficient in quality 
and quantity for naval use so as to provide 
transportation of coal for the Army and Navy, of troops, 
arms, munitions of war, of the mails, and for other 
governmental and public uses.” Authority is given to 
build a railroad and to acquire property for the purpose 
by eminent domain, and to exercise all the powers 
granted by law to railroad companies in Alaska. Pro- 
vision is made for transferring tools, equipment or other 
government property used in constructing the Panama 
Canal to Alaska to be used in constructing a railroad 
there. Funds are to be provided by an_ issue of 
$35,000,000 of government bonds, and the bill appro- 
priates $1,000,000 to commence carrying out its provi- 
sions. 

The House Territorial Committee contends that the 
natural resources of Alaska can never be developed 
properly without such a railroad and that private capital 
will never construct and operate the sort of a line 
needed. The committee says that a road 722 miles long 
from Cordova to Seward and to the Upper Yukon is 
imperative. While the committee is willing that such 
a railroad should be leased for operation, it is not be- 
lieved this would be possible, and therefore when con- 
structed the road would be like the Panama Canal, a 





government affair. The plan for a railroad is especially 
advocated by Secretary of the Interior Lane. 

Discussing the question of coal for the Navy in con- 
nection with the bill, the committee say that there is 
little coal in California, some low grade coal in Oregon 
and a better grade in Washington. But the only naval 
coal on the Pacific coast of America is in Alaska. In 
testimony before the Naval Committee in February, 1912, 
Seeretary of the Navy Meyer said that the.Navy con- 
sumes 160,000 tons a year on the Pacific coast; if the 
entire fleet were there after the canal is opened the 
amount would be about 300,000 tons. In time of war a 
fleet operating on the Pacific would require 200,000 
tons per month. The freight from Newport News to 
the Pacific coast is from $5 to $8. 

In case of war, at that rate, the freight on one year’s 
coal supply for the Pacific Fleet would amount to 
2,400,000 tons, at $8 per ton, or $19,200,000. If when 
the canal is completed freight is reduced one-half, it is 
still $9,100,000 a year, paid for carrying coal in foreign 
bottoms. Nearly the whole sum may be saved, the com- 
mittee believes, by the construction of the railroad pro- 
vided for in this bill. 

The Panama Canal is thought to be justified by the 
power “to provide for the common defense and general 
welfare of the United States” and “to regulate commerce 
among the several states,” and both are held equally 
to justify and authorize “the construction of an Alaska 
coal-carrying railroad to supply our Navy with coal at 
a strategic point between the Orient and the United 
States.” The duty imposed upon Congress “to raise 
and support armies” and “to provide and maintain a 
Navy” are, the committee says, in part met by the 
building of a railroad in Alaska. ‘The railroad can 
supply cecal for naval and military use on the shortest 
line of travel from the United States to the Orient. 
“Here a fortified harbor could be provided where our 
Army and Navy could find a refuge in any contingency, 
and from which we could provide for the common defense 
of our possessions in the Pacific.”

NATIONAL GUARD ENLISTMENT. 

The Chamber of Commerce of New York city in 
February, 1912, appointed a special committee on the 
National Guard and Naval Militia, with the following 
members: Herbert L. Satterlee, ex-Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy, chairman; Major Francis G. Landon, 7th 
Regiment, N.G.N.Y.; George B. Ide, U. N. Bethell, 
Charles T. Wills, William H. Nichols and Anson W. 
Burchard. J 

The committee at a meeting of the Chamber on Dec. 
4, 1913, submitted an interesting report, having investi- 
gated especially the opposition to or approval of enlist- 
ment in the National Guard found to exist among large 
employers. The report was adopted by unanimous vote 
after excellent speeches in support or explanation of it 
had been made by Mr. Samuel W. Fairchild, president 
of the Union Club; Mr. A. Barton Hepburn, and Mr. 
John Claflin, chairman of the meeting. 

The first step of the committee was to issue circular 
letters to the commanding officers of the National Guard 


and Naval Militia of the state of New York asking for 
certain specific information. H'rom the answers received 
it was apparent that recruiting has been more difficult 
in recent years; that the amount of time required of the 
enlisted man (necessitating his absence from business) 
did not exceed fourteen days in each year, and that an 
annual tour of duty in camp or in the field was not 
only beneficial but necessary, if the highest standard of 
volunteer military perfection was to be approximated. 
Out of twenty-nine answers received only four stated 
that the opposition of labor unions interfered with 
recruiting, eight alleged the indifference of ycung men 
of suitable age, one cited the control of the Federal 
Government as a deterrent factor and thirteen found 
that the difficulty lay in the objection of employers. 

The committee sent circular letters to large employers 
of labor and clerical help. About 1,600 were sent and 
only 491 answers were received, which in the opinion 
of the committee in itself shows indifference to the sub- 
ject. The answers received were from employers who 
had a total of over 48,000 men between the ages of 
eighteen and twenty-eight on their pay rolls. Of this 
total number only 1,335, or under three per cent., were 
found to be active members of the Guard or Naval 
Militia, and 197 were ex-members. These figures, how- 
ever, are misleading, because, although offices are in 
New York, in some instances employees are located 
outside of the state, or although coming to work in New 
York live in adjacent states. From other statistics it 
is apparent that three per cent. fairly represents the 
average number of employees in New York eligible for 
service who are members of the Guard or Naval Militia. 

It appeared that most of the young men questioned 
were wholly indifferent as to whether they served the 
state or not, and that only ninety-nine out of 491 em- 
ployers did not deduct time spent in military sefvice 
from their employees’ vacations. Forty-eight firms ex- 
_pressed themselves as much in favor of having their 
employees join. 

In New York state to-day, with a population of 
9,113,614, there is an organized National Guard of 15,700 
officers and men; also 1,140 officers and men in the 
Naval Militia. 

The committee discusses the provisions and applica- 
tion of the Dick law. It notes that Congress, which 
is presumed to fairly represent the feeling of the people 
at large, has only authorized the maintenance of a small 
standing Army; if that Army should be sent abroad its 
place must be filled by callirig into the service of the 
United States the National Guard of the various states 
for defense of our sea coasts and borders. This would 
put the responsibility of the maintenance of order in the 
state of New York upon the municipal police. The 
Naval Militia is-not subject to the control of the Dick 
law. In case of war, if the procedure established in 
1898 should be followed, the Naval Militia could be 
called-into the service of the United States as individuals. 
The committee commends the wisdom of the course 
pursued by several states in the establishment of a state 
constabulary, which to a great extent relieves the Guard 
from guarding property in case of strikes and other 
labor troubles, and would be susceptible of quick expan- 
sion, in case the National Guard should be mobilized 
in time of war. 

The committee believes that the National Guard and 
Naval Militia should be recruited to their full strength 
and should be maintained at a high degree of efficiency. 
Aside from the security of property, there is the marked 
and beneficial effect upon young men. _ Service in one 
of the state military organizations emphasizes qualities 
that are not only helpful in business life, but which tend 
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to better citizenship, develops respect for duly consti- 
tuted authority, obedience to superiors, fair treatment 
and courtesy to those in inferior positions, punctuality, 
regularity of habits and good physical condition. These 
are matters which make a man worth more to his em- 
ployers and are opposed ,to every lawless and degenerating 
tendency. Employers should be given better opportu- 
nities of seeing for themselves that the equipment of 
the state armories and the class of men frequenting 
them make them the best places of general recreation 
for young men to spend their evenings. 

The main question, the committee says, is how to 
remove the present objections to recruiting. No single 
recommendation can be framed to cover the situation. 
Slackness in recruiting is due principally to the indiffer- 
ence of young men of eligible age, and the cause of this 
is the absence of interest of the employer, which exists 
largely ov account of his lack of information as to the 
objects, requirements and advantages of military service. 
The general suggestion is that employer and employee 
should be brought to a better understanding concerning 
the National Guard and Naval Militia. The committee 
commends what has been done by the 2d Naval Battalion 
of the state toward acquainting the business men of 
Brooklyn with its organization and work. 

The committee suggests that each of the corporations 
in which the members of the Chamber of Commerce are 
interested shall adopt the rule that their employees 
serving in the Guard shall have fourteen days a year 
for military duty at full pay, and in addition to vaca- 
tion allowance. Also the promotion of men who have 
secured honorable discharges or who are in course of 
earning them by military service. The national and 
state governments should be requested to urge their 
employees to join organizations in the National Guard 
and Naval Militia. standing and pay of the employees 
not to be affected by the requirements of military service. 
Legislation is suggested giving preference in the civil 
service to members or: honorably discharged men from 
the Naticnal Guard or Naval Militia. The Secretary 
of War should be requested to see to it that in joint 
maneuvers or drills the entire National Guard or Naval 
Militia of any city shall not be called out at one time, 
so that no employer shall find all of those of his em- 
ployees who are in the state service necessarily absent 
at the same time. 

It was resolved that the Chamber of Commerce con- 
tinue a special committee of seven of its members, to be 
known as “The Committee on National Guard and Naval 
Militia,” te have power to invite the co-operation of 
other commercial bodies in the state in the carrying out 
of its purposes. Copies of the report of the present 
special committee will be sent to the Secretary of War, 
to the Secretary of the Navy, to the Adjutant General 
of every state, to other Chambers of Commerce, etc.

NINETIETH BIRTHDAY OF ADMIRAL UPSHUR. 


Rear Admiral John H. Upshur, U.S.N.,_ retired, 
veteran of two wars, vice-president of the Aztec Club 
of 1847, and one of the eight. surviving officers who are 
members and saw service in the Mexican War, celebrated 
his ninetieth birthday in Washington on Dec. 5, and 
was remembered by many marks of honor by his com- 
rades and numerous friends throughout the country. 
Many large bouquets of flowers were received, among 
them being one from Mrs. Woodrow Wilson. Congratu- 
latory telegrams from out-of-town friends arrived at his 
apartment in the Parkwood, No. 1746 K street, N.W. 


Rear Admiral Upshur, who is the oldest living graduate 
of the Naval Academy, is the vice-president and one of 
the eight surviving primary members of the Aztec Club 
who served as officers of the United States forces during 
the war with Mexico. He was present at the siege and 
capture of Vera Cruz. The other primary members 
are Capt. Francis T. Bryan, of St. Louis, Mo. ; Gen. 
Simon Bolivar Buckner, Gen. 





Munfordville, Ky.; 
Horatio G. Gibson, U.S.A., Washington; Rear Admiral 
Stephen B. Luce, U.S.N., Newport, R.I.; Capt. John 
J. Martin, East Point, Ga.; Col. George A. Porterfield, 
Charlestown, W.Va., and Pay Dir. James H. Wat- 


mough, U.S.N., of Washington city. General Gibson, 
president of the Aztec Club, with William Stone Abert, 
the secretary, headed a delegation of that organization 
which called on Admiral Upshur on the afternoon of 
the 5th to extend felicitations. Mr. Abert conveyed a 
letter which had been received from Loyall Farragut, 
son of Admiral Farragut, regretting that he could not 
be in Washington to pay his respects to Admiral Upshur, 
and saying: “Please express to him my congratulations, 
and tell him that as ‘Admiral’ I doff my hat, but as 
‘Mr. Upshur’—with memory of ‘Auld Lang Syne’—I 
embrace him!” Immediately after the call of the Aztec 
Club a delegation from the Metropolitan Club called 
and escorted the Admiral to the club house, where he 
was the guest of honor at a reception from five until 
seven o’clock. Admiral Upshur said he felt “like a 
débutante.” z 

Admiral Upshur during his long and active career has 
been flag captain of three squadrons and flag lieutenant 
of one. He has been dean of the line for six years. 
Born in 1823 in Northampton county, Va., where his 
ancestors settled in 1628, he entered the naval service 
in 1841, and first “smelt powder” at the capture of Vera 
Cruz. Among the many commands held by Admiral 
Upshur after the war was rear admiral of the Pacific 
Squadron. After forty-four years of active service he 
was retired in 1885, and has since made his home in 
Washington, D.C. 


SENIORS OF THE NAVY. 

Rear Admiral Upshur is the oldest living graduate 
of the Naval Academy, but is not the oldest officer in 
the Navy. Pay Director Watmough has that distinction. 
He was born in Whitemarsh, Pa., on July 30, 1822. 
Chief Engr. Benjamin F. Isherwood, next in point of 
age, was born in New York on Oct. 6, 1822. He is 
followed by Rear Admiral Upshur, born Dec. 5, 1823, 
while Med. Dir. Samuel F. Coues and Rear Admiral 
Stephen B. Luce follow. Medical Director Coues was 
born in New Hampshire Sept. 17, 1825, and Rear Ad- 
miral Luce in Albany on March 25, 1827. 

Entering the Navy as a midshipman on Nov. 4, 1841, 
Rear Admiral Upshur was attached to the frigate Con- 
gress, in the Mediterranean Squadron. He was in the 
Home Squadron during the Mexican War, and in the 
Naval Battery during the bombardment of Vera Cruz, 
and was at the Naval School in 1847. When Rear 
Admiral Upshur joined the Navy the Naval Academy 
was not in existence. It was founded in 1845 by George 
Bancroft, Secretary of the Navy, and was formally 
opened on Oct. 10 in that year, under the name. of the 
Naval School, with Comdr. Franklin Buchanan as 
Superintendent. The course was fixed at five years, 
the first and last spent at school, the intervening three 
at sea. This was not strictly adhered to, the exigencies 
of the Service making it necessary in many cases to 
shorten the period of study. The midshipmen of the 
date of 1840 were the first to be graduated in July, 1846. 

Rear Admiral Luce was graduated from the Naval 
Academy in 1848, and became a rear admiral on Oct. 1, 
1884, and was retired on his own application June 1, 
1885. He has been in the Service longer than any 
of the other officers. He was appointed a midshipman 
on Oct. 19, 1841, sixteen days before Rear Admiral 
Upshur ‘joined. Rear Admiral Luce was sent to the 
74-gun frigate North Carolina at New York. From 
April, 1842, until March, 1845, he was attached to the 
frigate Congress, on the Mediterranean and Brazil 
stations. In May, 1845, he was attached to the frigate 
‘Yolumbus, under Commodore James Biddle, which visited 
Japan and circumnavigated the globe, and served on the 
coast of California during the Mexican War. On April 
1, 1848, he was ordered to the Naval Academy for 
examination for promotion to passed midshipman, and 
his commission to that rank is dated Aug. 10, 1847. 
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A new German battle cruiser was launched at Danzig 
Nov. 29 named the Luetzow. It is understood that she 
will carry ten 12-inch guns as her main armament and 
a secondary hattery of twelve 5.9-inch guns. Her length 
is 718 feet. her beam 98 and her draught 27 feet. She 
displaces ‘about 28,000 tons, and her turbine engines are 
expected to develop a speed of thirty knots.

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ITALY. 
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AVIATION NOTES. 


The Chief Signal Officer, U.S.A., in studying the types 
of dirigible available for use in the aeronautical service 
of the Army does not deem the semi-rigid kind worthy of 
consideration. He takes note of two kinds only, the 
rigid and the non-rigid. The non-rigid type depends 
upon the expansive power of the gas to keep the envelope 
in proper shape, while the rigid type is supplied with 
interior wooden or metal framework for the same pur- 
pose. The C.S.O. believes that the first trials of these 
by the Army should be of the non-rigid type as being 
suited to the peculiar service and geographical conditions 
to be met with in the United States, and involving less 


risk in handling than the rigid type. The cost of the 
non-rigid is much less than the rigid. No firms in this 
country have as yet had sufficient experience in making 
these large types of dirigibles to attempt their manufac- 
ture, so the first two must be bought abroad. It is not 
recommended that less than two be bought, since aerial 
machines are always subject to damage or destruction, 
and one should be kept in reserve while experience is 
being gained with the other. With time and encourage- 
ment General Scriven believes these machines can be 
successfully turned out by our own manufacturers, and 
it is important that the Government should be able to 
buy them at home in case of need. The cost of each of 
the intermediate-sized dirigibles is $175,750. The cost 
of an adequate rotating hangar as made abroad is 
$122,500. The cost of each gas plant is $8,955. A 
reserve of these is just as essential as a reserve in the 
number of dirigibles. If the portable gas plant is found 
to be reliable its cost is about $7,500. It is probable 
that at ieast three officers and fifty men would be re- 
quired for the maintenance and operation of each 
dirigible, in addition to the personnel assigned to aero- 
plane work. The qualities required of officers for this 
assignment are somewhat different from those required 
with the aeroplane squadron. Older and more experi- 
enced men with some engineering training and ability 
seem to be necessary. Abstracts from reports of military 
attachés, consular reports and domestic and foreign 
periodicals are full of reference to the great work being 
done, especially in Germany and France, by the dirigible, 
and the amazing increase now taking place in this branch 
of aeronautics. It appears to the C.S.O., therefore, that 
the time has come for us to move energetically in pro- 
viding a few modern dirigibles and a trained force for 
their operation. To be without this branch of aero- 
nautical equipment in the face of the array of facts 
presented by the statistics of its progress abroad, General 
Scriven says, is to admit we can do without at least 
some of the scientific appliances in our great system of 
national defense and are willing to lag behind in the 
world’s advance. 

Lieut. B. L. Smith, U.S.M.C., at Hammondsport, 
N.Y., recently completed tests on the first of the new 
Curtiss flying boats for the U.S. Navy, which was to 
be ready this week. The others are to be delivered not 
later than Dec. 15. Just now the largest fleet of flying 
boats ever turned out in this country is under construc- 
tion at the Curtiss aeroplane plant at Hammondsport. 
There are flying boats for England, France, Germany, 
Italy, Russia and the United States. Of these more 
than thirty are destined for Europe, and but three for 
the U.S. Government. Lieut. Hermann Wahl, a German 
naval constructor, at Hammondsport last week accepted 
the first of the new model flying boats to be sent to 
Germany. In general the German requirements are 
similar to those of the U.S. Army and Navy, but the 
tests must be made without intermission, and following 
the duration flight the machine must drift powerless on 
the water for half an hour in a wind of not less than 
fifteen miles per hour. All of the requirements were 
met, tests being made with a useful load approximating 
S00 pounds. In duration flight the machine covered 
sixty-two miles in sixty-three minutes, not counting 
turns estimated at five miles. Glenn Curtiss is en route 
for Europe to spend several months in demonstrating 
the flying boat for sporting and military use. 

Tests are now being carried on at Hammondsport, 
N.Y., by Navy aviation officers to determine the value of 
the Sperry gyroscope in aviation work, which suggested 
to the aviators certain modifications. These modifica- 
tions have been made to the machine and the tests now 
in progress are to determine their value. No final re- 
port will be made upon the value of the gyroscope in 
aviation work until the present tests are completed.

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During the ninth annual meeting of the National Red 
Cross Society in Washington Dec. 10 President Wilson, 
the head of the organization, announced the completion 
of the subscription for a memorial hall in honor of the 
women of the Civil War, to be erected in Washington. 
Congress appropriated $400,000 for the memorial, subject 
to the requirement that $200,000 additional be obtained 
by private subscription. It is now-announced that this 
amount has been contributed by James A. Scrymser, an 
officer of the Civil War, with whom the project origi- 
nated; John D. Rockefeller, Mrs. Russell Sage and Mrs. 
K. H. Harriman. It is also announced that Jacob. H. 
Schiff, of New York, had made a special additional 


endowment of $100,000, the income to be used for the 
nursing service’ of the Red Cross, and that Mrs. White- 
law Reid, chairman of the committee on this service, 
had offered to contribute $2,500 annually to the same 
fund. For service in the Balkan -war a medal was awarded 
among others, to Major Clyde S. Ford, Med. Corps, 
U.S.A. For service in connection with the eruption of 
Taal voleano a medal was given for miscellaneous serv- 
ice to Major Charles Lynch, Med. Corps, U.S.A. Presi- 
dent- Wilson was re-elected president of the society. 
Other oflicers were chosen as follows: Robert W. De- 
Forest, New York, vice-president ; John Skelton Williams, 
treasurer; John W. Davis, of the Department of Justice, 
counselor; Ernest P. Bicknell, national director, and 
Charles L. Magee, secretary.

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The principal news from Mexico this week was the 
beginning of the attack on Tampico by a large force of 
rebels. Rear Admiral F. F. Fletcher, U.S.N., command- 
ing the U.S. warships in Mexican waters, sent the fol- 
lowing despatch on Dec. 11 to Washington, telling of 
the gttack: “General Castro attacked Tampico this 
morning. Reports indicate that the rebel band is pushing 
back the federal advance guard. I am taking all possible 
measures to protect and care for Americans and other 
foreigners, except British and German subjects, who 
are being looked after by their own representatives. 
rebels are reported to be respecting Americans and 
American property.” Under date of noon, Dec. 10, Rear 
Admiral Fletcher telegraphed: ‘‘The federal forces at 
Tampico have been reinforced and now number 2,000 
men. The Tacoma and the Chester are in the river 
with 150 marines from the American battleships aboard. 
A place of safety for Americans and other foreigners 
has been assigned under the guns of the warships. The 
steamer Logician, which has been chartered by the 
British admiral and manned by a crew from the British 
cruiser Suffolk, has all the British residents of the town 
on board. All the Germans are aboard the steamer 
Cecilie. I have warned the leaders of both sides that 
fighting will not be allowed near the neutral territory 
assigned to non-combatants nor near valuable foreign 
property. No steamer is available for American refugees. 
Firing continues in the suburbs. I have hoisted my flag 
cn the Tacoma.” The Navy Department received a second 
despatch from Rear Admiral Fletcher at Tampico, on 
board the Tacoma, at ten, Dec. 11, stating that firing con- 
tinued all night on Dec. 10. The gunboat Bravo was then 
shelling the constitutionalists’ position. No change in rela- 
tive positions of combatants. The federal garrison then 
about 3,000; constitutionalists claim about 6,000. U.S.S. 
Wheeling then in river. A subsequent despatch, sent 
at 4 p.m., Dec. 11, states 150 refugees are on the gun- 
boats, 150 on British steamer Logician, 350 on the Kron- 
princessin Cecilie and 500 in buildings ashore. Fighting 
still continues; conditions unchanged.

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The 10th U.S. Cavalry, under command of Col. J. C. 
Gresham, from Fort Ethan Allen, Vt., arrived at New 
York city Dec. 6 and boarded the transport Kilpatrick 
at the Q.M. pier to sail for Galveston. From the latter 
place the regiment proceed to its station, Fort Huachuca 
and Apache, Ariz. The horses, used by the enlisted 
men, remain at Fort Ethan Allen:to be used by the 2d 
Cavalry when it arrives. The 1st Battalion of the 5th 
from Plattsburg Barracks, arrived at Burlington, Vt., 
Dec. 3 on the steamer Ticonderoga and marched to Fort 
Ethan Allen, where they will make their home for the 
present. The battalion is under the command of Major 
William F. Martin, and the four companies are under 
command of Capts. W. D. Davis, James Justice, Ralph 
McCoy and J. K. Partello. With them are Capt. S. M. 
De Loffre, of the Medical Corps, Ist Lieut. W. D. Wills, 
2d Lieut. A. H. Erck, battalion adjutant, and 2d Lieuts. 
M. D. Welty and George Le R. Brown, jr. <A corre- 
spondent writing to us from Burlington, Vt., in prais- 
ing the record of the 10th Cavalry at Fort Ethan Allen, 
Vt., says “While traveling on the electric cars and among 
our people they were always courteous and gentlemenly. 
Of course, they had their troubles, but it was among 
themselves. Before the regiment came to Fort Ethan 
Allen it was published broadcast that Vermonters did 
not want them, and that they would be anything but 
welcome here, all of which was entirely untrue. As for 
the officers, while we have had many splendid ones here 
in the different regiments that have been stationed at this 
post none have been finer gentlemen than those con- 
nected with the 10th Cavalry.” The Burlington Free 
Press referring editorially to the departure of the regi- 
ment says: “The record of the 10th Cavalry on the 
battlefield is unexcelled, while its personnel is of the 
best. The feeling of good-will existing between the offi- 
cers of the regiment and the people of this state will 
follow them to their new station along the Mexican 
frontier.”

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The bill of Senator Herrick, of New York, giving the 
State Armory Commission the right summarily to take 
property desired for rifle ranges and other purposes was 
defeated in the Senate on Dec. 11 by a vote of 14 to 29. 
yovernor Glynn had done all in his power to facilitate 
the passage of the measure, which was asked for by 
Adjutant General Hamilton. It was explained that 
without the law a new rifle range could not be obtained 
in time for use in the southern part of the state next 
year. Senator Brown said that the military department 
should take its chances in condemnation proceedings and 
not force owners to present claims to the state Board 
of Claims. He said that in time of war the department 
could take what was necessary, but that in time of peace 
such power was not needed. ‘This bill, if passed, would 
mean that someone with ten cents’ worth of tinsel on 
his arm could come on someone’s farm and take it with- 
out any formality,” said Senator Wende, of Buffalo. 
“If we pass it we might just as well turn over the whole 
state government to the National Guard.” 
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From Fort Sam Houston, Texas, Dec. 7, Brig. Gen. 
Tasker H. Bliss telegraphed: “Relative telegram last 
night from Chief of Staff regarding relief of destitute 
sufferers near Bryan, Texas, I immediately ordered 
Krauthoff, Q.M., there from Galveston and also directed 
Lieutenant Brown at College Station to make report. 


Following report just received: ‘Bryan, Texas, Dec. 7. 
Consulted with citizens’ relief committee preliminary re- 
port estimate 14,000 people in bottoms before floods, 
10,000 negroes, 4,000 whites, of which 7,400 are chil- 
dren, 3,800 men and 2,800 women. Approximately

4,000 have been rescued, 10,000 are still in bottoms ma- 
rooned in gin houses and on roofs of houses, practically 
all are destitute; rations, clothing and blankets are mo- 
mentarily needed; have 100 tents obtained from A. and 
M. College. Will need 1,000 more rations; will be needed 
for ten days or two weeks. Recommend that 25,000 
rations and 1,000 blankets be rushed here for immediate 
issue. Will investigate further and report further. 
Brown, Lieutenant.’ Have collected the above rations 
and blankets ready for shipment upon receipt of instruc- 
tions from you. Bliss.” General Bliss was ordered to 
issue the necessary supplies as indicated by him in the 
above telegram.

As this 
officer’s duties were in the vicinity of his legal station,

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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 


Capt. Frederick W. Fuger, Inf., U.S.A., who was 
retired on Dec. 5, 1913, with the rank of major, for 
disability incident to the Service, was born in New York 
Feb. 21, 1868. He was graduated from the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology as a mechanical engineer 
in 1891 and entered the Service from civil life in the 
same year, being assigned to Company D, 13th Infantry, 
at Fort Sill, Okla. Soon after he was ordered to Fort 
Leavenworth for three months. He served at Forts Sill, 
Supply and Reno until September, 1893. In 1895 he 
graduated from the Infantry and Cavalry School at 
Fort Leavenworth, after which he served on Governors 
Island, N.Y., until the outbreak of the Spanish-American 
War. With his regiment he then proceeded to Tampa, 
Fla., and with General Shafter’s Army Corps went to 
Cuba April, 1898. Captain Fuger took a very active 
part in the entire Cuban campaign, participating in the 
battle of San Juan, July 1, 2 and 3, 1898; the siege 
of Santiago, July 10; and the surrender of Santiago, 
July 17. He was one of the eight officers of his regiment 
at the close of the campaign to proceed to Montauk 
Point, N.Y. He then went to Governors Island,. N.Y., 
as post adjuster, from November, 1898, until June, 1899. 
He was on recruiting service in Michigan for a few 
months for U.S. Volunteers for service in the Philip- 
pines. As quartermaster of a transport he proceeded 
to the Philippines to join his regiment, and he served 
in the campaigns in North Luzon, and was later sta- 
tioned in several towns of the province of Gasinan. He 
returned to the United States in June, 1900, and was 
on duty in the Department of California until September, 
1905, after which, among other duties, he was com- 
mandant at M.A.C. He has been under medical treat- 
ment for some time. 

The retirement on Dec. 5, 1915, of Capt. F. W. Fuger, 
Inf., U.S.A., with rank of major, promotes Capt. John 
Howard, 19th Inf., to major; 1st Lieuts.

Aceording to a decision rendered by Surrogate Fowler 
in New York city on Dec. 8, the estate of Major Gen.

That a citizen of the United States may now have 
a Federal domicile, as contradistinguished from a domi- 
cile in a particular state of the Union, no longer needs 
argument. It is settled law.” It was also shown that 
before his death General Grant had made arrangements 
to establish his residence in Washington.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Rear Admiral Kossuth Niles, U.S.N., retired, died 
suddenly of heart disease in New York city Dec. 6, 19138, 
while in the book store of A. J. Conder, No. 1 East 
Twenty-eighth street. Just a few minutes before his 
death he told Mr. Conder his health had been so good 
that he regretted being on the retired list at a time 
when the trouble with Mexico seemed threatening. He 
sat down to read and was stricken almost without warn- 
ing. In the Admiral’s pockets were found the address 
of his country place, Afterglow, West Hills, Winsted, 
Conn., and a small diary, in which it was noted that 
he had been ill and confined to his bed a few days ago. 
Mrs. Niles was notified at the Van Rensselaer Hotel, 
where they had been stopping for the last few weeks, 
and she called Col. Lotus Niles, U.S.A., retired, the 
Admiral’s brother, who took charge of the remains. The 
burial took place Dee. 9 at the National Cemetery, 
Arlington, Va. Rear Admiral Niles was born in 
Illinois June 14, 1849, and during the Civil War 
served in the 142d Illinois Volunteers from June to 
October, 1864. He entered the U.S. Naval Academy 
Sept. 25, 1865, and was graduated in 1869. His service 
includes duty on the Pawnee, 1870-71; Terror, 1871-2; 
Nicaragua Canal surveying expedition, 1872-3; Torpedo 
Station, 1873, and on the Frolic, 1874. He was in the 
coast survey, commanding the schooner Silliman, 1874-6; 
was on the Michigan, 1877-8, and on the Constellation, 
1878, carrying the American exhibit to the Paris Ex- 
position. After a short assignment on the Swatara he 
made a special cruise around the world in the Ticon- 
deroga during 1878-81. He was on ordnance duty at 
the navy yard, Washington, and was subsequently on 
duty on the Lancaster on the European and South 
Atlantic Stations ; was inspector of ordnance, armor and 
steel shafting at the Bethlehem Iron Works ‘and at the 
Carpenter Steel Works. He was in the Bureau of 
Ordnance preparing armor specifications in 1892-3; was 
on the Detroit and Yantic, of the South Atlantic Station, 
1893-6; Newark, 1896, and at the Torpedo Station, 
Newport, 1896-9. He served on the Massachusetts as 
executive officer, 1899-1901, and in April, 1901, was 
assigned to duty as inspector of the 8th Lighthouse Dis- 
trict, New Orleans; was in command of the Bennington 
and Boston, and was inspector of ordnance for the Navy. 
He was in command of the Louisiana during the last 
half of the cruise of the Battleship Fleet around the 
world, was a member of the Lighthouse Board, and his 
last assignment to duty was as a member of the Naval 
Examining and Retiring Boards at Washington. He 
reached the grade of rear admiral Sept. 15, 1909, and 
was retired for age June 14, 1911. In 1873 he married 
Elizabeth Challenor, of Belleville. He was a member 
= ~ Army and Navy Club and the New York Yacht

Bvt. Lieut. Col. Thomas B. Reed, U.S.A. (first lieu- 
tenant, retired), died at his home, Carlisle, Pa., Dec. 8, 
1913. He was born in Pennsylvania Aug. 31, 1837, and 
entered the military service as a sergeant in the 5th 
Pennsyivania Reserves June 5, 1861, serving therein to 
March 5, 1863, on which date he was appointed a first 
lieutenant. He was honorably mustered out in June, 
1864; was appointed captain of the 205th Pennsylvania 
Infantry Sept. 3, 1864, and was honorably mustered out 
in June, 1865. He received the brevet rank of captain 
of Volunteers for gallant conduct in the battle of Gettys- 
burg, and the brevet of lieutenant colonel for faithful 
and meritorious services during the war. Colonel Reed 
was appointed a second lieutenant in the 29th U.S. 
Infantry in July, 1867; was placed on the unassigned 
list in April, 1869, and was assigned to the 9th Cavalry 
the following July. He was transferred to the 24th 
Infantry in February. 1870, and was retired Nov. 14, 
1871, for disability in the line of duty. He was advanced 
to first lieutenant on the retired list April 23, 1904, for 
Civil War service. 

The funeral of Col. Charles McClure, U.S.A., late 
colonel, 20th Infantry, occurred at the chapel in Arling- 
ton Cemetery at two p.m., Dec. 8, 1913. 

Major Samuel Seay, 10th U.S. Inf., who died at the 
Walter Reed General Hospital, Takoma Park, D.C., Dec. 
4, 1913, had been under medical treatment some two 
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years. He was born in Tennessee on Jan. 17, 1863, and 
was graduated from West Point in 1887. He -was as- 
signed as a second lieutenant to the 21st Infantry, and 
was -promoted first lieutenant in the 14th Infantry in 
1894. He was promoted captain, 23d Infantry, March 
2, 1899, and major, 10th Infantry, in 1910. At the 
beginning of the war with Spain Major Seay was on 
duty with the National Guard of Tennessee, and in May, 
1898, was appointed an assistant adjutant general of 
Volunteers, with the rank of captain.

DAVID DU BOSE GAILLARD. 


Lieut. Col. David Du Bose Gaillard, Corps of Engrs., 
J.S.A., whose death in Baltimore, Md., Dec. 5, 1913, 
we briefly noted in our last issue, was an officer who 
stood exceedingly high in his profession. He is the first 
of the Army Engineers employed in the construction of 
the Panama Canal to die as a result of his work, which 


is considered as undoubtedly a contributory cause of 
his illness, although the results of the official autopsy 
made public on Dec. 8 indicate that the immediate cause 
of death was an infiltrating tumor in the brain. 

With Lieut. Col. W. L. Sibert, his classmate at West 
Point, where both were among the first five to graduate 
in the class of ’84, Colonel Gaillard has been one of 
Colonel Goethals’s chief aids in the great work on the 
Isthmus. From the first these two officers have held 
the two highest commands under Colonel Goethals. 
Colonel Sibert is the officer in charge of the work on 
the Atlantic side of the canal, which includes Gatun 
Dam. Colonel Gaillard had the digging of Culebra Cut, 
without doubt the greatest and most difficult work con- 
nected with the construction of the canal. Colonel 
Gaillard’s work at Culebra, it is estimated, saved the 
Government $17,000,000. 

Colonel Gaillard was in New York last spring on 
a leave in the hope that the rest would benefit his 
health to the extent that he would be able to remain 
in the Canal Zone to see his part of the work completed. 
He sailed from New York on June 27 last again to 
take charge of the work in the Central Division. He 
had to return North, however, a couple of months later, 
and entered the Johns Hopkins Hospital at Baltimore, 
where he had been a patient since Aug. 17, and gradually 
sank. The weight of responsibility, coupled with the 
climatic conditions and long hours of physical work, 
had undermined his health. 

Lieutenant Colonel Gaillard was borr at Winnesboro, 
S.C., Sept. 4, 1859. He comes from cne of the oldest 
of the French Huguenot families in South Carolina. He 
entered West Point in June 1880, and was graduated 
fifth in one of the most brilliant classes that ever left 
the Academy. After graduation in 1884 Gaillard, with 
Sibert, was sent to Willet’s Point as one of the assistants 
of Colonel Black, now of Governors Island. Gaillard 
later served under Colonel Black in the river improve- 
ment work in Florida. . Later he was one of the United 
States Commissioners appointed to adjust the inter- 
national boundary line between this country and Mexico. 
In the Spanish War he was colonel of the 3d Volunteer 
Engineers. In 1903 he was appointed to the General 
Staff, and in 19Gu was sent to Cuba. 

The funeral of Colonel Gaillard was held in St. John’s 
Episcopal Church, Washington, D.C., on Monday, Dec. 
8. The burial wa® in Arlington Cemetery. The historic 
church was crowded. The services were conducted by 
the Rev. Roland Cotton Smith, the rector, assisted by 
the Rev. Dr. Smith, formerly president of Trinity Col- 
lege; Rev. Randolph H. McKim, of the Church of the 
Epiphany, of Washington; and Rey. Edward E. Dunlap, 
of St. John’s.

Taps were sounded by 
Leader Webber, of the band of Colonel Gaillard’s regi- 
ment of Volunteers in the Spanish War. 

Colonel Gaillard left a widow and one son. Mrs. 
Gaillard is a sister of Col. H. C. Davis, C,A,C, She 





is now at Ridgeway, S.C., with her son, David Pierre 
Gaillard, who is an engineer in civil life. 

Last month a bill was introduced in Congress to 
promote Colonel Gaillard to the rank of colonel for his 
distinguished service. He lay unconscious at the hos- 
pital at the time and knew nothing of the wedding of 
the Atlantic and Pacific with the blasting of the Gamboa 
dike on Oct. 10. 

At the Panama Canal 20,000 workers on the Culebra 
section were to interrupt their work and stand at atten- 
tion for five minutes on Dec. 8 at the time of the 
funeral of Colonel Gaillard, who was chief engineer 
of this section of the canal. The Senate passed a resolu- 
tion expressing sympathy, and Secretary of War Garrison 
sent a telegram of condolence to Mrs. Gaillard as soon 
as he learned of her husband’s death. Col. George W. 
Goethals, U.S.A., Chief Engineer of the Panama Canal, 
sent out in the form of a general notice to all depart- 
ments on Dec. 9 the following tribute: “Lieutenant 
Colonel Gaillard’s period in the canal service was coinci- 
dent with that of the other engineering members of the 
present commission, and included the years of the most 
active construction work. He brought to the service 
trained ability of the first order, untiring zeal and 
unswerving devotion to duty. His name is connected 
inseparably with the great task brought to completion 
under his guidance and will be held in lasting honor. 


‘His associates mourn him as a valiant soldier, a true 


man and a beloved companion.” 

The House Interstate Commerce Committee on Dec. 9 
agreed unanimously to recommend a bill giving to Mrs. 
Gaillard $14,000, the yearly salary drawn by her 
husband.

SENATOR ROOT AWARDED THE NOBEL PRIZE. 


At Stockholm, Dec. 10, King Gustav presented the 
Nobel prizes to Prof. H. K. Ommes, of th. University of 
Leyden, for physics; Prof. Charles Richet, of Paris, for 
Medicine, and to Professor Werner, of Zurich, for chem- 
istry. The. British Chargé d’Affaires received on behalf 
of Rabindramath Tagore the prize awarded to the Hindu 
poet. The Nobel peace prize for 1912 was awarded to 
Senator Elihu Root, of New York, formerly Secretary of 


War. The prize for 1913 was awarded to Henri La 
Fontaine, former president of the permanent Interna- 
tional Peace Bureau at Bern, Switzerland. Each prize 
is worth $40,000. No peace prize was conferred last 
year, so that the committee had the prizes for both years 
to award. The secretary of the committee, in announc- 
ing the award, spoke particularly of Senator Root’s serv- 
ices in restoring peace in Cuba and in the Philippines 
and in the handling of questions which have arisen be- 
tween Japan and the United States. He lauded Senator 
Root’s statesmanship and high ideals and his constant 
efforts in the cause of peace. Senator Root has also 
been chosen as one of the members of the Court of Am 
bitration which will consider the claims of British, 
French and Spanish residents in Portugal for property 
seized by the Portuguese Government following the es- 
tablishment of the republic. The other members of the 
court as announced are Jonkheer Alexander Frederik 
de Savornin Lohman, the Dutch Minister of State, and 
Dr. C. Lardy, Swiss Minister to France. 

One other American has received the Nobel peace 
prize, Col. Theodore Roosevelt, to whom the prize was 
awarded in 1906 for his part in bringing the Russo- 
Japanese war to a close. Colonel Roosevelt used the 
money received to establish the Foundation for the Pro- 
motion of Industrial Peace, of which the late Chief 
Justice Melville W. Fuller, of the United States Supreme 
Court, was chosen as first president. The Nobel prizes 
were established by Alfred Nobel, of Sweden, inventor 
of nitro-glycerin and dynamite, who died in 1896, leav- 
ing between $8,000,000 and $9,000,000 as a fund, the 
income to be divided annually into five equal parts and 
awarded annually as prizes to those who have done most 
to benefit humanity. The prizes are awarded for dis- 
coveries in physics, chemistry, medicine or physiology, 
literature and for work in the cause of peace. The dis- 
tribution is made each year on Dec. 10, which is the an- 
niversary of Alfred Nobel’s death.

Commenting on the Army-Navy football game “An 
Annapolitan” writes: “It will probably gradually dawn 
on us all that the Army victory will help sports and 
sportsmanship at the Naval Academy. Defeat is always 
a bitter pill, but the midshipmen are taking it grace- 
fully, though it would be hard to find a gloomier lot. 
None of the midshipmen now at the Naval Academy have 
passed before through an Army defeat, and it will not 
hurt good sportsmanship for them to realize what the 
Army has been taking back to West Point with them 
for three years! Among the officers there is as yeet a 
failure to realize how it all happened. The poor coaches 
are in the unenviable position of being the easiest out- 
let for blame. It seems quite well established that too 
much conservatism contributed largely to the result. But 
to one observer at least it seems that a somewhat self- 
satisfied policy was really the cause of the Navy’s 
troubles; possibly the inability to see both sides of a 
question. For instance, a schedule that permitted ,only 
games that the Navy expected to win; a too vigorous 
combatting of the Army’s well founded wish to have the 
game in New York; a course which discouraged sugges- 
tions and information that hind sight has shown was 
essential to success. Lack of foresight would pretty well 
distribute the blame—if blame there is for a sportsman- 
ship like defeat—over the whole athletic association, 
where it seem that it properly belongs. Let us hope 
that the Navy may profit by defeat. Victories will come 
as often as they are deserved and that’s all good sports- 
manship should desire. Too much emphasis is put upon 
the hardship of the trip to New York. Many times in 
the past the West Pointers returned at one a.m. or 
thereabouts. The Navy should be able to stand some- 
thing similar once in a while. Delay in getting to New 
York could have been avoided if proper precautions had 
been taken beforehand. Let us hope for a little more 
wideawakeness from the Navy—and with that a better 
chance to win.” 





The President has approved the sentence of dismissal 
in the case of 2d Lieut. John F. Brown, Phil. Scouts, 
who was recently tried by general court-martial in the 
Philippine Islands. Lieutenant Brown was convicted of 
charges of conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentle- 
man and conduct to the prejudice of good order and 
military discipline in violation of Articles of War, in 
that he maintained improper relations with a native 
woman, that he gave checks for funds for which he was 
accountable without having sufficient funds on deposit 
to cover them, and neglecting to procure forage for 
public animals under his charge. Lieutenant Brown had 
previously served as private and corporal in the 8th 
U.S. Cavalry from January, 1908, to Jan. 31. 1911, when 
appointed second lieutenant in the Scouts. 


Several officers of the U.S. Navy in the U.S. Court 
of New York city on Dee. 8 testified that the Radio 
Wireless Telephone Company’s apparatus was not a 
success. This testimony was given during the trial of 
Lee De Forest, James Dunlop Smith and others, who 
are accused of using the mails to defraud in connection 
with the sale of the stock of the company. One of their 
representations, it is. alleged, was that the wireless 





telephone system was used by the American Battleship 
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Fleet on its trip around the world. Comdr. Jay H. 
Sypher, who commanded the Missouri at that time, said 
the vessels had been equipped with the apparatus. For 
two hours a day, he.said, the wireless telegraph was 
abandoned and the entire work of the fleet’s communica- 
tion was attempted by means of the wireless telephones. 
This, he said, was so unsatisfactory that the tests soon 
were discontinued. Capt. Benton C. Decker, of the 
battleship Virginia; Comdr. Andrew T. Long, of the 
Illinois, and Comdr. George C. Day, of the Connecticut, 
gave similar testimony.

Lieut. Manfred Lanza, Inf., U.S.A., who is detailed as 
instructor and inspector of the Organized Militia of 
Louisiana, delivered the first of a series of lectures to 
officers of the Louisiana National Guard on Nov. 24, at 
headquarters of the Artillery battalion in New Orleans. 
Practically every officer of the Guard located in the city 
was in attendance, pursuant to an order issued by Adju- 


tant Gen. Oswald W. McNeese, who came down from 
Baton Rouge for the purpose of presiding over the ses- 
sion. This meeting was the first occasion at which Gen- 
eral McNeese has had an opportunity to meet at one and 
the same time all officers located in New Orleans, and 
he took advantage of the opportunity, in addressing the 
officers present, to impress upon them the requirements 
recently laid down by the Division of Militia Affairs of 
the War Department. Capt. Bruce Palmer, U.S.A., Cav- 
alry instructor for the Texas and Louisiana Militia, was 
also present and addressed the officers briefly upon in- 
teresting topics. Similar meetings and lectures will be 
held on the fourth Monday of each month. Lieutenant 
Lanza took for the subject of his first lecture the qualifi- 
cations necessary for commissioned and non-commissioned 
officers of the Militia, the training requisite to bring them 
up to Regular Army standards, and also interestingly 
discussed the need for team work and close co-operation 
within Militia organizations.

SERGEANT-INSTRUCTORS. 


G.O. 74, DEC. 3, 1913, WAR DEPARTMENT. 

The following method of selecting enlisted men for duty as 
sergeant-instructors with the Organized Militia, to carry out the 
provisions of Sec. 20 of the Act of Congress approved Jan. 21, 
1903, as amended by the Act of Congress approved May 27, 
1908, and of returning these sergeants to duty with the regular 
service, will be observed: 

1. Hereafter only enlisted men holding the rank of sergeant 
will be selected for duty as sergeant-instructors with the Or- 
ganized Militia. 

2. Sergeant-instructors for duty with militia infantry and 
field artillery will be selected for this detail from regiments of 
Regular Infantry and Field Artillery designated with additional 
strength of sergeants for this duty exclusively, in numbers not 
to exceed the additional strength prescribed, and the vacancies 
so created will be filled by appointments by regimental com- 
manders on the recommendations of company commanders as 
provided in Army Regulations, so that companies of Infantry 
and batteries of Field Artillery will always have the normal 
peace strength of sergeants for duty as affected by these selec- 
tions and details for militia duty. To carry out the provisions 
of this paragraph with reference to selection for future details, 
there are authorized by direction of the President the following 
additions of sergeants to the enlisted strength of the Army: 
Four each to the 3d, 4th, 5th, 6th, 7th, 9th, 11th, 12th, 14th, 
16th, 17th, 18th, 19th, 20th, 21st, 22d, 23d, 26th, 27th and 
28th Regiments of Infantry; five to the 29th Infantry; six to 
the 1st Field Artillery; eight to each of the 3d and 4th Regi- 
ments of Field Artillery; and seven to each of the 5th and 6th 
Regiments of Field Artillery; such additional sergeants to be 
assigned to companies and batteries, but no company will con- 
tain more sergeants than the number (six) authorized by the 
act of Congress approved Feb. 2, 1901, and no battery more 
than the number (eight) authorized by the act of Congress ap- 
proved Jan. 25, 1907. 

The necessary number of the additional sergeants authorized 
for the several Infantry regiments named in Par. I, G.O. 44, 
War D., June 24, 1913, and already detailed, will continue to 
be authorized, until by relief from detail under previous orders 
and instructions, those numbers have been reduced to the num- 
bers authorized by this paragraph. 

8. Sergeant-instructors for duty with militia Cavalry, Coast 
Artillery, Engineers, Signal Corps and Hospital Corps will be 
selected for this detail and detached from regular organizations 
of the corresponding arm of service, the details from these arms 
creating no vacancies. 

4. Upon relief from duty with the Organized Militia, ser- 
geant-instructors detailed under the provisions of this order 
will be returned to duty with the regular service as sergeants 
in the organizations from which they were selected. In the 
case of a sergeant from a regiment of Infantry or Field Artillery 
designated with additional strength of sergeants for this pur- 
pose, if, upon his relief, a sergeant to replace him is not selected 
from his company, he will be retained as an additional ser- 
geant with his organization until absorbed by the next occurring 
vacancy. 

5. Sergeant-instructors heretofore selected and detailed under 
previous orders and instructions, who are now on duty with 
the Organized Militia, will continue on such duty until the 
expiration of the respective periods of detail, unless otherwise 
relieved, when they will be returned to duty with the organiza- 
tions from which they were selected; as sergeants if there is 
an available authorized vacancy, otherwise as privates, with 
the proviso that due consideration will be given to the rank 
previously held by them. 

6. All previous orders and instructions or parts thereof in- 
consistent with the provisions of this order are rescinded.

AERO SQUADRON. 


G.O. 75, DEC. 4, 1913,*WAR DEPARTMENT. 

I.—The following provisional organisation is prescribed for 
an aero squadron of the Signal Corps: 

Squadron headquarters: Commissioned personnel—1l major 
(commanding squadron), 1 captain or lieutenant (adjutant and 
supply officer). Enlisted personnel—2 master signal electricians, 
2 first-class sergeants, 6 corporals, 2 first-class privates. Trans- 
portation—4 tractors, 1 machine-shop tractor, 1 tank tractor, 
4 motorcycles. Two companies. 

Aero company: Commissioned personnel—1 captain (com- 
manding company), 8 aviators (captains or lieutenants). En- 
listed personnel—1 master signal electrician, 2 first-class ser- 
geants, 5 sergeants, 9 corporals, 2 cooks, 14 first-class privates, 
6 privates. Material and transportation—4 aeroplanes, 5 trac- 
tors, 1 motorcycle. 

Total: 20 officers, 90 enlisted men; 8 aeroplanes, 16 tractors, 
6 motorcycles. 

Ten tractors and four motorcycles constitute the combat trans- 
portation of an aero squadron; four tractors, one machine-shop 
tractor, one tank tractor, and two motorcycles constitute the 
field train of aero squadrons. 

II.—Pars. 66 and 67, G.O. 128, War D., Sept. 19, 1911, 
publishing regulations governing The Army Service Schools, 
Fort Leavenworth, Kas., are amended to read as follows:

In this test the accuracy of the rifle compared with the pis- 
tol was, firing to the right, equal; firing to the left, double. 

_ The rifle, then, is a desirable substitute for the pistol, when 
pistol ammunition is exhausted. To comply with Par. 407, 
C.D.R., 1911, its use mounted should be practiced. 

In testing garrison training troops of this brigade will be 
required to show their proficiency mounted at a gallop using 
the rifle, with gallery cartridges, on a straight track with tar- 
gets'‘R’’ placed twenty-five yards apart, fifteen yards from 
the track. 

_ 8. In an enemy’s country small detachments are likely at 
times to be isolated. No trooper should be without a rifle, to 
be used when necessary for defensive purposes. Temporarily, 
then, in case of active service, trumpeters, musicians, machine- 
gun men, and cooks will be issued rifles. 

II.—To carry grain on the horse, when transportation is 
not. available, troops will at once make requisition for the 
grain bags issued by the Ordnance Department.

1. G.O. 23 of 1906 prescribes the horse cover and horse cover 
blanket lined, only when specially required; it was, therefore, 
not included in the standard unit equipment for field service, 
and like other special articles should be obtained by organiza- 
tion commanders from supply officers on memorandum receipt. 

2. Where organizations are serving at their permanent sta- 
tion the horse covers should be invoiced to the post ordnance 
officer. Organizations serving away from their regular station, 
in camp or in the field, should invoice their horse covers to the 
officer designated for issuing ordnance supplies to the particular 
troops in question. Par. 6 of G.O. 43 of 1913 requires com- 
manding officers of troops serving away from their posts to 
appoint issuing officers who will keep the same records and 
= the same returns as supply officers at permanent sta- 
ions. 

3. When an organization holding horse covers on memoran- 
dum receipt changes station and needs to retain the horse covers 
in its possession the accountable officer at the station from 
which the organization is leaving should invoice the same to 
the accountable officer at the new station, and transfer the 
memorandum receipt for the horse covers to the latter officer. 
Horse covers belonging to organizations serving in the field 
who for any reason have their supply officers changed should 
he handled in a similar manner.

(d) Where hospitals are maintained and administered at the 
various forts of the coast defense unit, the allowance of Hos- 
pital Corps personnel for each fort will be as prescribed by 
Pars. 1439-1440, Army Regulations, less eight per cent., as 
directed by the Secretary of War on Oct. 26, 1909. Changes 
in the distribution among the forts of this personnel will be 
made when necessary by the coast defense commander. 

(e) If practicable, the senior surgeon should serve at the 
headquarters post of the coast defense, but, if he is not serving 
at that station, the senior medical officer will still have super- 
vision, under the coast defense commander, over all personnel 
and materiel of the Medical Department in the coast defense., 

(f) Requisitions from the hospitals at the forts within the 
coast defense should be transmitted through the senior officer of 
the Medical Corps on duty within the coast defense. 

(g) Where recruiting officers are maintained at the individual 
forts of the unit, the physical examinations will be made, and 
the identification records prepared, at the hospital of that fort. 
When a single recruiting officer enlists for the entire unit, the 
physical examinations and identification records will be made 
by a medical officer at the fort where the recruiting officer is 
stationed.

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Of Mr. Mann’s remark, during the debate on the Vol- 
unteer Army bill in the House last week, that the bill 
was presented “because the administration is prepared 
for war with Mexico,” the Chicago Tribune well, says: 
“The remark is a confession, the more significant be- 
eause it it is unconscicous, a confession not of Repre- 
sentative Mann’s attitude merely, but of the chronic at- 
titude of Congressmen toward military legislation. It is 
a confession of the incorrigible procrastination of Con- 
gress in the matter of public defense. It is a confession 
of the traditional assumption of Congressional ignorance 
that war is an impromptu affair requiring no more or- 
ganization or preparation than a political barbecue. Leg- 
islation on the lines of the Volunteer bill should have 
been passed long ago. It should be passed even though 
Mexico were at peace and not a cloud hung in our sky. 
No sensible man underestimates the possibilities of the 
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Mexican situation. It is true, also, that this has induced 
the House to act with common sense and celerity upon 
a necessary measure of military preparedness which in 
less urgent circumstances it would have ignored. But 
that does not make the measure evidence of imminent 
conflict, only evidence that the House is stimulated to 
do its duty and act with a foresight it seldom displays in 
such matters. The Volunteer bill is a carefully drafted 
and well considered measure. If the threat of war with 
little Mexico can shock Congress awake to the facts of 
our unpreparedness for defense or for the fulfillment of 
our international obligations, it will be a blessing in dis- 
guise. We need not only this Volunteer legislation. We 
need an increase of the Regular Army and a Reserve. 
We will get these if Congress will look facts in the face— 
including the facts of its own sorry history in the mis- 
management or neglect of military legislation in peace 
and war.”

A very interesting and instructive course for the bene- 
fit of enlisted men of the U.S. Navy is being prepared in 
the Bureau of Steam Engineering. Valuable instruc- 
tion has heretofore been given in the engine room, but 
this is to be systematized and extended to a course of 
study which, as in the case of all the bureaus, is only 
tentative. The officers are expected to co-operate in 
working out the course of study for the enlisted men, as 
it will be at first largely experimental in its nature. 
Officers of the fleet will be expected to make recommenda- 
tions for changes that may appear advisable. It is ex- 
pected that this course of instruction will develop some 
efficient warrant and petty officers from the enlisted 
personnel. The Secretary emphasizes his desire that all 
of the men in the Navy shall have an opportunity for 
advancement.

Of course there is no foundation for the report that 
the officers to command an army that may be sent into 
Mexico kave been selected. No one knows now how many 
Volunteers will be raised if there should be Mexican 
intervention, and will not until Congress takes action. 
Even then it will be impossible to select the officers, as 
part of the National Guard will go out with their officers. 
The Militia will probably form part of the first force of 
Volunteers, and officers of many of the Militia organiza- 
tions would be commissioned in the Volunteers. There 
will be plenty of time to select officers for any force 
that might be sent into Mexico after Congress has 
authorized the President to use force against Mexico. 
Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, N.G.N.Y., who is now 
studying at the War College, will without doubt com- 
mand the troops from New York. 

The issue of peace or war is altogether uncertain, 
and the choice of officers to command in the event of 
war will in all probability be in other hands than those 
now controlling. General Wood is making his prepara- 
tions to relinquish his office as Chief of Staff on the 
expiration of his four years’ detail, April 22, 1914. Par. 
763, A.R., forbids his redetail except “in case of emer- 
gency or in time of war,” and the Secretary of War 
announces that the President does not propose to avail 
himself of this proviso. Present conditions do not appear 
to require it. There will be no difficulty in selecting a 
competent Chief of Staff, and, whoever he may be,.we 
shall accord to him the same loyal support we have given 
to General Wood. We have always steadily refused to 
take any part in the after the event criticisms of officers 
selected for high office by the Commander-in-Chief, and 
we shall continue to do so. We regard it as in every 
way pernicious and destructive of the spirit of subordi- 
nation to authority becoming the soldier. 

We may perhaps find a Chief of Staff whose strictly 
military training and attainments more nearly accord 
with Army ideals, but we cannot have an officer of 
greater natural ability than General Wood, or one more 
disinterestedly devoted to the best interests of the Serv- 
ice as he understands them. The stories to his discredit, 
so industriously circulated, were fully investigated by 
a committee of Congress, and though his detractors were 
given every opportunity to establish their charges they 
completely failed to do so. The committee in their 
report said: “It is due to the claims of truth and justice, 
as well as to General Wood to say that the testimony 
utterly fails to establish anything either charged or in- 
sinuated that reflects on the character of General Wood 
as either a man or an officer.” This and much more to the 
same effect. The fact that General Wood has secured 
the confidence of three successive Presidents should 
certainly count much in his favor. Those who endeavor 
to explain this by intrigue must have a very contemptible 
opinion of the intellectual abilities of Theodore Roose- 
velt, William Howard Taft and Woodrow Wilson.

PROSPECTS OF SERVICE LEGISLATION. 

Usually the personnel legislation is passed as amend- 
ments to the Appropriation bill, or at least this has 
been the method employed during the past three sessions. 
But this session the members of the committee are dis- 
posed to oppose new legislation on the Appropriation 
bill. They are insisting that this will be a long session 
and that there will be plenty of time to pass personnel 
legislation, or new military legislation of any kind, as 
separate bills. The committee has not yet taken up the 
bill for the extension of the “Manchu” (detached service) 
law to include field officers. It is understood that the 
War Department has no objections to the bill, providing 
it is not made retroactive. The hardship of the original 
Manchu law grew out of the fact that it was made 
retroactive, and many officers were on detached service 
when they supposed they were serving with troops. 

The tug-of-war will come with the proposed change 
in the term of enlistment. It is generally conceded 
that the present enlistment law is not satisfactory, but 
there is great difference of opinion as to how it should 
be amended. 

Just at present all the military legislation is held 
up in the Senate by the Currency bill. It was planned 
by Chairman Chamberlain, of the Senate Military Com- 
mittee, immediately upon the opening of the regular 
session to take up the Volunteer Army bill, which was 
passed by the House Dec. 3, as heretofore noted; and 
also the bill to revise the Articles of War. But in an 
effort to rush the Currency bill through the Senate the 
Democratic leaders are holding back all other legislation. 
They are keeping the Senators so busy that it has been 
impossible to secure a quorum of the Military Committee. 

Despite the efforts of. Chairman Padgett to expedite 
matters in the House Naval Committee, it is not believed 
that the Naval Appropriation bill will be ready to be re- 
ported before Jan. 15. The members of the committee 
are going over the estimates item by item and _ the 
hearings of the bureau chiefs are being extended at great 
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length. Rear Admiral Blue, Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation, spent a good part of two days before the 
committee. There was nothing in his testimony that the 
Rear Admiral did not explain in his annual report. In 
fact, if the members of the committee would take the 
trouble to read the annual reports of the Secretary and 
the bureau chiefs, the work of preparing the bills would 
be. greatly reduced. 

Secretary of War Garrison on Dec. 11 appeared be- 
fore the House Military Committee and made a strong 
plea for more liberal treatment of the Army by Congress 
in making appropriations. ‘The committee since it has 
taken up the Appropriation bill has been spending most 
of its time seeking some way by which the appropria- 
tions can be reduced below the estimates. The economists 
profess to be frightened at the increase of ten millions 
in the appropriations over last year’s budget. Every 
item has been'scanned very closely by the committee, and 
some of the members have been insisting that there 
should be a material reduction. It has been suggested 
that the $1,300,000 for the joint maneuvers be stricken 
from the bill. There is also a great deal of opposition to 
the recommendations for Field Artillery and ammuni- 
tion. But the Secretary in his talk insisted that the 
committee should follow the recommendations of the De- 
partment. He declared that they had been prepared 
with great care and were based on the needs of the coun- 
try and the Army. His talk amounted virtually to a 
personal appeal to the committee. The Secretary de- 
clared that he was anxious to make a record in increas- 
ing the efficiency of the Army and in providing for the 
national defense on broader lines and that this could 
not be done without money. He argued that it was poor 
economy to cut the Army appropriations simply to make 
an appearance of reducing the expenses of the Govern- 
ment. The Secretary did not touch on the subject of 
new legislation, but informed the committee that he 
would soon send his recommendations to Congress in the 
form of a communication to the Military Committee. 
Nvidently the Secretary is anxious to deal with one sub- 
ject at a time and is devoting his efforts exclusively to 
securing something like ample appropriations for the 
Army before taking up new legislation. It was evident 
that Secretary Garrison made an excellent impression 
upon the committee. His frank declaration of the rea- 
sons for increasing the estimates appealed to its mem- 
bers.

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COMPULSORY EXERCISE FOR NAVY OFFICERS. 

As in the case of the Army, the health of the Navy, as 
analyzed in the annual report of Surgeon General 
Stokes, which is summarized elsewhere in this issue, 
shows marked improvement practically all along the line, 
in no respect more encouragingly than in the decrease in 
typhoid fever, which, as the fleet surgeon of the Atlantic 
Fleet says, has been eradicated from the fleet by the 
prophylactic inoculation and seems to have passed away 
as a menace to the health of the Navy. But with all 
the congratulation that the medical officers of the Navy 
may justly express over this improved physical state of 
the Navy personnel, warnings are given by Surgeon Gen- 
eral Stokes that should not be lightly regarded, especially 
his expressed, fear that too much reliance in the efficacy 
of vaccination against typhoid may result in a relaxa- 
tion in vigilance in those sanitary precautions which have 
been deemed essential in keeping down the typhoid rate. 
The question of the entrance of the feeble-minded into 
the naval service is one that demands closer study. The 
report notes the increase of mental defectives through- 
out the world as emphasizing the importance of the medi- 
cal examiner’s duties in the case of applicants for service 
enlistment. 

The widespread discussion of the subject of excessive 
athletic strain aroused by the two previous annual re- 
ports of the Surgeon General and the general awaken- 
ing of public thought on the overdoing of athletics seem 
to convince him that he is relieved from the responsi- 
bility of going into the question now at great length. 
However, he takes occasion to remark that “a man hav- 
ing entered upon training for athletic competitive ath- 
letics has put his hand to the plow and cannot turn 
back, but throughout his life must continue to exercise 
if he would avoid degeneration and a decline from the 
high plane of development to which his training has 
raised him. This works most harm when the strain 
thrown on muscles and organs is greatest, as in long- 
distance rowing and running races. General indulgence 
in athletics is desirable and the mental relaxation se- 
cured in this way is even more complete and more profit- 
able than that obtained by prescribed physical drills, and 
the ideal to be desired is for every man to take an in- 
terest in some form of physical diversion other than the 
routine exercises that are required.” The benefits of 
systematic physical exercise are well illustrated in the 
case of classes at the Naval Academy. Owing to infre- 
quent opportunity for systematic physical exercise the 
First and Second Classes from April to October, 1912, 
showed considerable loss of strength, while the ‘Third 
Class, which continued the regular drills throughout the 
summer showed little change in strength. 

This discussion leads the Surgeon General to a criti- 
cism of the compulsory monthly exercise required of offi- 
cers. On this point he says: “A large number of the 
officers of the Navy avail themselves of any opportunity 
that may present for active exercise in the open. The 
monthly ten-mile walk frequently interferes with impor- 
tant duty; it is exacted of officers who are standing 
watch and others whose duty requires them to walk 





eight to ten miles daily, such as marine officers visiting 
sentries at various posts. Compulsory monthly exer- 
cise, which is irksome and irritating, in no way meets 
the requirements of the approved methods of physical 
training, and is in direct conflict with the teachings of 
the Swedish system now being introduced into the Serv- 
ice. To derive the best results from outdoor exercise, it 
should be pleasurable and if possible have the spirit of 
contest, or at least have a happy co-ordination between 
the muscular action and the mental-impulse directing it.” 
The modified Swedish system of exercise has produced 
such excellent results that chief petty officers at the 
several training stations are to be instructed in the de- 
tails, and these men when qualified as instructors may 
be utilized to introduce the system on board various 
ships, thus extending it to the entire Service. 

One of the most important suggestions of the report 
is that dealing with the necessity of offering larger in- 
ducements to young medical men to enter the Medical 
Corps of the Navy. The vacancies in the corps now 
number fifty-five, yet in the year only five officers were 
admitted to it. This is not a stationary problem. It 
becomes more serious each year in spite of the efforts 
made to place before recent graduates and internes in 
the hospitals the advantages of a Medical Corps career. 
The situation has reached such a stage at present that 
the Surgeon General believes there is “imperative need 
for the reorganization of the corps in such a way as to 
afford to prospective candidates more favorable oppor- 
tunities for advancement.” Surgeon General Stokes re- 
marking dryly “it is not to be presumed that a physician 
with any hope of success in civil life will take up a naval 
career with the prospect of remaining in a junior grade 
until he approaches the retiring age of sixty-two.”

MILITARY AVIATION BILL. 


Perhaps the most important Army personnel legisla- 
tion that will probably be passed at this session will be 
H.R. 5304, to increase the efficiency of the aviation 
service of the Army. This bill in its present form 
provides for sixty additional officers and 260 enlisted 
men. ‘These sixty officers will be added to the line of 
the Army, from which they will be detailed to the Signal 
Corps for aviation service. There is considerable senti- 
ment in Congress for a larger aviation force and more 
aeroplanes. Some of the most influential members see 
a great future in aeroplanes for military purposes. They 
are convinced that they will be able to sail over a fleet 
and drop explosives on them, sinking the most powerful 
battleship with the utmost ease. Really, some of the 
members of Congress think that the Government should 
stop building battleships and spend its money on aero- 
planes. Out of this sentiment will at least develop a 
larger and more efficient aviatién section of the Signal 
Corps. Military authorities generally admit that aero- 
planes are destined to be invaluable to an army as 
observers, having an immense advantage over any other 
method of searching out the enemy. This country has 
been slow in developing aviation, but Congress seems to 
be disposed to givé the Army more encouragement, and 
excellent results will be brought about if Congress fur- 
nishes the machines and personnel to operate them. 

It is evident that Chairman Hay formulated his bill 
(H.R. 53804), to increase the efficiency of the aviation 
service, with a view to obtaining aviators. To obtain 
the full benefit of the measure an officer or an enlisted 
man must fly. It is not sufficient to be detailed to the 
Signal Corps, but an officer must demonstrate his ability 
to operate an aeroplane. By the bill three distinct 
grades are created in the aviation section of the Signal 
Corps. They are students, junior aviators and military 
aviators. Even students must have certain qualifica- 
tions before they are classed as such. It is estimated 
that it will require something like a year’s service with 
the Signal Corps before an officer or an enlisted man can 
qualify as a student. But his advancement does not create 
a vacancy in the line. An officer must qualify as a 
junior avaitor before his place in the line can be filled. 
There are at present twenty-one officers attached to the 
Signal Corps in connection with aviation. If the Chief 
of the Signal Corps should decide to retain them after 
the bill becomes a law, automatically they will become 
students. As such they would receive twenty-five per 
cent. increase of pay. Junior aviators receive fifty per 
cent. ind military aviators seventy-five per cent. The 
increase is based on the pay which an officer would 
receive in the line. An officer must serve three years 
in the Signal Corps before he can qualify as a military 
aviator.

SECRETARY DANIELS’S POLICY. 


The Secretary of the Navy has announced that he will 
not appoint a successor to Major Gen. W. P. Biddle as 
Commandant of the Marine Corps until Congress takes 
some action on the bill (H.R. 10081) limiting the term 
of the Commandant to four years. With only two mem- 
bers opposing, Representatives Butler, of Pennsylvania, 
and Roberts, of Massachusetts, the House Military Com- 
mittee reported the Secretary’s bill for this purpose on 
Dec. 9 and on Dec. 10 it was passed by the House. 
Such rapid progress convinces the Secretary that he can 
afford to wait until the bill passes the Senate before he 
appoints a new Commandant. Its passage will place 
the Marine Corps on the same basis as the Navy bureaus 
and the officers of the General Staff of the Army as to 
length of detail, which Secretary Daniels believes would 
be of great benefit to the Marine Corps. Under the 





law, as it is at present, the Commandant of the Marine 
Corps serves until he is retired or superseded. 

The insistence of the Secretary of the Navy upon the 
passage of legislation limiting the term of the Com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps to four years may have a 
bearing upon the policy which he will pursue ia filling 
the vacancy at the head of the Medical Corps of the 
Navy in February. The secretary up to this time has 
not reappointed any of the bureau chiefs upon the ex- 
piration of their terms. He held a very high opinion of 
Rear Admiral Twining, and up to the time the Admiral 
left the Department was constantly conferring with him 
and seeking his advice on important matters; but the 
Secretary was evidently gratified when the Admiral made 
an application for sea duty, being so firm in his convic- 
tion that sea service should be one of the qualifications 
for promotion that he willingly relieved Admiral Twining. 
For the same reason the Secretary has been refusing to 
reappoint bureau chiefs. He has given out strong inti- 


mations, however, that an exception may be made in the 
case of Surgeon General Stokes. Practically all of the 


great specialists and physicians of the country have 
written to Secretary of the Navy Daniels urging the re- 
appointment of Surgeon General Stokes. These appeals 
come so spontaneously and from such high sources that 
it is stated the Secretary is giving great consideration to 
them and hesitates to appoint a successor to the pres- 
ent Surgeon General.

The Navy General Board, in passing upon a number 
of reports submitted to it, after careful consideration 
has renewed the recommendation it has made for several 
years that a drydock be built at Guantanamo,-and after 
that one at Norfolk. This recommendation is based on 
the strategic needs of the fleet in peace as well as in the 
event of war. But opposition in Congress to the develop- 
ment of Guantanamo Bay as a great naval base, similar 
to that under construction at Pearl Harbor, is so strong 
that the Secretary has decided not to press the recom- 
mendation for Guantanamo at the present session of 
Congress, and he has recommended that the next large 
drydock be built at Norfolk.. Norfolk, which is recog- 
nized throughout the Service as second in importance to 
Guantanamo, is regarded by Congress as the most 
important. At only one other shore station does Secre- 
tary Daniels recommend any new public works. In 
line with the proposed plan for the utilization of yards 
for building ships, the Secretary recommends an appro- 
priation of $200,000 to construct at Philadelphia a 
shipbuilding way sufficiently large to build auxiliary 
ships. If the yard is successful in this it can in the 
future be enlarged to accommodate the battleships. The 
general policy is to spend less money on the shore 
establishment and more on the fleet. 


In discussing general jurisdiction cases in his annual 
report the Attornéy ‘-eneral notes that many of these 
arise out of contracts made by all departments of the 
Government for the building of battleships, cruisers and 
other vessels of the Navy Department and the construc- 
tion of drydocks. The amounts involved in these cases 
may be judged from the fact that the sums claimed in 
pending suits under contracts of the Navy Department 
for the building of battleships, cruisers, etc., aggregate 
approximately ten million dollars, while the litigation 
over drydocks involves about $2,500,000. Besides there 
are suits growing out of the improvement of rivers and 
harbors, in which the total claims reach several millions. 


The indications are that not over six or seven enlisted 
men of the Navy who passed the examination for the 
Pay Corps will qualify. This will leave about four 
vacancies in the Pay Corps, with the prospect of two 
more in the near future. It is understood that most of 
the candidates failed on account of a lack of general 
knowledge. For instance, one candidate on being asked 
who was Richard Wagner answered that he played short- 
stop on the Pittsburgh baseball team. The examinations 
as a whole were a disappointment to the Board, as it 
was expected that more than enough eligibles would be 
secured to fill the vacancies. In all probability the 
Secretary will order another examination as soon as he 
has gone over the papers.

As a result of the withdrawal of the American troops 
from posts south of Manila there may be a reduction of 
one regiment in the strength of the Army in the Philip- 
pines. In that event the 7th Cavalry will be brought 
back to the United States. If the Constabulary and 
the Scouts are able to take care of the territory south 
of Manila it is contended that there is no reason why 
the strength of the Army in the islands cannot be 
reduced. The 8th Infantry, which is stationed in Min- 
danao and Jolo, is to be concentrated near Manila. The 
entire region will be patroled by the twenty-two com- 
panies of Scouts and the Constabulary. Three new 
companies of Scouts are being organized.

During the week ending Dec. 6, there were enlisted by 
the Navy recruiting service 434 men. This figure does 
not include enlistments or re-enlistments made at navy 
yards and stations and on board ship, nor does it include 
thirty-six applicants who were accepted in the Dallas 
recruiting district, but were not sworn in because of the 
absence of the medical officer on account of the flood. 
It is the highest record for any week in recent years. 
The highest weekly records for the past five years previ- 
cus to last week are as follows: Week ending Jan. 9, 
1909, 376; Jan. 8, 1910, 332; Dec. 9, 1911, 365; Jan. 13, 
1912, 367; Jan. 11, 1913, 390; Dec. 6, 1913, 434. 
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REPORT CHIEF OF BUREAU OF NAVIGATION. 


The serious consideration of Congress is invited to the 
status of the commissioned officers of the Navy in the 
annual report of Rear Admiral Victor Blue, U.S.N., 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, who uses this vigor- 
ous language: “There are now 1,000 officers of the grades 
of lieutenant (junior grade) and ensign, compared with 
750 officers above those grades. If junior lieutenants are 
promoted at the rate of forty each year, as provided for 
by present law, the junior ensign now on the list will 
reach the grade of lieutenant at an age at which officers 
are now being promoted to captain. This condition is 
growing worse year by year, and if not remedied by Con- 
gress the time will eventually come when practically all 
the working officers in the Service will be junior lieuten- 
ants and ensigns. The grades above them will be only 


stepping stones over which an officer is rushed to the re- 
tired list, without having given but little service in the 
higher grades. It is evident that the line of the Navy 
urgently needs a redistribution of officers in the various 
grades, but such redistribution should not be made at 
once, but should gradually become effective, extending 
over a period of years. 

“Every year’s delay in the organization of the line but 
postpones the time when action must be increasingly 
drastic, as well as more expensive to the Government. 
By acts governing the appointment of midshipmen to the 
Naval Academy and permitting a limited number of en- 
listed men to be commissioned each year Congress has 
already provided for the number of commissioned officers 
of the line. This number will reach a maximum in 1923, 
when there will be approximately 2,700 officers on the 
list. A careful estimate made of the number of officers 
required for the fighting ships already provided for shows 
that the above number is not sufficient to man the fight- 
ing ships in time of war, to say nothing of the auxiliaries 
required. Owing to the contemplated hearings to be held 
by the Naval Committee of the House of Representatives 
on the subject of personnel, the bureau refrains from mak- 
ing any recommendation therefor, but is prepared to do 
so at the proper time.” 

It is recommended that the frigate Constitution or the 
Constellation be brought to Washington and anchored in 
the Potomac River just off Potomac Park, where it 
could be made accessible to visitors and would increase 
interest in the Navy. Legislation should be passed per- 
mitting the granting of medals of honor to officers and 
enlisted men of the Navy, and also a medal to be known 
as a “Distinguished Service’ medal for those who distin- 
guish themselves exceptionally, not necessarily in action 
against an enemy. 

The post-graduate department at the Naval Academy 
established last year has completed its first academic 
year, and the report says that arrangements have been 
made whereby the second year’s course may be continued 
at Columbia University for engineering, and at the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology for naval construc- 
tion, while the ordnance students will pursue special 
courses at the naval proving grounds and at large steel 
plants where ordnance material is manufactured. 

A card record of great conciseness is being put into 
operation in the bureau for giving a complete thumb-nail 
history of each officer’s service. The establishment of a 
warrant corps of pay clerks is recommended, to be filled 
by appointments from the enlisted men of the Navy, who 
shall be eligible for promotion to chief pay clerks upon 
the completion of-six years’ service. Such a corps would 
provide a line of advancement for chief petty officers 
and especially for the yeoman class which now is not 
eligible to warrant. 

The Bureau will send a copy of the pamphlet contain- 
ing sample questions for examinations for entrance to the 
Naval Academy to the principals of high schools through- 
out the country, requesting an expression of opinion as 
to whether the examination is such that the ordinary high 
school student should be capable of passing it. Great 
interest and attention are reported to attend the schools 
for instruction of all apprentice seamen at Newport, 
where the teachers in the elementary mathematical and 
English studies were officers detailed from the ships in 
overhaul, Statistics taken before the beginning of in- 
struction gave some surprising results as to the high 
character of the men recruited for the Service. Out of 
632 apprentice seamen it was found that 108 had entered 
college or the high school, 370 had completed the seventh 
and eighth grades and only ten had not completed the 
first three grades of school. The training of seamen who 
show aptitude as signalmen has been added. 

The present retirement law for enlisted men after thirty 
years of service does not operate successfully as an in- 
ducement to join, and a graded retirement is favored 
based on periods of twelve, sixteen, twenty and twenty- 
four years of service. Those so retired should be regarded 
as a reserve subject to call in time of war and at inter- 
vals in peace for drills on board ship. Tabulation of the 
influences prompting recruits to join the Service shows 
that the greatest factor of inducement was the desire to 
see the world and travel. The next highest influence was 
the recommendation of relatives or friends in the Navy. 
This latter factor is taken as pretty good proof that the 
men in the Navy are contented. Of the entire 5,381 
interrogated, only 318 stated they were out of work at 
the time of enlisting. With adequate means for advertis- 
ing the Bureau Chief is of the opinion that there would 
be no difficulty in keeping up to the full quota of enlisted 
men allowed by law, of which the Navy was 2,500 short 
at the end of the fiscal year. 

The report mentions the substantial increase in the 
Naval Militia. Eight divisions representing 450 officers 
“and men have been added, making the total strength of 
all organizations on Jan. 1, 1913, 618 officers and 6,908 
enlisted men. There is a lack of suitable vessels for the 
training of the Naval Militia, and the Bureau report 
says a special type of ship of a size best suited to the 
Naval Militia should be constructed. In the year there 
has been established under the Bureau an Office of 
Naval Reserve that has already listed 2,000 men who 
have volunteered for enrollment. Admiral Blue believes 
that if Congress should authorize the formation of a 
“national reserve in a way to make the proposal attrac- 
tive, there would be no difficulty in recruiting the full 
quota required’'in a very short time.” 

The Navy Department has detailed an officer to visit 
Europe to obtain information about the latest laboratory 
methods and developments relating to aviation, thus tak- 
ing the initiative in the movement for national co-opera- 
tion in aerial navigation. 

In the year there were 75,457 applicants for enlist- 
ment, of whom 39,070 were rejected for physical dis- 
ability and 13,348 for other causes. There were accepted 
for first enlistment 12,088 and for re-enlistment 5,830, 
or 17,918 in all. Of this total 13,540 were recruited at 
recruiting stations. The total discharges for the year 


were 15,420. The deserters numbered 2,515 and those 
who died were 191. The percentage of desertion based 
on the total number in the Service in the year was 3.77 
for the last fiscal year, against 3.52 for 1912. Of the en- 
listed force 43,367 were native born and 4,701 foreign 
born. The Philippines with 1,137 furnished the most 
of the foreign born of all countries, Germany coming next 
with 602, and Japan seventh with 206. 








REPORT OF CHIEF OF COAST ARTILLERY. 


Two important recommendations relating to the per- 
sonnel of the Coast Artillery Corps are made in the an- 
nual report of Brig. Gen. E. M. Weaver, Chief of Coast 
Artillery, U.S.A. The first is that legislation be enacted 
that will increase the corps by four general officers. These 
are demanded by the importance of the districts into 
which the corps is now divided. Each of these, corre- 
sponding to a brigade of the Mobile Army, should be 
commanded by a brigadier general. There are only three 
districts at present, but General Weaver favors the for- 
mation of a fourth in the Philippines, to consist of the 
coast defenses of Manila and of Subic Bay. The second 


recommendation has to do with enlisted specialists, now 
divided into the three classes—electrical, mechanical and 
artillery. All these should have equal pay and allowances 
and equal opportunity for promotion. To the electrical 
specialists should be added another division, that of radio 
operators, now needed in all coast defenses. New legis- 
lation should create a grade of electrician sergeants, 
third class. With ninety sergeants of this grade, there 
would be three radio operators for each coast defense. 

General Weaver strikingly shows the inadequacy of 
the present Coast Artillery. Its actual strength on June 
30, 1913, was 16,628 enlisted men with 748 officers, or 
three officers and 1,843 men below the authorized 
strength. By making a tabular comparison the report 
makes clear that to provide one complete manning body 
for all the elements of coast defense in the United States, 
the Canal Zone and the outlying possessions, a total force, 
Regulars and Militia, would be required of 2,024 officers 
and 48,298 men. The Regulars needed would be 1,228 
officers and 29,751 men, or 477 officers and 11,280 men 
more than the Corps can now furnish. After manning 
all over-sea defenses now constructed or appropriated 
for, and all home mine defenses, there will remain only 
319 officers and 7,627 Regular Coast Artillery troops for 
the service of the gun batteries in the United States, or 
less than one-fourth of one relief. The National Guard 
could not furnish its quota (one-half of one relief) of the 
manning detail for the gun defenses of the United States, 
since the total of Coast Artillery troops in the Militia 
is only 468 officers and 7,243 men. 

The Coast Artillery has maintained its high standard 
for the past year, its efficiency having attracted the at- 
tention of foreign governments, as witness the officer of 
the United States Coast Artillery giving instruction to 
the Chilean C.A. while two Chilean officers are taking the 
course at the Coast Artillery School. Permission has 
been given to Brazil also to send two officers to the 
school. 

The scheme for unifying coast defense commands after 
trial for a year on Long Island has been put into effect 
in other commands. The growth of San Diego, Cal., de- 
mands that the fixed defenses of that harbor be strength- 
ened by two motar batteries of four motars each. The 
seacoast defenses of Qahu, Hawaii, are practically fin- 
ished. The Coast Artillery posts there should be provided 
with permanent quarters. An appropriation for placing 
in every Coast Artillery command the war game de- 
veloped by Major William Chamberlaine, C.A.C., is 
recommended.

BUREAU OF STEAM ENGINEERING REPORT. 


Suggesting that the Government undertake the operat- 
ing of an oil refinery, Engineer-in-Chief Robert S. Griffin, 
U.S.N., Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineering, in 
his annual report in referring to the important 
matter of oil fuel for warships, says: “The established 
policy of the Department being that all battleships and 
destroyers shall use oil fuel exclusively, it is becoming a 
matter of the first importance to assure an adequate sup- 
ply at a reasonable price. The price of oil is advancing 
so rapidly as to increase materially the Navy’s expendi- 
ture for fuel. The only method of insuring cheap oil 
embodying the refined products most adaptable to smoke- 
less high-speed running appears to be to begin our own 
producing and refining, and in order to accomplish this 
it is strongly recommended that the Department take 
steps necessary to lease oil lands and to establish and 
operate a refinery. If this is done the sale of gasoline 
and illuminating oils, obtained from the crude oils and 
not needed in fuel oils, will go far toward covering the ex- 
pense of operation, and the Navy will thus obtain a grade 
of oil in every respect suitable for its use, and at a cost 
far below the present price.” 

During last winter an expedition in charge of P.A. 
Surg. J. O. Downey, U.S.N., visited the Behring River 
fields to ascertain whether there exists in that part of 
Alaska a sufficient quantity of high-grade coal to warrant 
reliance upon it for naval supply. About 800 tons were 
mined and sacked, and during the winter this coal was 
hauled on sleds from the mines to the banks of Still- 
water Creek by a party under Hospital Steward R. Aik- 
man, U.S.N., which, the Bureau Chief says, was “a 
difficult feat worthy of praise.” 

The machinery of the fleet, as a whole, is in excellent 
condition, owing to the regular overhaul periods and the 
economical and efficient work done in the machinery di- 
visions of the navy yards. The admirable work done at 
the fuel oil testing plant, Philadelphia has been produc- 
tive of much valuable information. The modernization 
of the radio installation on all modern battleships, arm- 
ored cruisers and the other more important vessels is ex- 
pected soon to be completed. Contracts have been awarded 
for the high-power radio station of the Canal Zone, 
which will be known as the Darien station and should 
be completed early in 1914. The next station of this 
chain will be in California at a place still under con- 
sideration.

NOTES FROM OTHER ANNUAL REPORTS. 
CHIEF CONSTRUCTOR, U.S.N. 


Although the Chief of the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair of the Navy, Chief Constr. R. M. Watt, U.S.N., 
says that “there is now a greater value of new shipbuild- 
ing work in progress and authorized at navy yards than 
ever before in the history of the new Navy, his annual 





report is a very modest document of only thirty-four 
pages, devoted wholly to statistical matter, its dimin- 
ished size being due to the omission of the list of ves- 
sels of the Navy with the numerous data about them. 
This information is now published by the Department in 
a special pamphlet, “Ships’ Data, U.S. Naval Vessels.” 
The appropriation required for the fiscal year 1915 is 
$11,387,617 and for torpedoboats $1,685,617, under ap- 
propriations “Increase of the Navy construction and 
machinery and. torpedoboats.” The total quantity of 
material inspected by the Bureau in the year was 106,- 
614,565 pounds of which 73,211,360 pounds were passed. 
The additions to the effective force of the Navy since 
June 30, 1912, were the battleships Arkansas and Wy- 
oming, the destroyers Beale, Jarvis, Cassin, Henley, Dun- 
can, Cummings, the submarines F-3, F-4, G-1, the fuel 
ships Orion, Jason, Jupiter, Proteus, Nereus and the 
tugs Ontario and Sonoma. 


ARMY BOARD OF ORDNANCE AND FORTIFICATION, 


The Board of Ordnance and Fortification, of which 
Major Gen. Leonard Wood, Chief of Staff, U.S.A., is 
president, in its annual report to the Secretary of War, 
while remarking that not much new work was undertaken 
in the last fiscal year, still believes that provision for 
exhaustive testing of motor traction for military pur- 
poses was very important. Though European countries 
have given the subject much attention, little considera- 
tion has been devoted to it in the United States, all 
thought seemingly having been concentrated on commer- 
cial traction. One of the desirable uses to which military 
tractors could be put, the Board says, would be for 
hauling heavy siege guns and reserve ammunition for ar- 
tillery. The Board has recommended the detail of a 
board of officers to include the Field Artillery, Coast Ar- 
tillery, Engineers, Ordnance Department and Q.M. Corps 
to go thoroughly into the subject. 


BUREAU OF INSULAR AFFAIRS. 


The annual report of Brig. Gen. Frank McIntyre, 
U.S.A., Chief of the Bureau of Insular Affairs, deals 
wholly with the civil administration of the various isl- 
ands under the authority of the United States. Of the 
administration of former Governor General William Cam- 
eron Forbes, who was replaced by Francis Burton Harri- 
son, the report says: “The administration of Governor 
General Forbes was marked by a large increase in the 
domestic and foreign commerce of the islands and great 
energy in the prosecution of public works. Upon his 
departure from Manila he was given, both by individuals 
and the press, many evidences of the great esteem in 
which the Filipino people held him.” 

Other annual reports are noted on carlier pages of this 
issue.

GENERAL SCOTT AND THE INDIANS. 


Secretary of War Garrison on Dec. 8 received from 
Brig. Gen. Hugh L. Scott, U.S.A., an informal report 
of his negotiations with the Navajo Indians who recently 
defied the civil authorities in New Mexico. General 
Scott, as noted last week, succeeded in inducing all the 
Indians to surrender. The trouble with the Indians 
was due principally to their ignorance and their being 
misled by lies and gossip by Indians and white men, 
General Scott said. He writes: “The situation is abso- 
lutely clear. The prisoners were told to apologize to 
Major McLaughlin and their agent, and they have done 
this. They have been laughing and telling stories all 
the way down. Our parting was most pathetic when 
they left for Santa Fe to report to the Judge. They 
declared they would have died before surrendering if 
approached in any other way, but they each and every 
one thanked me for causing their minds to be changed 
for their own good. and all say they will go back home 
when released and lead different lives. They are 
thoroughly softened, but they are poor, ignorant creatures 
who are easily handled if it is done in a sympathetic, 
kindly way, with force underneath which they all respect. 
The contact of civilization with these people is too hard 
for them, and there is so much misunderstanding be- 
tween the two races, in which the Indian, who in the 
main is reasonable and well intentioned, always gets 
the worst of it. The state of terror at the agency and 
throughout the San Juan Valley is now over. It was 
the resuit almost altogether of lies and gossip, carried 
about by Indians and white men. There is no sore spot 
left anywhere to break out later, and I feel safe in 
saying that the incident is over and done with.” 

General Scott is being showered with commendations 
for the manner in which he handled the Navajo Indians 
during the recent threatened trouble. The Secretary 
of War, in commending General Scott, said: “I desire 
immediately to express my great pleasure at the magnifi- 
cent manner in which you have handled an exceedingly 
difficult situation. The result will, I am sure, be equally 
as gratifying to the country.” 

Orders have been issued directing the squadron of 
the 12th Cavalry which acted as an escort for General 
Scott to proceed to El Paso for temporary duty. 

In connection with the brief and modest official an- 
announcement of achievement made in the despatch sent 
to the War Department, Nov. 28, by Brig. Gen. Hugh 
L. Scott, U.S.A., which appeared in our issue of Dec. 6, 
and further news this week of the success of his special 
mission, the following is of interest: 


(From the New York Sun.) 


Mole Tequop, the man who talks with his hands, rode 
into the armed encampment of the warlike Navajos on 
Beautiful Mountain, Colo., one day last week. He rode 
alone except for one old Navajo scout who had gone out 
to meet him forty miles away from United States sol- 
diers who had been sent out after the two-wife men had 
jumped the Shiprock agency two weeks before. 

There was considerable concern about these Indians. 
The Navajos are good fighters. These men were well 
armed and their hearts were bitter because somebody 
had tried to break up their polygamous habits. 

Mole Tequop rode into this camp alone, as has been 
said, and the chiefs called for a powwow. Hours later 
he rode out of camp, this time with an escort of old 
men. That night the Navajos began to straggle back to 
the agency to surrender, satisfied with what their visitor 
had told them: and relying upon his advice. 

Mole Tequop is the Indian name for Brig. Gen. Hugh 
L. Scott, commanding the 2d Brigade of Cavalry of the 
Southern Department, stationed at Fort Bliss, El Paso, 
Texas. The visit to Beautiful Mountain simply meant 
that he has prevented another Indian outbreak. 

It is not generally known that he did a similar thing 
in October, and that for a time looked much more serious 
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than the Navajo uprising. At that time he left El 
Paso and journeyed with his son and aid, Lieutenant 
Scott, to the Mescalero Indian reservation of New 
Mexico, where some Apaches with very bad records had 
left the agency on their ponies on the point of sweeping 
through the country. 

General Scott found the men back in the blanket, 
but. without saying a word to them about that he asked 
them to join him in a hunt, which they did for old time’s 
sake. 'These Apaches, about 200 of them, were Gero- 
nimo’s veterans, who in 1884 had been captured by 
United States troops and sent to Fort Sill, Okla. They 
were brought back to New Mexico in the latter part of 
1912, all old men, but still with the old fire. When they 
became dissatisfied some of the young bucks went along 
with them. 

General Scott is perhaps the only officer on active 
duty in the Army to-day who could have placated those 
old warriers. He is an old Indian fighter, known per- 
sonally to every buck in the old Apache tribe. He has 
been pretty well shot to pieces in his campaigns with 
the Indians of North America, and also cut to pieces 
with the knives of the Moros of the Philippines. He 
is one of the few active officers of the Army who can 


talk to the Apache, the Navajo, the Sioux and other: 


tribes in their own tongue, and one of the very few white 
men expert in the sign language, whence he gains his 
Indian name: They know him as a first class fighter, 
and, further, as a man of his word. 

The hunt with the Apaches lasted two weeks, and 
then General Scott returned to El Paso, while the old 
Indians returned to their reservation. What he told 
them or what they told him is not known, but it-is 
shrewdly believed that some time during the fortnight 
he managed to let those old fellows know that the world, 
particularly the Western world, had moved some since 
they had gone away and since Geronimo, Nana, Victoria 
and all the others had gone to the Great Spirit. He 
could show them the railroads, the telephone and tele- 
graph, which forever prevent surprise; the fast moving 
automobiles, which go everywhere, and then the towns 
and cities that have sprung up on the deserts and plains. 

Just how many of these Indian outbreaks General 
Scott has prevented is not known, for those things do 
not go into the record of an Army officer. It is known 
that while he was Superintendent at West Point in 
1910 the Hopis of the Painted Desert of Arizona became 
restive. They jumped, made war medicine and when 
emissaries sought to placate them they said they would 
only talk with ‘Mole Tequop.”” The General had to 
make a long, tedious ride over the desert until he came 
upon the Hopis. It was the labor of a few hours at 
the council for everything to be adjusted. The Indians 
went back and the Department kept the promises made 
through him. Previous to that he had placated the 
Indians at Four Corners, the point where Colorado, 
New Mexico, Arizona and Utah touch. This was all 
settled quietly and without assistance. 

General Scott (then a colonel) was adjutant general 
in Cuba when Major General Wood was Governor 
General, and after that assignment went to the Philip- 
pines as Governor of the Moros. 
plished much on that island in the way of breaking up 
slavery, piracy and a few other little things, but he also 
came away with the undying affection of the little people 
and the title of “Father of all the Moros,’ which makes 
him an elder brother of the Sultan. 

General Scott received his brigade last March and 
was assigned to the most trying command of the Army— 
the border patrol. His diplomacy ~has prevented any 
trouble whatsoever with the excitable people across the 
border, and with his officers he has created about as fine 
a body of cavalry, ready for service, as any country 
would want. They are disciplined like firemen, that is, 
they can answer an alarm any minute. 

General Scott is a Kentuckian and was graduated 
from West Point in 1876. He was assigned to the 
Cavalry and had his first fighting in the Custer campaign 
of that year. Later he was in the fights of the Nez 
Percé campaign. and subsequently became known to 
every Indian tribe in the West. Hé served throughout 
the Spanish-American War, and thereafter had im- 
portant assignments, including the superintendency of 
West Print from 1906 to 1910. . 


The New York Times in its issue of Dec. 7 also de- 
votes nearly a page to the exploits of General Scott in 
the successful handling of savage tribes. 





DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 

The Paymaster General of the Navy requested a 
decision as to whether or not the appropriation for the 
establishment of the Naval Academy dairy contained in 
the Act of March 3, 1913, is available for expenditure 
after June 30, 1914. Paymr. Samuel Bryan, U.S.N., 
who is in charge of the dairy, was advised by agricultural 
experts that the expenditure of the money could be made 


to better advantage if the work extended over a con- 
siderable period. The Comptroller decides, however, 
that the appropriation cannot “be treated as available 
until expended. It must be regarded as an annual appro- 
priation, available for two years after end of fiscal 
vear for expenses incurred during the year, but other- 
wise it comes within the prohibition against construing 
such appropriations as available without regard to the 
fiscal year. 

Lieut. Francis A. Ruggles, 11th U.S. Cav., appealed 
for reconsideration of the action of the predecessor of 
the present Comptroller in affirming disallowance of 
claim for office rent while at Santiago, Chile, as Military 
Attaché and acting quartermaster, July 1, 1910, to April 
15, 1911.. The present Comptroller decides that he has 
no jurisdiction to reopen a claim disallowed by his 
predecessor except to correct errors in calculation or 
upon production of new evidence. 

Answtring inquiries by the Secretary of War, the 
Comptroller decides that the appointment of Capt. Hollis 
C. Clark, U.S.A., retired, as director of the work of 
copying and classifying the records of the Revolutionary 
War, as provided by the Act of March 2, 1913, at a 
salary of $2, per annum, is lawful. Also the transfer 
of Clerk Frank D. Shawn to the temporary position of 
assistant at $125 a month. Other clerical service requir- 
ing no addition to the force of the Department may also 
be paid for out of the appropriation, as may be all other 
lawful expenses necessary to effect the purposes of the 
act, including actual necessary traveling expenses, tele- 
grams, rent, office fittings, etc. The appropriation is 
to be expended under the direction of the Secretary of 
War, and the manner of expenditure is a mutter of ad- 
ministrative determination. 

In the matter of telephone service, the quarters occu- 
pied by a Navy officer, even though in a public building, 
must be regarded as a private residence within the

meaning of the provisions of the Act of Aug. 23, 1912, 
which forbade payment from government funds for 
telephone service installed in private residences or apart- 
ments. Paymr. Robert H. Woods, U.S.N., was dis- 
allowed a payment made to the New England Telephone 
Company for service at the Portsmouth (N.H.) Navy 
Yard, Aug. 1 to Dec. 31, 1912, on the ground that.a 
part of it was for private telephones. The Comptroller 
rules that payment should be allowed for the time up 
to the date of the passage of the law noted. As to the 
rest of the payment, it is a question how much was for 
public telephone service and how much for private 
service installed in officers’ quarters. The Comptroller 
figures out that five-sixths of the payment was legal and 
proper and that one-sixth was for private telephone 
service and should be disallowed. He says that the ques- 
tion as to how and from whom Paymaster Woods may 
recover the amounts illegally paid is one which it is not 
the affair of the accounting officers to determine. 

A command of some 400 soldiers of the 4th Cavalry 
in January of 1912 were on a march along the Mexican 
border and stopped for a night at Noria, N.M. Un- 
expectedly the weather turned bitterly cold, and as there 
was no other fuel the command burned up for guard 
fires $6.49 worth of railway ties. Capt. R. J. Reany, 
U.S.A., paid this amount to the railroad, and the Auditor 
disallowed it. The Comptroller reverses this, holding 
that this certainly was an “exigency of the Service” 
which would not admit of the “delay incident to adver- 
tising.”’ Another voucher of Captain Reany’s held up 
by the Auditor which the Comptroller also allows was 
in the matter of payment for damages to a fence around 
a ball park at Douglas, Ariz., where troops of the 6th 
Cavalry were temporarily quartered from March to July, 
1911. Owing to a fire in some hay, and sundry wear 
and tear, the fence suffered damage which a board at 
the. time decided amounted to $73. The owner of the 
park after the troops left made repairs and put in an 
additional bill for $171.80, and submitted data to show 
that it had actually cost him this amount. The differ- 
ence was paid, properly the Comptroller holds, as the 
Government was under an implied agreement to pay 
the fair cost of repairs. 

The Comptroller allows to John Henry Irving, seaman, 
U.S.N., $45.07 on a claim for pay as intermediate gun- 
pointer, first class, the question being as to date that 
his detail took effect. 

Paymr. W. W. Lamar, U.S.N., stopped payment on 
a check for $116 in favor of “D. H. Patterson, U.S.N.,” 
being in doubt whether the signature on the check was 
his, and believing it may have been one signed in blank, 
which was among a number stolen and filled out, presum- 
ably by an-enlisted man of the Navy who deserted. The 
name of Patterson is believed to be one assumed by 
the deserter. The endorser of the check claimed payment, 
but the Comptroller holds that fraud in connection with 
the check prevents it from being a government obligation.

WASHINGTON CARABAO DINNER. 


The flashing of a monster insignia of the Military 
Order of the Carabao over the head of the presiding 
officer was the signal which ushered in the eleventh an- 
nual wallow of the Washington Corral at the New Wil- 
lard Hotel on the evening of Dec. 11. The typical bull- 
eart and all the tropical decorations of the immense 
banquet hall recalled the scenes of the campaigns which 
gave birth to the order. The Herd had as its guests 
some of the most distinguished mef of all walks of life. 
President Wilson was kept from the dinner by the 
orders of his physician, having been suffering from a 
cold for the past two or three weeks. But men high in 
the councils of his administration both of the Cabinet and 
in Congress were present. Aside from Washington offi- 
cials many captains of industry and financiers of inter- 
national fame joined in the delights of the wallow. 

The program began, according to the Carabao custom, 
with a toast to the President of the United States. 
When the guests had been seated the ranking Carabao 
present, Rear Admiral Thomas B. Howard, U.S.N., 
Patriarch of the Herd, acted as presiding officer for the 
Paramount Carabao, Major Gen. James B. Aleshire, 
U.S.A., absent on account of illness. The “Bombinero” 
was duly inaugurated, the honor of leading the Herd 
to quench its thirst falling to Major Herbert A. White, 
U.S.A., who added much to his laurels as an after din- 
ner speaker. 

Following a characteristic song or two a fearful 
racket, sounding like the breaking of glass, began at 
one end of the hall. A modishly gowned woman of mid- 
dle age then made her way in despite the efforts of 
waiters to keep her out, and announced herself as Mrs. 
Bankhurst. She declared that she was going to address 
the Carabaos on woman’s rights and burst into a voluble 
flow of oratory. The Bombinero interrupted, followed by 
a raucous din from some of the diners. Mrs. Bankhurst 
announced that if they would not let her talk she would 
sing a song, and began the melodious strains of “That 
Ragtime Suffragette.” More music followed. In chorus 
were given, “We are Carabaos” and “Manchu Soldier 
Man.” Next came a parody entitled “The Political Re- 
view.” A soldier and a sailor in uniform gave pungent 
expression to their views on how the Army and Navy 
are treated by members of Congress and other poli- 
ticians. 

Those who knew in advance what the *program was 
awaited most expectantly the next number. Into the 
banquet hall sailed three battleships, six-foot models 
borne by concealed boys. In the muzzle of the guns 
were stuck nosegays, and a milk white dove was perched 
on each fighting top. They bore respectively the legends 
“U.S.S. Fellowship,” “U.S.S. Friendship” and “U.S.S. 
Piffle.’ It was unnecessary to explain the allusion to 
the famous address of Secretary Bryan. Many of the 
diners arose and satirically cheered the harmless dread- 
noughts, while the Marine band played “Columbia, the 
Gem of the Ocean.” A chorus immediately followed, “If 
Wilson Were Here To-night.” 

A new ballad of the islands, “Philippine Maid,” was 
sung to the tune of “Peg O’ My Heart” by a young 
actress in Filipino costume. Officers of the Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps, each arose and sang verses in duet 
with the young woman. “The Colonel and the Gover- 
nor,” a moving picture film just taken in the Philippines, 
showed a three-year pursuit of a Filipino by an Army 
colonel and a small detachment. At the end of the long 
chase the Filipino is captured. Hardly has he been ap- 
prehended, however, when he is made Governor of the 
province. Disgust is written large on the face of the 
colonel. The same note was sounded in the closing num- 
ber of the program when “Mayon Volcano,” member of 
the Philippine assembly, arrived in a 1914 model of a 
Philippine-mobile and announced that he “arrived in 
Washington to see Hon. William Jenny Bryan to ask 





him to make some different kind of haste in obtaining 
for my people their independence.”

MARINE CORPS ADVANCE BRIGADE.

Brigade of the Marine Corps will be ordered to Culebra’ 


on Jan. 3. The 1st Regiment will probably sail on the 
transport Hancock from Philadelphia on that date, and 
the 2d or the Prairie from Pensacola at about the same 
time.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

The Buffalo wil! leave Corinto, Nicaragua, Dec. 15, 
for Balboa, returning to Corinto about Jan. 1. 

The Raleigh has been detached from the Pacific Re- 
serve Fleet and placed in full commission on Dec. 5 at 
the navy yard, Puget Sound, Wash. 

The Macdonough will proceed to Newport about Dec. 
15 and there join the Reserve Torpedo Division, New- 
port, being detached from the Reserve Torpedo Division, 
Charleston. 

The Cheyenne will leave Puget Sound shortly for 
Mare Island to serve as tender for the recently created 
Second Submarine Division, Torpedo Flotilla, Pacific 
Fleet, consisting of the H-1 and H-2; H-3 will later 
join this division. 

The Saratoga, Cincinnati, Rainbow, Pampanga and 
the destroyers Decatur, Bainbridge and Barry, of the 
Asiatic Fleet. on Dec. 5 completed elementary target 
practice with guns off Manila. The destroyers also have 
completed elementary torpedo practice. 

A board to consider matters in connection with tor- 
pedo practice has been ordered to meet in the Office of 
the Director of Target Vractice and Engineering Com- 
petitions on Dee. 18, 1913. The board consists of Lieut. 
Comdr. T. T: Craven, Lieut. Comdr. J. R. Defrees, 
Lieut. John V. Babcock, Lieut. F. R. McCrary. 

The arnual report of small-arms competition for the 
year is completed. The figures indicate that the trophies 
will be awarded to the Dolphin, Atlantic Fleet; York- 
town, Pacific Fleet; Rainbow, Asiatic Fleet. This will 
make the second year in succession that the Dolphin has 
held the trophy for this competition. 

The commander, Torpedo Flotilla, Atlantic Fleet, has 
been instructed to organize the Third Division of the 
Submarine Flotilla, consisting for the present of G-1 
and G-2. The Ozark will be assigned as tender to this 
division upon the return of that vessel to the United 
States. G-3 and G-4 will also later join this division. 

The California and Yorktown will conduct elementary 
target practice off San Diego about Dec. 29, 1913, it 
being the intention that the California» will proceed 
North from her present station in Mexico upon being 
relieved by the Raleigh. After completion of the target 
practice of the California that vessel will proeeed to 
San Francisco for liberty. 

Mrs. William Hopper. of No. 31 William street, 
Yonkers, N.Y., was on Dec. 10 notified by the Navy 
Department that her nephew, Thomas J. Keeves, aged 
twenty-two, a seaman on the U.S.S. Cincinnati, had 
been accidentally killed at Olongapo, Philippine Islands. 
No particulars were given. 

The Navy Department has designated Capt. W. L. 
Howard, U.S.N., late commanding officer of the U.S.S. 
Idaho, and Boatswain’s Mate, 1st Class, W. H. 
Amburger, attached to the U.S.S. Idaho, to receive, on 
behalf of the Navy Department, the Knox Trophy, 
offered by the Society of the Sons of the Revolution in 
the commonwealth of Massachusetts. They will attend 
the annual meeting of the Society of the Sons of the 
Revolution and the banquet on the evening of Jan. 17, 
1914, in Boston. The trophy will be delivered to Captain 
Howard, and later conveyed to the U.S.S. Idaho, now 
in reserve in the navy yard, Philadelphia, by Boatswain’s 
Mate Amburger.

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The question of the best site for the navy yard now at 
Brooklyn, N.Y., was thoroughly discussed at the annual 
meeting of the Society of Naval Architects and Marine 
Engineers in New York Dec. 11, the text for the dis- 
cussion being a paper read by Capt. Louis S. Van Duzer, 
U.S.N., who is an advocate of its location at Communi- 
paw, N.J. Captain Van Duzer makes estimates that a 
yard which would meet his ideas and equipped with dry- 
docks, railways and all modern appliances would eventu- 
ally cost $26,521,000. “If the present yard were sold,” 
he continued, “the receipts for its sale would go a long 
way toward paying for the new yard. There is a steady 
increase in size of our battleships, and the demand for a 
very large and properly located yard is most urgent. 
And while we need it now, the lack of it five years hence 
will cause a serious reduction in naval efficiency. We 
eannot, therefore, begin work upon it too soon.” Ed- 
ward A. Stevens, jr., said that the location proposed by 
the naval officer was all right, but that he doubted if 
much could be done about it on account of the “ever- 
lasting politics” and the opposition which would surely 
be raised by the Brooklyn members of the House of Rep- 
resentatives. Francis T. Bowles, formerly Chief Con- 
structor of the United States Navy, said that he had been 
a constructor at the New York Navy Yard and had 
good reason to know about Brooklyn politics. 

The Society of Naval Architects and Marine Engineers 
began its twenty-first annual general meeting in New 
York city Dec. 11, 1918, at the Engineering Societies 
Building, No. 29 West Thirty-ninth street. The two 
days’ conferences were followed by a banquet in the 
Waldorf Dec. 12. Among those who submitted papers 
for discussion were Naval Constr. D. W. Taylor, U.S.N., 
Prof. C. H. Peabody, G. W. Dickie, Prof. H. A. Everett, 
John Reid, R. C. Wilson, Naval Constr. S. F. Smith, 
U.S.N., and Capt. L. S. Van Duzer, U.S.N. 


The coming number of the United States Naval Medi- 
eal Bulletin, which will appear early in January, will 
contain several articles of unusual interest. The appli- 
cation of psychiatry to certain military problems is 
treated in an article by Dr. W. A. White, of the Gov- 
ernment Hospital for the Insane. This article was read 


at the summer conference, 1913, U.S. Naval War College, 
and is timely, since the subject is receiving much study 
by naval authorities. Asst. Surg. R. H. Lanning, U.S.N., 
contributes a paper on schistosomiasis, an elaborate 
study of this rare Chinese disease, several cases of which 
occurred on the U.S.S. Quiros. The technique of neosal- 
varsan administration is described by P.A. Surg. Wil- 
liam Chambers, U.S.N., who has had unusual opportuni- 
ties for the study of this form of treatment. An article 
by Surg. R. E. Hoyt and one by Surg. A. Farenholt, 
U.S.N., contain information based on the experience of 
these writers with expeditionary forces and military 
camps, which is of great interest. Surg. J. L. Neilson, 
U.S.N., who was the senior medical officer of the U.S.S. 
Illinois during the recent midshipmen’s cruise, contributes 
an article which gives his observations on the special 
conditions under which these cruises are conducted. P.A. 
Surg. E. W. Brown, U.S.N., who has for some time been 
a member of the board for the study of air in submarines, 
has devised an apparatus for rapidly securing samples of 
air and preserving them for analysis. A description of 
this device is given and accompanied by photographs.

In response to an inquiry the Secretary of the Navy 
said: “The present estimates for the Philadelphia Navy 
Yard contain the item $200,000 for building slip. This 
is intended as the first appropriation in a plan involving 
the expenditure of $915,000 for the construction of two 
building slips suitable for the construction of two battle- 
ships of 45,000 tons each, the largest size that can pass 
through the Panama Canal locks. In view of the mani- 
fest advantages possessed by Philadelphia as a_ship- 
building locality, the Department is desirous of develop- 
ing the navy yard in that direction. The present ap- 
propriation will enable the construction of auxiliaries to 
be begun almost immediately. The Maumee or Kanawha 
could have been built at Philadelphia this year had there 
been suitable ways. The presence of the numerous ship- 
building plants along the Delaware River testifies to the 
advantage it will be to the Department to build battle- 
ships there.”

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A radiogram received from Rear Admiral .C. J. 
Badger, U.S.N.,  commander-in-chief of the Atlantic 
Fleet, reports that at 3:45 a.m. Dec. 11 the starboard 
main shaft of the Vermont was broken, and that in 
consequence several of her compartments were flooded. 
The skin of the ship and the propeller strut appeared 
uninjured from ean examination by a diver, and the 
shafting and propeller were not lost. The Vermont is 
proceeding to Hampton Roads under her port engine, 
making eight knots in comparatively smooth sea, under 
convoy of the Delaware and the colliers Orion and Jason. 
The position of the Vermont at 8 p.m. Dec. 11 was lati- 





tude 35.41, longitude 52.24—1,200 miles from Hampton 
Roads and 600 miles from Bermuda. They should ar- 
arrive at Hampton Roads about Dec. 17 or 18. The 
Commander-in-Chief states that there is no cause for 
anxiety. The Wyoming, Arkansas, Florida and Utah 
are continuing to New York where they expect to ar- 
rive on the forenoon of Dec. 15.

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In connection with the Panama-Pacific International 
Exposition in San Francisco in 1915 there will be an 
International Engineering Congress, in which engineers 
throughout the world, representing all branches of the 
profession, are to participate. Col. George W. Goethals, 
C.E., U.S.A., Chief Engineer of the Isthmian Canal 
Commissicn, it is announced, has consented to act as 
honorary president of the congress, and is expected to 
preside in person over its general sessions. The congress 
will hold its sessions during the week Sept. 20-25, 1915, 
in San Francisco. In scope and character it is intended 
that the congress shall be truly international, and that 
it shall embrace, in a thorough and comprehensive 
manner, the various branches of the engineering profes- 
sion. Eminent engineers throughout the world will be 
invited to contribute papers on assigned topics. 
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The nine battleships of the Atlantic Fleet, en route 
to home waters from European ports, separated at sea 
at noon Dec. 7 in latitude 55 degrees 45 minutes north, 
longitude 33 degrees 5 minutes west. The Connecticut, 
Kansas and Ohio proceeded to Vera Cruz, Mexico, by 
way of Guantanamo, while the remainder of the vessels 
continue their voyage to United States waters. The 
Celtic left Gibraltar Dec. 6 for Boston. The warships 
on Dec. 8 were 3,000 miles from Guantanamo Bay and 
2,600 from New York.

The Acushnet, with the Ladysmith and 
the Maud Palmer in tow, proceeded to Vineyard Haven, where 
the two schooners anchored. The Acushnet left Woods Hole 
Nov. 29 to render assistance to the three-masted schooner C. 
K. Buckly, at anchor in Vineyard Haven harbor, and _pound- 
ing in shoal water. The Acushnet found the schooner in such 
shoal water that with a fresh breeze blowing she was forced 
to anchor ahead. After considerable difficult maneuvering 
the Acushnet got a line to the schooner and towed her to 
deep water and anchored her in a clear berth.

Yesterday the headquarters of the brigade was moved into 
El Paso from the post by Gen. Hugh L. Scott, and will be 
established with all necessary offices in the Mills building, in 
the heart of the city. In addition to the entire 20th Infantry, 
which is encamped in the city and along the river front, a 
squadron of the 13th Cavalry has been placed at various points 
through the city, and the squadron of the 12th Cavalry, to 
arrive next week from Fort Niabrara, Neb., will also be placed 
on guard duty within the city. A squadron of the 15th Cavalry, 
under command of Major Michael McNamee, is under orders to 
proceed to Marfa, Texas, to meet the large number of refugees 
coming out of Mexico overland from the terminal of the rail- 
road north of Chihuahua. Many of the refugees are on foot 
and their progress is very slow, as they are greatly worn and 
suffering from hunger and cold and the tramp over the terribly 
rough country. Many women and children are among them, 
and an account of their sufferings has reached El Paso through 
couriers who have passed them. They will come to Ojinaga, 
across the Rio Grande River from Marfa, and citizens of Marfa 
have prepared houses, food and clothing for them as soon as 
they reach the border. A number of Americans are also re- 
ported to be with them, and it is expected that they will reach 
Ojinaga to-morrow. 

The squadron of the 12th Cavalry which accompanied Gen. 
Tugh L. Scott to Gallup, N.M., last week as a guard against 
the Navajo Indians, has been ordered to El Paso as an addi- 
tional guard for the border and city and will arrive here next 
week, . 

The bids for the buildings which will enlarge this post from 
a battalion to a regimental garrison of Cavalry were opened 
yesterday by the quartermaster, Capt. Arthur P. Watts. The 
bids call for the erection of twenty sets of officers’ quarters, bar- 
racks, mess halls and stables, and entail an expenditure of 
$300,000. 

Six rifles and 2,000 rounds of cartridges were found this 
week in a house near Fabens, a few miles from El Paso, by 
troopers of Capt. Robert J. Reaney’s troop. It is supposed that 
the munitions had been hidden there by Mexicans. Major N. 
Lapowski, of Co. K, Texas N.G., in El Paso, recently received 
orders to recruit the company up to its full strength of 108 
men. The company was inspected this week by Major Lapow- 
ski. 

Eighteen of the Mexican prisoners held under guard at the 
post were released this week, as there were not sufficient 
grounds on which to keep them confined. Colonel Juan Medina, 
chief of staff of General Villa’s army in Juarez, suddenly re- 
signed from his army position and came across the Rio Grande 
into El Paso Mondav and was promptly arrested upon complaint 
of General Villa, who stated that Colonel Media had decamped 
with $14,000 belonging to the Constitutional funds of Juarez. 
Capt. Harry N. Cootes, 13th Cav., has been appointed provost 
marshal of the international bridges and the troops in the city, 
and hereafter any soldiers getting into scrapes will be turned 
over to him instead of being confined in the city jail.

The Depot Quartermaster’s Department in Fl Paso in an 
estimate last week stated that $50,000 per month is being ex- 
pended in El Paso purchasing supplies for the troops and ani- 
mals now in the patrol district at this point, the supplies for 
the garrison not coming under that head.

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The Senate on Dec. 8 passed S. Res. 233, “Resolved, 
That the Senate of the United States has heard with 
profound sorrow of the death of Lieut. Col. David du 
Bose Gaillard, to whom the American people are under 
lasting obligations for the splendid service he rendered in 


overcoming some of the most perplexing difficulties in 
connection with the construction of the Panama Canal. 
Resolved, That in further testimonial of our esteem the 
Secretary of the Senate be authorized to forward a copy 
of these resolutions to the family of Lieutenant Colonel 
Gaillard.”- 

It is expected that the Volunteer Army bill, which 
was passed by the House Dec. 3, as noted in our issue 
of Dec. 6, will be reported in the Senate by the Senate 
Military Committee early in January. 

By a vote of 317 to 11, the House on Dec. 8 passed the 
following ‘“‘naval holiday” resolution : 

H. Res. 298.—Resolved, That in the opinion of the House 
of Representatives the declaration of the First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty of Great Britain, the Right Hon. Winston Churchill, 
that the Government of the United Kingdom is willing and 
ready to co-operate with other governments to secure for one 
year a suspension of naval construction programs offers the 
means of immediately lessening the enormous burdens of the 
people and avoiding the waste of investment in war material. ; 

Sec. 2. That a copy of this resolution be furnished the Presi- 

dent with the request that, so far as he can do so, having due 
regard for the interests of the United States, he use his influence 
to consummate the agreement suggested by the Right Hon. 
Winston Churchill. 
Mr. Moore, of Pennsylvania, one of the eleven who 
voted against the resolution, unsuccessfully moved to re- 
commit and offered as a substitute this: “Resolved, That 
the President be requested, so far as he can do so with 
due regard for the interests and dignity of the United 
States, to use his influence to consummate an agree- 
ment with foreign nations to secure for one year a sus- 
pension of naval construction.” 

The House on Dec. 10 passed H.R. 10081, to make the 
tenure of the office of the major general commandant of 
the Marine Corps for a term of four years. The bill pro- 
vides: 

That hereafter when a vacancy shall exist in the position of 
commandant of the Marine Corps the President may appoint to 
such position, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, an officer of the Marine Corps on_ the 
active list not below the grade of field officer, who shall hold 
office as such commandant for a term of four years, un- 
less sooner relieved, and who, while so serving, shall have 
the rank, pay and allowances of a major general in the Army; 
and any officer appointed under the provisions of this act who 
shall be retired from the position of commandant of the Marine 
Corps, in accordance with the provisions of Secs. 1251, 
1622 and 1623 of the Revised Statutes of the United States, 
or by reason of age or. length of service, shall have the rank 
and retired pay of a major general; if retired for any other 
reason, he shall be placed on the retired list of officers of the 
grade to which he belonged at the time of his retirement: Pro- 
vided, That an officer serving as commandant shall be carried 
as an additional number in his grade while so serving, and 
after his return to duty in his grade until said grade is reduced 
to the number authorized by law: Provided further, That noth- 
ing herein contained shall operate to increase or reduce the 
total number of officers in the Marine Corps now provided by 
law. 

Favorable report was made in the House Dec. 10 on: 

H.J. Res. 165, Mr. Adamson.—That the President is hereby 
authorized to pay, out of moneys appropriated for the salaries 
of the members of the Isthmian Canal Commission, to Kath- 
erine Gaillard, widow of David Du B. Gaillard, lieutenant 
colonel, Corps of Engineers, U.S.A., late an Isthmian Canal 
commissioner, an amount equal to the annual salary, as a 
member of the Isthmian Canal Commission, of the said David 
Du B. Gaillard, who died on Dec. 5, 1913, from disease re- 
sulting from his long and arduous service in the construction 
of the Panama Canal. 

The Omnibus Claims bill, H.R. 8846, was favorably 
reported in the House Dec. 3. _ This bill authorizes the 
payment of a large number of claims in accordance with 
findings of the Court of Claims under the Bowman and 
Tucker Acts and Section 151 of the Judicial Code. The 
present bill represents the accumulation of claims re- 
ported by the Court of Claims under the acts above cited 
for over eight years. One hundred and sixty-three claims 
($51,240.29) are for differences of pay for volunteer 
officers during Civil War and other claims of officers and 
soldiers, including several of the Spanish War period ; 
270 claims for use of and damages to church and other 
buildings total $486,403.29, while 625 miscellaneous 
claims aggregate $1,191,368.33; grand total, $1,729,- 
012.11. The same measure failed in the closing days of 
the Sixty-second Congress when the Senate had added 
a large number of longevity claims and navy yard over- 
time claims, which do not appear in the present bill, but 
may be added when the bill reaches the Senate. 

In the House favorable report has been made on H.R. 
3828 to provide for the construction of four revenue 
cutters: One for the California waters, $350,000; one 
for Gulf of Mexico, $250,000; one for coast of Maine, 
$225,000; one for New York Harbor, $100,000. Secre- 
tary McAdoo, in a letter to the committee said: “The 
average efficient life of a revenue cutter, and in fact of 
all vessels of that type, is about twenty years. After 
that length of service the vessel and her machinery be- 
eome obsolete, and she is unable to perform efficiently 
the duties required of her. Ten of the vessels now in 
the fleet have been in service for a period of twenty 
years or over. With a fleet of thirty-seven vessels, the 
average efficient life of each being about twenty years, 
there should be provided two new vessels annually in 
order to keep the fleet in efficient condition, and the 
authorization of new vessels [nine] during the past eight 
years has not been in keeping with the necessities.” 

The Secretary of the Navy has transmitted a letter to 
the Chairman of the House Naval Committee stating 
his objections to H.R. 7772 in reference to the appoint- 
ment of pay clerks, U.S.N. The Secretary believes the 
appointments should be made from the chief petty officers 
having had at least three years’ prior service as enlisted 
men, two on board a cruising vessel. The restriction of 
appointments to the yeoman class is not approved. Pro- 
visions should be made for a minimum of thirty years’ 
service, except in ease of the seventeen paymaster’s 
clerks now in the Navy. Section 4 is opposed as giving 
a clerk a status independent of the paymaster, who is 
given no opportunity to select his clerk. As the pay- 
master’s clerk can be bonded in a necessary sum by the 
payment of only two dollars a year Section 4 is unnec- 
essary and undesirable owing to the duplication of ac- 
counts. Appointees should be citizens and be subjected 
to an examination. The Department offers a substitute, 
which appears under “Bills” as S. 3590. 

Urgent deficiency estimate of appropriation required 
by the Isthmian Canal Commission for material and ex- 
penses on the Isthmus, sanitary department, Panama 
Canal, for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1914, is made 
for $200,000. 

The Naval Militia bill (H.R. 8667), which was sum- 


marized in our issue of Oct. 11, page 178, was passed 
by the House Dec. 10, with all committee amendments 
noted on page 437, our issue of Dec. 6. The bill is 
intended to create an organized Naval Militia that will 
represent for our Navy what the National Guard does 
as an auxiliary arm of the Regular Army. The bill 
BO00 Oe for a permanent annual appropriation of 
200,000 independent of the item of $125,000 for arms 
and equipment now regularly carried in the Naval 
Appropriation -bill. Several states have Naval Militia 
already. The present bill will bring these and other 
state naval forces under national organization and 
direction similar to that of the state land forces. 


As to the bill, H.R. 1739, for the construction of 
railroads in Alaska by the Government, noted on page 
459, Messrs. Ferris and Davenport, of the Committee 
on the Territories, submitted a minority report in oppo- 
sition to the project. They are opposed at this time to 
allowing the Government to issue $35,000,000 in bonds 
and to making appropriation of $1,000,000 for a govern- 
ment railroad in Alaska. Alaska, they say, needs more 
than anything else clear-headed, patriotic attention, 
looking to the early revision of her land and mineral 
laws, an:l the construction of a railroad will not solve 
this problem. ‘There is no limitation placed upon the 
amount of money the railroad is to cost, and they fear 
the appropriation will be but a mere start on this project. 
Tt is, they conclude. a project ‘“‘without an economic 
leg on which to stand; a dream beautiful to look upon, 
but unsound at the core.” 


BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


S. 3549, Mr. Owen.—To appoint Elsworth Wilson a first 
lieutenant in the Medical Reserve Corps of the U.S. Army, a 
first lieutenant in the Medical Corps on the retired list, and 
increase the retired list by one for the purpose of this act. 

S. 3561, Mr. Overman.—To appoint Frederick H. Lemly a 
passed assistant paymaster on the active list of the Navy, to 
take same rank and position on list of passed assistant pay- 
masters that he occupied March 5, 1908, when he resigned. 

S. 3564, Mr. Swanson.—For examination and survey of 
Norfolk-Portsmouth Harbor and entrances thereto from Vir- 
ginia Capes, with a view to increasing depth of channel to 
forty feet from Norfolk Navy Yard to capes. 


PAYMASTER’S CLERKS, U.S.N. 

S. 3590, Mr. Tillman.—That the title of paymaster’s clerk 
in the Navy is changed to pay clerk, and hereafter all pay 
clerks shall be warranted from acting pay clerks who shall be 
appointed from enlisted men in the Navy holding acting or 
permanent appointments as chief petty officers who have 
served at least three years as enlisted men, at least two years 
of which must have been on board a cruising vessel of the 
Navy. All appointments as acting pay clerk shall be made by 
the Secretary of the Navy, and appointees, in addition to 
above qualifications, must be citizens of the U.S. Acting ap- 
pointments herein provided shall be made permanent under 
regulations established by the Secretary of the Navy: Pro- 
vided, That paymasters’ clerks now in the Navy whose total 
service as such is less than one year and who are citizens 
may, upon the passage of this act, be given appointments as 
acting pay clerks without previous service as enlisted men: 
Provided further, That paymasters’ clerks now in the service 
and former paymasters’ clerks whose appointments have been 
revoked within six months next preceding passage of this act, 
who have had not less than one year’s actual service as such, 
and who are citizens, may, upon passage of this act, be war- 
ranted as pay clerks without previous service as enlisted men 
or as acting pay clerks: And provided further, That pay clerks 
and acting pay clerks shall have the same pay, allowances, 
and other benefits as are now or may hereafter be allowed 
other warrant officers and acting warrant officers, respectively. 

Sec. 2. All pay clerks shall, after six years’ service as such, 
be commissioned chief pay clerks and on promotion have rank, 
pay, and allowances of chief boatswain: Provided, That in 
computing six years’ service herein providec for credit shall 
be given for all service in Navy as pay clerk, acting pay clerk, 
and paymaster’s clerk: Provided further, iat paymasters’ 
clerks now in Navy and former paymasters’ \.erks whose ap- 
pointments kave been revoked within six nths next pre- 
ceding passage of this act, who have had i less than six 
years’ actual service as such, and who are ci* «ns, may, upon 
passage of this act, be commissioned chief p » clerks without 
previous service as enlisted men, acting pay clerks, or pay 
clerks. 

Sec. 3. Total number of chief pay clerks, pay clerks, and 
acting pay clerks allowed by this act shall not exceed one for 
each 250 enlisted men in the Navy now or hereafter allowed 
by law, and such chief pay clerks, pay clerks, and acting pay 
clerks shall be assigned to duty with pay officers under such 
rules as the Secretary of the Navy may prescribe: Provided, 
That no person shall be appointed chief pay clerk, pay clerk, 
or acting pay clerk under any provisions contained in this act 
until his physical, mental, moral and professional qualifications 
have been satisfactorily established by examination before a 
board of examining officers appointed by the Secretary of the 
Navy, from officers of the pay corps when practicable and ac- 
cording to such regulations as he may prescribe: Provided 
further, That no person shall be appointed a chief pay, clerk, 
pay clerk, or acting pay clerk unless his accumulated previous 
service in the Army, Navy, and Marine Corps, together with 
his possible future service prior to attaining the age of sixty- 
two years, will amount to at least thirty years, except that 
this proviso shall not apply .o such persons as were serving 
in the Navy as paymasters’ clerks during the period from 
Sept. 1, 1913, to Oct. 31, 1913. 

Sec. 4. Limitation as to age contained in Sec. 1379, Rev. 
Stats., U.S., relating to appointment of assistant paymasters 
shall not apply to chief pay clerks and pay clerks appointed 
under the provisions of this act, who must be between the 
ages of twenty-one and thirty-five years at time of appoint- 
ment as assistant paymasters in the Navy: Provided, That 
this shall not be construed as giving any preference in said 
appointment of assistant paymasters to said chief pay clerks 
and pay clerks except as to limitation of age. 

Sec. 5. That Sees. 1386, 1387, and 1388, Rev. Stats., and 
all acts and parts of acts, so far as they are in conflict with 
the provisions of this act, be, and the same are hereby, re- 
pealed. 


S. 3600, Mr. Gallinger—For construction of a drydock at 
the Portsmouth Navy Yard, $1,500,000. 

S. 3602, Mr. Townsend.—Providing for the sale of land of 
the United States no longer considered suitable for use of the 
Organized Militia as target ranges. 





H.J. Res. 158, Mr. Edmonds.—That the Isthmian Canal 
Commission is instructed to keep strictly to the Act of Aug. 
24, 1912, and to operate solely themselves all of the facilities 
at the canal and not to sublet any of them to any other gov- 
ernment or private interests. Second. That in the purchase of 
supplies for either its own use or for resale to other parties 
the Isthmian Canal Commission is instructed to give prefer- 
ence to goods produced in the United States or any of its pos- 
sessions: Provided, however, That such goods can he pur- 
chased in the United States or any oi its possessions in com- 
petitive markets. Third. That the Isthmian Canal Commission 
is further instructed that in providing fuel or other supplies 
to vessels engaged in coastwise traffic of the United States 
they shall make a charge for such services which will as 
nearly as possible fully cover the cost of the same and no 
more, but to other vessels a reasonable price for the services 
shall be charged. 


H.R. 9596, Mr. Madden.—To reclassify the clerks and mes- 
sengers of the mobile Army and promote their efficiency. Es- 
tablishes the following classes, grades, and rates of pay for 
continued employment of clerks and messengers now of Q.M. 
Corps of the Army, formerly of Q.M. and Subsistence Depart- 
ments at large (not including civil engineers, superintendents 
of construction, inspectors of animals, clothing, and supplies, 
clothing examiners, chemists, veterinarians, freight and pas- 
senger rate clerks, and such other employees as may be re- 
quired for technical work), namely: Class 1, chief clerks, 
senior grade with service not less than—18 years, $2,500; 2, 
chief clerks, junior grade, 15 years, $2,250; 3, principal 
clerks, senior grade, 12 years, $2,000; 4, principal clerks, 
junior grade, 9 years, $1,800; 5, clerks, senior grade, 6 years, 


$1,600; 6, clerks, junior grade, 8 years, $1,400; 7, assistant 
clerks, $1,200; 1, messengers, senior grade, 6 years, $900; 
2, messengers, junior grade, $720. Sec. 2. Reclassifying and 
grading of these clerks and messengers shall be determined 
by the Secretary of War upon recommendations of boards of 
officers and clerks appointed by him for that purpose, due 
consideration to be given to length and character of services 
rendered, military and foreign service, and efficiency reports 
submitted by officers under whom they have served: Pro- 
vided, That promotions hereafter shall be made according to 
seniority, under rules to be established by the Secretary of 
War, and that future employment of clerks and messengers to 
fill vacancies shall be made under such regulations as the 
Secretary of War shall prescribe: Provided, That hereafter 
all clerks and messengers of the Q.M. Corps covered by this 
act shall be amenable to the Articles of War and trials by 
courts-martial for offenses committed in the Service and shall 
be subject to details for duty at any place within or without 
the United States, and that afer serving honestly and faith- 
fully thirty years, or because of disability incurred in the 
Service, or -having reached the age of sixty-four years, they 
shall be retired on seventy-five per centum of their pay, as is 
now granted all officers, enlisted men, and pay clerks of the 
Q.M. Corps: Provided further, That clerks and messengers 
of the Adjutant General’s Department of the mobile Army 
shall hereafter be classified, graded, and paid as herein pro- 
vided for clerks and messengers of the Q.M. Corps, and shall 
be given the same privileges, including retirement, with re- 
tired pay, as is granted herein to clerks and messengers of 
the Q.M. Corps.

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., Dee. 11, 1913. 

With ceremonies imposing in their simplicity a bronze tab- 
let erected by his classmates, Class of 1907, Naval Academy, 
was unveiled in Memorial Hall, Naval Academy, on Dec. 7, 
in memory of Ensign Charles Emerson Hovey, U.S,N. Chap- 
lain W. G. Cassard, U.S.N., made the opening prayer. — Lieut. 
George H. Bowdey, U.S.N., a classmate of Ensign Hovey, 
then presented the tablet to the Naval Academy. On Sept. 24, 
1911, Ensign Hovey was killed by the half-civilized Moros on 
the Island of Basilan, in the Philippines. He was in com- 
mand of a landing foree from the U.S.S. Pampanga, one of 
the gunboats, and died at the head of his.men. His last words 
and thoughts were for other stricken men of his command. 
The tablet, said Lieutenant Bowdey, ‘‘is a poor tribute at its 
best to the memory of such a man; but still a tribute that is 
our way of expressing our love, and our appreciation of his 
virtues. Those of us who knew him need no such token, for 
his memory will stay with us on account of his glorious death, 
and still more on account of his manly qualities.’’ 

Capt. John H. Gibbons, Superintendent of the Naval Acad- 
emy, accepted the tablet and introduced Lieut. C. G. Gill, 
U.S.N., a classmate of Ensign Hovey, who spoke for the Class 
of 1907. ‘‘At the Academy we remember him,’’ he said, ‘‘as 
the best of comrades. Generous to a fault, and endowed with 
never-failing optimism and enthusiasm, he had a warm place 
in the hearts of us-all. While a midshipman, he was presi- 
dent of the Y.M.C.A., and after graduation his whole hearted 
devotion to the cause of helping others is testified to by many 
a grateful sailor who has been benefited by his influence. In 
his professional work he showed a high sense of duty. His 
zeal, ability and scholarly attainments are shown in the book 
he compil:d, ‘The Watch Officers’ Manual.’ Those of us who 
have been shipmates with Hovey, perhaps, knew best his 
sterling qualities, his self-reliancce and resource, his stead- 
fastness in danger, and his quick sense of comradeship.’’ 
Chaplain Cassard then pronnounced the benediction.

Galveston Target Range, Dec. 5, 1913. 

The news of the Army’s victory in the Navy game caused 
great rejoicing in camp and there were a number of small cele- 
brations.

8TH N.Y.—BRIG. GEN. E. F. AUSTIN. 

An important event in the history of the 8th N.Y., officially 
known as the 8th Coast Artillery District, but in reality, for 
administrative purposes, a regiment, took place on the after- 
noon of Dec. 6, when the cornerstone of the new armory at 


Kingsbridge road and Jerome avenue, Bronx, New York city, 
was laid by Mayor Kline. Some idea of the vastness of the 
new building may be had when it is realized that it covers 
an area close on three times as large as Madison Square 
Garden. Its drill hall alone will measure 300 by 600 feet. - 
For the ceremonies on Dec. 6 the regiment paraded under 
command of Lieut. Col.. F. O. Sauvan, being equalized into 
nine companies of sixteen files each. The regiment was 
formed in line at the southeasterly corner of the armory, 
where the cornerstone was laid. Brig. Gen. E. F. Austin, 
Chief of Coast Artillery, who also commands the regiment, 
escorted the Mayor to the armory, where some 2,000 persons 
were assembled to witness the ceremonies. After prayer by 
Dr. De Witt Pelton, chaplain of the regiment, Hon. Cyrus C. 
Miller, president of the Bronx, made an address. He gave 
a description of the armory, welcomed the command to the 
Bronx, and spoke of its value to the community. Mayor 
Kline, during his remarks, went into the details of the efforts 
of. the late Col. George D. Scott to secure the armory the 
regiment now occupies, and gave some figures of the cost, 
etc., and explained how the city secured the cash for such 
buildings. He also went into details concerning the new 
armory, and gave a brief history of the regiment and its 


services. The present regiment, it was stated, originated 
first as a part of the Burger Guard in 1665. After the papers 
read by Mr. Miller and the Mayor were put in the copper box 


with other records, and the box sealed and placed in the 
stone, the Mayor with a silver trowel leveled the mortar, and 
the stone was laid good and true. The regimental band played 
the ‘‘Star-Spangled Banner,’’ Battery D, 2d Field Artillery, 
fired a salute of eleven guns, and benediction was pronounced 
by Dr. Pelton, which ended the ceremonies.

22D N.Y.—COL. W. B. HOTCHKIN. 

Capt. Daniel R. Lucas, Med. Corps, 22d Engrs., N.G.N.Y., 
has shown considerable enterprise in taking advantage of the 
$150 allowed by the state for horse hire by giving the Hos- 
pital Corps some practical instruction in field work. Captain 
Lucas arranged for some preliminary instruction for his men 
at the armory of the 1st Field Hospital in horsemanship, 
saddling and bridling, care of the horse, harnessing and hitch- 
ing, and also in loading packs on horse, ete. Having profited 
by the instruction given at the 1st Field Hospital, the first 
outdoor mounted instruction was taken up on Sunday, Dec. 7, 
there being no postponement on account of rain, which at 
times came down in a perfect deluge. tf : 

Twenty horses, secured from the 2d Field Artillery, were 
at the armory of the 22d, on Washington Heights, at 8:05 
a.m. Dee. 7, and by 9:15 the corps, with escort wagon, pack 
horse and ambulance, and men mounted, had hitched and 
saddled up, and loaded supplies and started for Van Cortlandt 
Park. The latter place was reached at 10:20 a.m., picket 
line established, dinner cooked of bacon, hard tack and coffee 
with sugar and milk, and horses and men fed. The squads 
were so arranged that each man had the same experience in 
practical work, the squads being changed at different periods. 

Captain Lucas had his men strike tents, pack and hitch up 
in thirty minutes, which was an improvement from the time 
at the first start. The command left Van Cortlandt Park at 
1:05 p.m. and arrived at Hastings at 3:30. Here the com- 
mand dismounted, watered the horses, and then started for the 
armory, which was reached at 6:05 p.m., after a march, all 
told, of twenty-four miles, during which the men gained 
valuable knowledge in riding, driving, ete., which is a very 
necessary part of their instruction. 

It had been intended to cook supper (which was to include 
beefsteak) on the way home. It was finally decided, however, 
to have a beefsteak party at the armory the following night, 
and this was highly enjoyed. During the march three of the 
horses fell on the slippery road, but there were no serious 
mishaps. Some of the riders proved so expert that they 
jumped their mounts over hurdles on the road provided with 
a sign, ‘‘This road is closed for repairs.’’ A review of the 
regiment may be held on or about Dec. 30

C. 0. N.—Dishonorable discharge does not of itself involve 
forfeiture of citizenship. You were found guilty of absence 
without leave and conduct to the prejudice of good order and 
discipline. You were not charged with desertion. Dishon- 
orable discharge and forfeiture of citizenship are penalties 
for desertion in time of war. Even desertion in time of 
peace is no longer punishable with loss of citizenship. See 
the Act of Aug. 22, 1912. 


G. E. C.—Having ee three years’ tour of detached 
service, Major George H. R. Gossman, Med. Corps, U.S.A., 
Lieut. C. Troxel, Cav., and Lieut. Charles Burnett, 4th 
Cav., who have been studying the Japanese language, will be 
relieved on May 13, 1914. It has always been the policy of 
the War Department to detail officers serving in the Philip- 
pines to duty in Japan, and this plan will probably be fol- 
lowed in designating the officers to relieve these three on duty 
in Japan. Among.the officers under consideration are 2d 
Lieut. Robert C. Cotton, 20th Inf., stationed at Fort Douglas; 
1st Lieut. Karl F. Baldwin, C.A.C., Chaplain Franz J. Feinler, 
13th Inf., 1st Lieut. Allan F. McLean, 7th Cav., and Capt. 
Arthur H. Bryant, C.A.C. In selecting the new stations for 
the officers to be relieved from duty in Japan it is planned to 
assign them where they can use their knowledge of the Japan- 
ese language which they acquired during their course of study.

Apply for discharge on 
account of disability. 


_W. E. asks: Is an _ enlisted man who was en route to join 

his regiment in the Philippine Islands in 1900, and who was 
detailed to assist in taking horses of the 6th Cavalry ashore 
at Chefoo, China, about Aug. 4, entitled to a China campaign 
badge? Answer: No; see G.O. 129, War D., 1908. The order 
reads: ‘‘For service ashore in China with the Peking Relief 
Expedition.’’ 
_ M. B. L.—We have received no question from your brother 
in Indiana. In regard to purchase of discharge from the 
Army, see G.O. 23, 1913. Transfers must be agreeable to the 
C.O. of both organizations concerned. Hospital Corps in Phil- 
ippines serve a tour of three years and are then returned to 
United States. Answers to your questions as to basis of 
courts-martial limits of punishment, ete., would require too 
much space in this department, particularly as your queries 
are not specific. See the Manual for Courts-Martial as 
amended by various changes of 1913. 

McF.—As to your right to Indian campaign badge for 
service with Troops I and K, 5th Cav., Oct. 28, 1907, in a 
skirmish with hostile Navajo Indians on San Juan River, 
apply through the channel. See G.O. 129, War D., 1908. 

FORT SLOCUM.—(1)° Would the Organized Militia 
(National Guard) be compelled to go to Mexico if there 
should be war between this country and Mexico? (2) If the 
President should call out all the Organized Militia is the 
Militia compelled to go into foreign service without any vol- 
unteering? (3) What would: be done to a Militiaman in case 
he refused in time of war? Answer: If the Militia could be 
mustered into the service of the United States they would 
be subject to the orders of the President and would have to 





- go where he ordered them, in the United States or beyond. 


Disobedience would be punished under Article 21, A.W., which 
provides that ‘‘Army officer or soldier who * * disobeys 
any lawful command of his superior officer shall ‘suffer death, 
or such other punishment as a court-martial may direct.’’
